The Trastees of the New-Hampshire Missionary Societj 
afiectionotelj invite the attention of this meeting to their Twenty- 
Eighth Annual Report. We rejoice in &e return of this 

Anniversary. ^Amidst the splendid achievements of Christian 

charity and effort, which adorn the records of these times, it is 
matter of devout thanksgiving to Crod, that we have been enabled 
to do something for our feeble and beloved churches, and there- 
by to promote the cause of our common and forever to be adored 
Kedeemer. 

There is, in this age of increasing light, a growing thirst for 
religious reading. To gratify, and thereby to increase, this 
thirst, we deem it important to appropriate some portion of .the 
sacred charity committed to our trust, to the purchase of the in-p 
teresting publications of the American Tract Society, and of the 
American Sunday School Union, and other small and suitable 
works.* For this purpose, twenty dollars have been expended 
the year past We gratefully accepted of Rev. Samuel Harris, 
a present of 150 copies of his excellent Tract, entitled, ^' Ques- 
tions on Christian Experience and Character," on this condition, 
that we remit his annual subscription of ^ for one year. And 
we have had the pleasure to receive from the American Tract 
Society in Boston, the generous donation of 100,000 pages of 
Tracts for distribution. — The amount of good which will be ac- 
complished by this great multitude of these little messengers of 
light and love, it must be left for Eternity to disclose. 

On the subject of a general and permanent agency, we have 
thought and deliberated much. Such an agency, however, we 
have not, as yet, been able to establish; and we have, therefore, 
employed such occasional and temporary agencies, as we have 
been able to obtain. 

Rev. Luke A. Spofford spent eight weeks in our service; four, 
chiefly in the county of Coos, visiting and comforting the feeble 
churches in that destitute part of our Zien; and four, in the lower

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part of the Stai«. He remed some Benevolent Societies, en- 
larged others, and obtained some life-members of this Institution. 
He also had the privilege of bringing to our treasurj, from a 
pious female,* a donation of $500. 

Respecting his agency in the county of Coos, Mr. Spoffi>rd 
thus writes-— 

^' In looking over the county of Coos, containing, at this time, 
not far from 8000 souls, my eye has affected my heart. No 
^' church going bell" is heard from Sabbath to. Sabbath, as a 
summons to attend on the publick worship of God: and but two 
or three sanctuaries are seen, in all its length and breadth, to 
which the people may resort for prayer and praise. True, in- 
deed, there are school houses, which are sometimes occupied 
for this purpose; but they are not sufficient to accommodate so 
many, by half, as might otherwise attend. And what is more 
distressing than all, there is a grievous famine in the thinly pop- 
ulated parts of the county, as to hearing the word of the Lord. 
It is but seldom that the voice of a Gospel Minister, of any Chris- 
tian denomination, is heard. And although there are sister 
churches of our o^vn order, in various parts of the county, still, 
they are not permitted, in some instances, to behold their teach- 
ers, from the commencement to the close of the year. O that 

Christians, in other parts of the State, where the Gospel and its 
blessed Ordinances have long been enjoyed, could but view the 
condition of their poor brethren in this county, as to the means 
of grace! — Theriy they would feel for the afflictions of Joseph, 
and their prayers and their alms would come up for a memorial 
before God.'^ 

Of the other part of his agency ,he says,in his return, ^^Collect* 
ed and paid over to the Treasurer of the New^Hampshire Mis* 
fiionary Society, |$600,l5,t re-organized and enlarged two Aux- 
iliary Societies, which, if faithful to Christ, will pay into our 
treasury at least fifty dollars a year." 

Rev. Jacob Cummings visited Great-Falls, Rochester, and 
Barrington, and in each place put a subscription into circulation, 
to make the Ministers, Kev. Josiah Hawes, Rev. Isaac Willey, . 
and Rev. Cephas H. Kent, life-members of our Society; and 
thus, by this kind and gratuitous agency, we are likely to receive 
the sum of ninety dollars. And this example shows what impor- 
tant aid Pastors of churches might afford us, if they would take 
up the cross, and go out into their respective neighbourhoods, 
and solicit subscriptions to our funds.

Rev. Ezekiel Rich, in Holdemess, 10 weeks. 
Rev. Charles Boyter, in Springiield, George-Hill, and Wil- 

mot, 4 weeks. 
Rev. Stephen Morse, in Wolfeborough, 4 weeks. 
Rev. Mr. HaU, in Wilton 2d church and society, 3 weeks. 

Mr. Fairbank's mission was rendered pleasant, by the Chris- 
tian respect and affection manifested towards him by other de- 
nominations; and peculiarly interesting, by the revivals, with 
which the Lord had blessed that portion of his heritage the pre- 
ceding year. To the church in Betldehem, 25 had been added, 
and 1 1 to the church in Whitefield. These late accessions made 
the preaching and visits of our Missionaiy very seasonable, and 
vastly important. He writes — ^^ I have examined and admitted 
four to the feUowship of the church, have administered the Lord's 
Supper twice, and baptized twelve children and one adult.'' 

According to Mr. Hutchinson's return, the church in Fran- 
conla is very small, and very few subscribe to the support of the 
Gospel; but he hopes four or five have recently experieneed a 
change of heart. 

From Mr. Parker's mission, we have no return. Holdemess 
is an interesting field for missionary labour. 

Mr. Rich was kindly received, and heard with attention and 
candour. He supplied 46 families with the Bible—- distributed 
5000 pages of Tracts, besides Books and Tracts which he car- 
ried out from the Missionary Society— organized a Tract Society 
which is able to purchase about 9000 pages of Tracts — ^and re- 
ceived $20 for the New-Hampshire Missionary Society; and he 
found about 20 persons suitable to be organized into a church, 
provided there could be found two more efficient males. Mr. 
Kich thinks the Books and Tracts he distributed, are exerting 
a salutary influence. '^ I presume," he says, '' there has been 
more religious reading in the town in four months, than formerly 
*in four years." 

Mr. Boyter's short mission prepared the way for his establish- 
ment in Springfield, where he was installed in June last. We 

noticed, with pleasure, in his journal, the following record 

*^ One man went home and searched the Scriptures, to see 
whether these things were so." 

Mr, Morse found people in Wolfeborough very desirous to 
have the Gospel established among them, and were ready to 
subscribe for that purpose. He thinks a church might be organ- 
ized there, of 8 or 10 members. 
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Mr. HaQ ^nfomwd hi* BUMiMi in Wilton, with good accept- 
anco— MbninirtBTed the Lord's Supper once — ndmitted one to 
the church— and baptiied one cmld. He recommenda that 
church as a worthjr object of Christian charity. 

Rev. Ezekiel Rich had a miseioa in Shelburne, of 4 weeks; 
and Rev. Charles Bolles, ooe of 4 week% in Alexandria; bat 
we have no return from either of them.

Rev. Stephen Morse was installed over the church and society 
i|^ Troy, the week before this Report was communicated to the 
Society at the Anniversary at Newport.] 

With respect to the churches and societies which we had be* 
fore assisted to maintain the Christian Ministry, we have the 
high satisfaction to report, that, according to returns from their 
Ministers, and most of them have made returns, the cause of 
truth and righteousness is advancing, with slow, but firm and 
steady march. Sabbath School and Bible Class instruction ia 
exciting a deeper interest, and taking a stronger hdd on the 
afiections of Ministers and churches, parents and teachers, cjiil- 
dren and youth. And the cause of Temperance, we rejoice to 
say it, is prospering in all, or nearly all, the churches which 
receive aid from our funds: and we trust the time is not far dis- 
tant, when not a cent of Christian charity will be bestowed on 
Ministers, or churches, who do not give their decided support 
to the cause of Temperance. Christians, who cannot support 
the Giospel without charity, expend money for ardent spirits!!-^ 
Tell it not in Gath — publish it not in the streets of Askelon!!! 

Although there have been, the year past, no revivals in any 
of the churches which we assist, yet, in addition to individual 
cases of conversion and small accessions to some of the churches, 
a few thiols are worthy of notice. 

Under Rev. Mr. Conant's ministry in Northfield, it is matter 
of devout thanksgiving to God, there has been some decree of 
religious excitement every year since his estabKshment m that 
place« Five have been added to the church, as the precious 
fruits of a serioua attentioa which commenced there about a year 
ago. The churchy organized seven years since, now consists 
of 60 members. In that place, the Merrimack County Confer- 
ence of Churches, and the Auxiliary Foreign Missionaiy Society 
of Merrimack County, held their Anniversaries last June. That 
was a season of high and holy enjoyment. The presence and 
services of Rev. Mr. Temple, Missionary from Mah» — the com- 
fort and strength received from the occasion by that infant church 
-— 4he great hospitality of the inhabitants, and their serious and 
constant attendance on the exercises for two days — the salutary 
impressions made by remarks upon the ungodly example of some 
Christians, who refose to promote, by their influence, the glo- 
rious cause of Temperance — the presence of nearly twenty 
churches by their Pastors and Delegates, at the table of their 
risen and exalted Lord — the crowded and profoundly attentive 
assembly-'-^nd the pleasing contrast between the present moral 



and religioua alate of that people, and what it wea seven yean 
ago — conspired to impart to those Anniveraaries a veiy imiuual 
interest. 

Rev. Mr. Willey, of Conway, mentions a bet, highly honour- 
able to the young men of his congregation. They have taken 
bold of the cause of Temperance in good earnest. By their i# 
fluence, principally, a large and respectable Temperance Society 
has been formed, and promises much good. In this, the young 
men of Conway have set an example worthy of the imitation of 

both old and young throughout the land. Mr. Willey was set- 

tied for five years, which term has expired; and his people have 
manifested their aJETection for him, and their attachment to the 
institutions of religion, by re-settling him, and, aa we under- 
stand, for aa indetiDite time. The inhabitants of one section of 
the town have also, by very laudable efloTts, erected and com- 
pleted a house of worship for their own accommodation, in which 
Mr. Willey is hereaAer to preach a certain proportion of the 
time. Mr. Willey has usually gone out a Missicmary, and spent 
several weeks with good effect in destitute towns in his vicinity. 

Rev. Mr. Thatcher has found it inconsiatent with his pecuniary 
circumstanees, to continue any longer at Colefarook, and has 
therefore left. — The great importance of having his place imme- 
diately supplied, appears from the foQowing facts: — ^T ha mem- 
bers of the church, amounting to 35, are scattered over eight 
towns; 26 of them have been recently brought in, and greatly 
need a spiritual guide; and the whole county has not, within its 
limits, one settled Congregational or Presbyterian Minister. 

Rev. Mr. Tenney reports to us an interesting statement of 
a&irs in Hebron and Groton, where he has ministered as Pastor 
of both churches, a little more than a year. Three or four have 
obtained hopes, eleven have been added to the church in He- 
bron, and one to the church in Groton. Prayer meetings, Bi- 
ble Classes and Sabbath Schools, with Libraries, are maintained. 
Some religious periodicals are taken, and religious intelligence 
is diffusing its benign influence. More enlightened views, and 
charitable feelings, begin to prevail over an illiberal and insuh- 
ordinate spirit, which has long marrecl the beauty and disturbed 
the peace and harmony of the church in Hebron. Temperance 
Societies, one of Gentlemen, and another of Ladies, have been 
formed within Mr. Tenney's charge, and are exerting a. saluta- 
ry influence. The example of those Ladies we gratefully no- 
tice, and recommend as worthy of imitation. It seems to be ' 
perfectly in the power of the Female part of the community, to , 
lend the most effectual aid to the glorious work of reform, which 
has with so much promise commenced. 

Rev. Mr. Foster, at Canaan, was settled for five years. He 
has entered upon the last of the five, and it b with peculiar 
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satisfaction that we find, from his return, decided indications of 
advance. — ^When we assist any people in settling the Gospel, it 
is with the very reasonable hope, that, after experiencing its 
blessings a few years, they will need less, or no foreign aid. It 
is, therefore, with disappointment, and no small regret, that we 
find it necessary, in any case, to make grants of the same amount 

firom year to year, for any considerable number of years. 

Mr. Foster's people have not only erected and completed a house 
for Godj in which they may now habitually assemble, feel them- 
selves at home, and celebrate, without interruption, the ordi- 
nances of religion; but they have also added ^50 to their sub- 
scription for the support of the Gospel. Another thing worthy 
of record, is, that under Mr. Foster's ministry, people of all 
ages attend on Bible-Class instruction. 

Rev. Mr. Winter states a very pleasing fact of the Sabbath 
School under his care in Orange. It has resolved itself into a 
Bible Society, auxiliary to the Grafton Goun^ Bible Society; 
and the amount of its subscription is $2:50, — Mr. Winter visited 
Wilmot, found a few who appeared to love the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and, with the necessary assistance, organized a church there, 
last January, of 7 members, and 7 have since been added. Now 
the standard of the cross is set up in Wilmot, there is a church 
of 14 members, and a Sabbath School, with a library. 

From Rev. Mr. Dodge's return, it appears, that the moral 
and religious state of Moultonborough is changing for the better, 
The attention which his people give to his ministry, is very en- 
couraging; and 8 have been added to the church. Mr. Dodge 
has, under his care, six Sabbath Schools, with a library of more 
than 200 volumes, and six Bible Classes. The cause of Tem- 
perance is gaining ground. There is a Bible and Tract Society. 
The Ladies are doing something for Foreign Missions; and some 
enterprising young women have recently formed a Missionary 
Society, auxiliary to the New-Hampshire Missionary Society. 

Of the nine Ministers whom we have helped to settle the year 
past, some have been so lately established, that no return could 
be expected fi'om them at this meeting. From several of them, 
however, we have received returns. 

Rev. Samuel Nichols was installed in Wakefield, last Septem- 
ber; and, according to his journal, Sabbath Schools, Bible Leo- 
tures, and the Temperance cause, excite good attention, and 
command respectable patronage. Mr. Nichols has distributed 
three or four thousimd pages of Tracts, and 150 Bibles, in Wake- 
field and its vicinity. There has been a religious excitement; 
a few have hopefiiUy experienced a change of heart; some re- 
main anxious; and 7 have been added to the church. 

Rev. Robert Page was installed, last December, over the 
church in Durham, so lately bereaved of Rev. Mr. Burt; and

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we were glad, not thai ehariiy wu neceawaty to support the Goa- 
pel in that populous and wealth)' village, but that tne great and 
sore breach, bo recently made by death in that part of out be- 
loved Zion, could be so speedily and so happily filled by the help 
of Christian charity. There, the precioua cause, so lately bleed- 
ing at every pore, we hope is rising. A TerapeTBnce Society, 
which commenced with 14 members, now embraces 70: Sat^ 
bath Schools and Bible Classes are muntained; and 4 have been 
added to the church. 

The church in Dorchester was organized in May, 1828, of 
8 members, and Rev. Increase S. Davis was ordained over it, 
in October of the same year. At the date of hia return, 2 had 
been added, 2 were propounded, and 7 more had expressed a 
desire to unite with the church. There are now, in that place, 
the Monthly Concert of Prayer, a Foreign Missionary Society, 
a Religious Tract Society, and a Temperance Society. Surely, 
as Mr. Davis says in his return, " The wilderness begins to bud 
and blossom, and bring forth fruit to the praise and glory of divine 
grace." And we would heartily unite with Mr. Davis, when he 
adds, " May the Lord pour out of hia Spirit abundantly upon us, 
and gather m maay to the fold of Christ." 

According to Mr. Kent's return, he was settled in Barring- 
ton last October; has had the privilege to witness a good degree 
of attention among his people, and a readiness in them toco- 
operate with him in his benevolent efforts to improve the state of 
morals and religion. Two hundred children and youth are re- 
ceiving Sabbat School instruction, and have the benefit of a 
library of more than 300 volumes. Mr. Kent mentions one very 
interesting fact, in relation to one of his Sabbath Schools — a &ct, 
which we rejoice to publish, and most devoutly hope that in- 
stances of the kind will be multiplied throughout the land: In 
the Centre Sabbath School, there is a class of young ladies, 
conslBting «f about 20, from 18 to 25 years of age — the Monthly 
Concert of Prayer, the Sunday School Concert also, and other 
private seasons of prayer, are observed. The cause of Tem- 

gTance is rising. The work of supplying the destitute with 
U>lea was begun before Mr. Kent came into the place. Seventy- 
one &milie9 were found destitute, and have been supplied by the 
Strafford County Bible Society. Considering what has been 
done in Barrington, in a little more than one year, the good 
people of that ^ace will surely unite with us, in most gratefully 
exclaiming, What hath God wrought ! 

Rev. Mr. Porter was installed over the church of Christ in 
Meredith Third-Division and Senter-Harbour, on the first day 
of January last, with a prospect of usefulness. Successful ex- 
ertions have been made to promote the cause of Temperance. 
Bible Class instruction is attended with good effects. Some 
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mercy-drops have ftdlen on Zion's thirsty hills — 1 1 have been 
added to the diurch, since his installation, 10 by profession, and 
1 by letter. 

The moral and religious condition of Andover, for many years 
past, is well known. The Minister was dismissed about 20 
years since, and the church had become extinct, except 2 very 
aged members. At length, some of the most intelligent and in- 
fluential citizens became convinced of the vast importance, in 
respect to all the great interests of the community, of having the 
word and ordinances statedly administered among them, by a 
competent Christian Pastor. Application was made to us, at 
our last Anniversary; and, deeming it an opening, in the gra- 
cious providence of our Saviour, to introduce the Gospel in its 
purity into that place, we made a grant to them, on condition a 
suitable man could be found to become their Pastor. And our 
exalted Redeemer, who, ascending up on high, received gifts 
for men, soon sent them a candidate, Kev. Samuel Kingsbury, 
who, a society beins formed, and other necessary arrangements 
made, was ordained last January, over a church of 1 1 members, 
oi^anized on the same solemn and joyful day. Thus a good be- 
ginning has been there made. A Sabbath School, in each of six 
districts, has been opened; a Bible Class, in each of four neigh- 
bourhoods; the Monthly Concert of Prayer is observed; and re- 
ligious intelligence begins to dilflfuse, among the people, its 
healing beams. 

After thus reporting our principal transactions for the year 
past, we beg leave to invite attention to several particulars, a 
due consideration of which appears to us of vital importance to 
the great interests of this benevolent Institution. 

I. Some rules, by which we govern ourselves in disposing of 
ihe sacred charity committed to our. trust. 

1. That this charity be chiefly expended in the establishment 
and support of Pastors and located Ministers. 

2. That the people, whom we assist, make all reasonable sa- 
crifices and eflbrts to help themselves. 

3. That the annual salaries of Ministers, whom we assist in 
supporting, be no more, in ordinary cases, than $400. 

4. That we grant, to any people, no more than just enough to 
secure the object, and that sum no longer than it is absolutely 
necessary. 

II. Objections against our appropriations. 

Here we do not refer to the objections of enemies to the cause 
of missions. This class of objectors never can be satisfied, while 
they retain their enmity to the glorious enterprise of subduing 
the world to the reign of grace. But we refer to objections which 
some of the friends of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society 
raise against the disposal w^ich the Trustees make of its funds. 
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— Now it is of rital importance to the succeM of our enterprise, 
that the objections of its friends be removed, and their minds - 
satisfied with the appropriation of its funds. 

Let us, then, take up one or two objections, which some of 
our friends feel, to the manner in which the funds are appro** 
priated. 

1. It is objected, that the Ministers we settle have too much 
salary. 

If this objection be founded ih fact, it is a very serious .and 
weighty objection. The Trustees profess to feel it to be vastly 
important, to use the strictest economy in every thing, especially 
in disposing of Christian charity. We make it a general rule, 
as stated above, not to assist in raising a salary above $400. — 
And is this too high ? We are aware, that some twenty-fiye or 
thirty years ago, Ministers were settled upon a salary of $300, 
or $350, and have raised up families comfortably, and have edu* 
cated them respectably; and such clergymen may feel a little 
tried to ask charity of their people to assist in raising a salary of 
$400 for some of their young brethren. But, can their young 
brethren live with less? Compare the expenses of living, of pe- 
riodicals, and of charities, thirty years ago, with those expenses 
now; especially the expenses of charities and periodicals. But 
every Minister must he an example to the believers^ m chartty^"^ 
And some of the principal periodicals of the day, every Minister 
must purchase and read, or be ignorant, and suffer the people 
of his charge to be ignorant, of what it yexy much concerns both 
Ministers and people to know. 

Will it be said, that Ministers, settled formerly, as well as those 
settled in these times, are liable to the above named expenses? 
But, are not the cases widely different? The one, settled in 
other times, is now the owner of real estate; has the satis^ticm 
to call the house in which he lives, his own; and has raised a 
family of children, now perhaps settled in life, or employed in 
some lucrative and respectable occupation: the other, burdened 
perhaps with debt, is just beginning to live, amidst the ever- 
flowing streams of expense, which now take away so large a part 
of the income of every man, who has an ear to hear the cry of 
spiritual want, or a heart to feel for the souls of his fellow men. 

We do not see how any candid man, acquainted with the facts 
of the case, can object to a faithful Fastor's having an annual 
salary of $400. Indeed, we ought not to complain of this salary, 
unless we wish to have town paupers, or pensioners on the 
Widows' Fund, greatly multiplied. 

But, it is said, that some of the Pastors, to whose support we 
•contribute, have more than $400. If it be so, may there not be 
reasons which perfectly justify the Trustees in departing from a 
general rule ?— There is no general rule without some exceptions. 
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Akhpueh we mukjB it a geaeral rule not to help raise a salary 
above $400, y et, if in a few cases, the whole amount of the Min- 
ister's receipts, in house-r.e^t, garden, wood, and other perqui- 
flites, exceeds $400, does this constitute any just ground of 
Gomf^laint — any reason for senflag forth the cry, that this sacred 
chanty is squandered upon extravagant salaries? 

2. It. is objected, that we contribute to the settlement of Min- 
ister^ in places where the people are perfectly able to settle 
them withmit help. 

The fact here alleged by way of objection, we fi-ankly ao^ 
knowleclge. We do assist in establishing the glorious Gospel, 
and we do exceedingly rejoice in being enabled, by the Christian 
publick, to asmst in establishing the glorious Gospel of Christ, in 
some apparently very flourishing villages: the. more populous 
and flourishing, the better: the more wealth and souls, the great- 
er the B^otive to contribute tq establish among them the ministry 
of reconciliation* 

But thie objector says, ^< They are able to support the. Gospel 
without Mpi and if they will not, let then» perish j" !Kit, isthis 
the laqguidge of benevo]ence^'*-of compassion ? /^ X^et those vil- 
lagers perish, if they will not provide the Gospel for themselves!.'' 
Is this-^ language of a follower of Him, who exclaims, with 
the most tender oon^passioflt, How shall Jgm thee upy Ephraiml^ 
how9kaUidfiliv0rtheey iflsroei /-^who wept oyer the proud and 
magniflcenldity. of Jerusalem, sikyiag, in the fulness of his heart, 
O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou whithkillest thet prophets^, and 
stonest them that are sent unto thee, how oft would. I hdv^ gath- 
ered thy children together, ss a hen doth gather her brpod under 
her wings, and ye would not.? - 

*^ Let the inhabitants of that populous and wealthy, town pearish 
eternally — ^raen, women, and chUdren — if they will.not. provide 
for themselves the means of grace and salvatiqn.I'WAna is this 
the language of one who has sworn allegiande' to our ascending 
and excdted Lord, whose special command is, Cro i^e, ther^orey 
and teach all naUons, baptizing them in the name bfthe Faikery and 
of the Son^ and of the Holy Ghostl Is there the least intimation 
in this commission of our divine Saviour, that wears aUowe.d, in 
publishing his Gospel, to pass by any nation, city^ town, or vil- 
lage, near by, or afar ofi*, on account of their wealth and 
population? 

If, indeed, we are wrong in assisting to establish the Gospel 
in places where the people are able, were they disposed, to sup- 
port it without our aid; then, the Prudential Ccnnmittee of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions are 
wrong; for they support the Gospel, and Schools, where the peo- 
ple are able to support bodi without foreign aid: the Executive 
Committee of the American Home Missionary Society are 
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ivrong; ferUiey asBlst in entablishing' the holjmiiiiktfy' iii many 
places where the people are able, wefe thej dispoaed, to stipport 
it without help: ell' the Du^ctora and diatribaling agents of all 
the Bible Societies in the world^e wrong; for &ey tyestowthe 
precious ^ift on some persons perfectly able, were they disposedy 
to purchase the Bible for themselves. 

j3ow many houses for God have been erected by theliand of 
Christian charify^ in cities, towns^ and villages, whose mhabit- 
ants were able to build a competent number of meeting houses, 
had they- been disposed to consecrate their property to Christ 
•and his charch? And is it an unwise use of charity-, to assist in 
(building' a hotkse for God, Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, amidst 
ia populous and flourishing village, merely because of the wealth, 
send pofmlatfon, 'and splendour, of thiit village? 

Has it ever been thought, by any friend of God or man, thiit 
it was wrong for a church, in the largest town in this State, to 
cobnize, and, by noble sacrifices and mighty efloirts,= to erect a 
ileuses for God, and procure a servant of Christ to publish salva- 
' tion frotn-'its pulpit,' with the hope of bringing under the influence 
of divine 'trath, amass of population >Hving hitherto in theneg^ 
led of thehieansofgta:ce.> • . . ^ 

And can ' it, then, be wrong, for the Trustees of tine New* 
Hampshire -Missionary Society to -impropriate soine "portion- of 
its toids for the establishment of the Gospel among people, 
.who^Lppear, toihe passing stranger, perfectly nble^ to procure it 
- iemf theniselves? ^o.-*^It being 'first ascertained, that a society, 
in a village, or in a wiklemess, willnot have the Gospel without 
oumid, it is our duty to furnish the necessary aid, if we can. 
It certainly is, unless the most magnificent operations of be- 
nerolence are altogether wrong. 

As the Son of Sod came into the world to seek and to save 
those who were physically able, but not willing, to come to him 
•for hfe; so, it is clearly our duty to extend the means of salva- 
tion to those who are physically able, but not willing, to procure 
them for themselves. 

Let us take another view of the subject.^-^In aQ those villa- 
ges, in which WO' assist in supporting the institutions of religion, 
there are churches of Christ, purchased with his own invaluable 
blood, and subdued by his Spirit, to the obedience of faith. 
Connected with these churches are societies, organized for the 
express purpose of procuring the stated ministration of the word 
and orduumces. These churches and societies circulate sub- 
scription papers, or assess taxes, or both, and invite, and solicit, 
and beg, till they have raised, to the last cent, as much as they 
can; then apply to us to make such a grant of money to them, 
as will secure the object. What shall we say to such applicants ? 
^all we say to them, " You live where the people are perfectly 
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able to settle and support ft Minifltor without our aid? Bosidea, 
the contributors to our funds will not uphold us in assisting you. 
If we aid churches planted in such flouridbing villages, the 
friends of this benevolent Institution will withhdd their charities^ 
and let the waste places that we have repaired become waste 
again." 

Shall we thus mock the dear churches of our Lord? Shall 
we refuse to help them, because their lot is cast in a village, 
vdiose inhabitants are able, but not willing, to assist in support* 
ing the evangelical ministry? 

Objectors appear to have entirely overlooked one fact. It ia 
this: it is not that wealthy town, nor that populous village, which 
applies to us for aid to support the Gospel of Christ; but, the 
church of God, a real object of charity, and such of the comr 
munity as are disposed to join with the church in supporting 
Christian order. And should we be justified in withholding aid 
from a real object of charity, because that object is found among 
those who have it in their power to aflbrd the necessary assist- 
ance, but will not do it? Suppose a poor widow, with ner chil- 
dren, naked, and hungry, and crying for bread, after exhausting 
her o¥m resources, and begging of her merciless neighbours tiU 
hedging is in vain, appUes to you for something to save herself 
and her children from absolute starvation; will you turn a deaf 
ear to the cry of the widow and the fatherless, merely because 
they have the unhappiness to live among those, who, though per- 
fectly able, will afford them no relief? And shall we refuse to 
assist a church of Christ, in procuring for herself and her chil- 
dren the provisions of the Gospel, merely because she dwells 
amidst a population perfectly able, but unwilling, to make the 
necessary assistance? 

The church spreads forik her hanisy and there is none to ccmr 
fori her. The rich and eay villagers are not at all grieved at the 
afflictions of Joseph. They are not sorry that Jacob is small; 
nor do they wish ever to see him rise again. 

And while the church extends her imploring hands, and lifts 
up her voice, and cries to the cold-hearted multitude, h U fio<&- 
ing to you^ all ye that pass hyl they clap their hands at her, thet^ 
hMs and wag their heads. And wiU you object, that the Trustees 
bestow charity on a church of Christ, amidst such a multitude? 

We must be allowed to dwell on this point: it is a point of vital 
importance. Shall we assist in introducing, establishing, and 
maintaining the Gospel, where the people are able to do it, were 
they disposed, without such assistance, when it is ascertained 
that they will not do it ? This is the question. If you say, 
*' No— let those who are able to provide the Gospel for them- 
selves, but will not, perish without the Gospel;" we beseech 
you to consider the import of what you say. Consider, we en- 
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treat jrou, to what results your objections would lead. And if 
your heart is wanned with the compassion which our blessed 
Saviour feels towards populous cities and villages, you will not 
make the wealth and population of any placeman objection against 
contributing to establish the Gospel there. Did not the Saviour 
pour out his life for all the population of our towns and villages? 
And does he not add his blessing to the appropriations we make } 
Before we dismiss the above named objections, we would affec- 
tionately ask those friends of the New-Hampshire Missionary 
Society, who have felt tried with the fact that some part of the 
funds is bestowed on churches and societies in towns and villages 
apparently rich and flpurishing, seriously to reflect and consider 
what immense evil the professed friends of the cause may do, 
by originating or countenancing objections. Not aU the powers 
of earth and hell, by their evil surmisings, and slanders, and lies, 
can do so much injury to the precious cause, as one friend, es- 
pecially if that friend fill the sacred office, by listening to objec- 
tions and complaints, and by admitting and whispering it about, 
that the funds are injudiciously appropriated;' that none of them 
ought to be bestowed on this or that place; that there is wrong 
somewhere. 

If an enemy take this course, we can quietly bear it. But if 
friends adopt a course of conduct so much adapted to help the 
wicked, to embarrass the operations of Christian benevolence, 
and to dry up that fountain, whence we have been drawing out 
and sending forth, in every direction, refreshing streams to fer- 
tihze the garden of our Redeemer, we must raise the voice of 
remonstrance: we must beseech our brethren, not to say or do 
any thing to diminish our means, already so scanty, of building 
the extensive wastes of our beloved Zion. 

If our enterprise fail, how will the adversary triumph! How 
many dear churches will languish, and pine away, and die! — 
What multitudes of sinners will perish, that might be saved by 
means of missionary and pastoral labours! — O let us take heed, 
lest we foil of being found at last with the blessed, to whom the 
glorious Judge will say, '^ Inastnuch (u ye have done U unto one of 
the least of these my brethren^ ye have done it unto me." 

We invite attention — 

III. To some encouragements to increased efforts to pro- 
mote the object of this Society. 

The efficiency and success with which the affidrs of the Parent 
Institution, the American Home Missionary Society, are con- 
ducted, are exceedingly animating, and adapted to wake up, 
and stimulate to increased efforts, even her extreme and feeblest 
Auxiliaries. 

The Female Cent Institution of New-Hampshire, we report it 
with devout thanksgiving to God, and grateful acknowledgments 
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to our female friends, is the most liberal, persevering, and efficient 
Auxiliary, of the New-Hampahire Missionary Society. Piou» 
Females sympathize with their beloved sisters, scattered through- 
out the dark wastes of Zion, and are willmg not only to pay an- 
nuaUy their fifty-two cents each, but to solicit others to unite in 
this benevolent enterprise, to go about and collect this sacred 
charity, and pay it over to the General Trcasuness at Concord, 
who kindly takes upon her, by request of the Trustees, the re- 
sponsibility, and faithfully performs the labour of receiving the 
avails of all the Cent Societies in the State, gives her receipt for 
the same, and pays the whole over to our Treasurer. By means 
of this Female Institution, our funds are increased 5^500 or ^600 
a year, and we are enabled to assist five or six churches more, 
in supporting the Gospel, than we could without this aid. — ^Yes, 
our Cent Societies impart all the blessings of the Evangelical 
Ministry to five or six churches and societies, which, without 
this aid, would be destitute of these blessings. For such an 
Auxiliary, we desire to thank Grod, and take courage. It shall 
be told as a memorial of the piety, and benevolence, and publick 

spirit, of our female friends, to all generations. Happy and 

most highly honoured is that Female, whose Lord will say of her, 
She hath done what she could. 

Another encouraging fact is, that ^me persons, hving, make 
donations, and others, dying, make ■buests, to our funds. 

Since our last Anniversary, a Miss Esther Miller, late of Ac- 
worth, left us $15 — and Miss Saraii Greeley, late of Hopkinton, 
about $60. 

A pious Female in Exeter, a well known patron of Domestick 
Missions, and a liberal fi-iend of all the benevolent operations of 
the age, has made to our funds a donation of $500. 

It is matter of encouragement also, that so many feeble 
churches are waking up, and that a few fi-om the great mass of 
population around them, are willing to unite in subscribing for 
the support of religious institutions. By setting up the standard 
of the cross, and publishing the glad tidings in the midst of them, 
we cannot but hope that we shall be happily instrumental in 
bringing them under the influence of divine grace. 

In conclusion, we would invite attention — 

IV. To applications to be laid before the Trustees at their 
approaching annual meeting. 

After paying out all our disposable property, our Treasurer 
has generously answered orders from his own private property, 
to the amount of some hundreds of dollars. Besides about 30 
churches, now looking to our treasury for assistance to support 
their Ministers, we have presently to act upon about 20 applica- 
tions. Some of these applications are firom towns, in which there 
is no church of Christ — ^no church of Christ, to be the salt and 

3 
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the light of the community — ^towns of considerable wealth, and 
a population of from 1500 to nearly 2000 ! — Some of these appli- 
cations are from very small churches and societies, for assistance 
to supply them with preaching a few weeks, not daring to hope 
for the privilege of enjoying a Christian Pastor's presence and 
labours. Others are from churches which now have Pastors, 
but cannot retain them without aid. Others are from churches 
and societies that now have the men of their choice on the ground 
as candidates for installation, and are waiting to know whether 
we can or not grant them such aid that they may secure the dear 
object of their desires, and efforts, and prayers. 

We add, that several of the churches applying to us for aid, 
are in the county of Coos, in which no Pastor of our denomina- 
tion feeds the flock of God, or gathers its lambs. How long, 
brethren and friends, shall this solemn fact be permitted to d^ 
grace our Annual Reports ? From every direction, the Macedo- 
nian cry salutes our ears. It comes to us with all the earnestness 
and pathos of spiritual want and distress — Send us Missionaries 
— Give us Pastors who will be Superintendents in our Sabbath 
Schools, and Catechists in our Bible Classes; who shall be sons 
of consolation in the house of affliction, and sons of thunder to 
the stupid, immoral, and profane. 

All these dear churchesiwith the inunense mass of souls amidst 
whom they dwell, with aPtheir interests for time and eternity, 
we bring, and lay them as snppliants at your feet. We ask for 
them the Bread of Life, and Ihe Waters of Salvation. 

May the Lord enlarge our hearts, and open our hands, to contort 
the waste phces of over domestick Z/umj to make her wUdemess like 
Edetij and her aeaert as the garden of the Lord, O may joy and 
gladness be soon found therein, thanksgivings and the voice of 
melody.

Oct. 12, 1829. — We have examined the foregoing account, 
and found the vouchers and casting correct, and there is remain- 
ing in the treasury the sum of two hundred and thirteen dol- 
lars and forty-six cents.

means of the Society, «o as to answer every proper application that is mad* 
to them. 

A' subscription was then opened, and nearly filled, (or Ave hundred dbl« 
lars, to aid the Trustees in answering immediate demands on the Treasniy. 

A truly liberal and missionary spirit appeared to pervade the meeting. It 
was highly gratifying to see gentlemen of rank and distinction cemiag for^ 
ward as the friends and patrons of our destitute population^ and subioribiiig 
their ten dollars each.

REPORT, &C. 



Brethren, 

Were St. Paul present on this Anniversary, how would 
his holy spirit be stirred within him. Were he permitted to re- 
visit the earth, and in his travels of love, to cast an eye at the 
wastes ot New-Hampshire, noticing the neglect of the Bible, 
the profanation of the Sabbath, the desolated churches, and scat- 
tered disciples of his Lord, listening, now, to the cry, from a 
neighboring village, " Come over and help us," and now, to the 
mournful inquiry, " Doth no one care for our souls ?" what 
mighty efforts he would make to supply these spiritual wants. 
Would he not willingly spend another life, as a missionary of the 
cross ? With what ardor would he go from place to place, con- 
firming the feeble churches, and comforting the souls of the dis- 
ciples. 

'And were He, who walks amidst the golden candlesticks, and 
holds the stars in his right hand, to visit in person the desolations 
of New-Hampshire, how would his compassion be moved, by 
the sight of such multitudes, scattered abroad on the mountains, 
and through the vallies, as sheep having no shepherd. May it 
please the Saviour to impart to us his own lovely Spirit, and much 
of the missionary zeal of his servant Paul, while we survey the 
wants of our Zion, report and lament the little we have done, and 
resolve to do more in time to come. 

In communicating their 29th Report, the Trustees of the 
New-Hampshire Missionary Society will name, in alphabetical 
order, the places where they have assisted in supporting pastors, 
or missionaries, with such religious intelligence as they possess, 
and the sum of money appropriated to each place. 

When two places are connected, and constitute one station, 
the alphabetical order is observed only in respect to the former 
place. 

STdTIOJyS. 

1. Mstead (E, P,) and Marlow, Ib this case, the church and 
society in Alstead are not considered as directly the object of 
charity. They consent that their pastor preach at Marlow, as 
our missionary, to the amount of what we pay him added to 
what is subscribed in that place. 
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By this Arrangement, the former place in thii station has ft 
pastor the whole, and the latter, a missionary, one fourth of the 
time. The church in Alstead consists of 125 members, mostly 
young. The Sabbath School is peculiarly interesting, embraciiig 
some of all a^s, from three years, to nearly fourscore. They 
have church uquiry meetings ; and a committee visits all the 
members just before each communion season. The monthly 
distribution of Tracts has been introduced with success. The 
moral and rehgious state of things wears an agreeable and prom- 
ising aspect. The cause of Temperance is constantly gaining 
ground. Ardent spirit is used scarcely on any occasion. 

The church' in Marlow is young, feeble and small, consisting 
only of 15 ; the society, only of 7 acting members. Rev. Mo- 
ses GiSRouLD, Pastor and Missionary. Aid, $50. 

2. Alexandria. The church in their application state, that 
they are few and poor, and in debt for former ministerial servi- 
ces, and until those contracts are fulfilled, they must remain des- 
titute of the word of life, unless the Missionary Society supply 
them. " We arc as sheep," say they, " without a shepherd." 
Our Missionary found no Sabbath School nor Temperance Soci- 
ety in the place ; but by his well directed and persevering ef- 
forts, a Sabbath School was instituted, and a Temperance Socie- 
ty was formed. " The church itself," says he, " may be consid- 
ered as a Temperance Society." Missionary, Mr. Isaac Knight. 
Aid, ^>8. 

3. handover. Here has been, we are happy to learn, a good 
degree of seriousness among the people — several have been 
awakened, two hopefully converted, and one has united with the 
church. The monthly distribution of Tracts has conunenced 
with fair promise, and arrangements are making for the organi- 
zation of a Temperance Society. Rev. Samuel Kingsbury, 
Pastor. Aid, |SlOO. 

4. .Bamngfon. To our last Report we would refer for an ac- 
count of the pleasing reform, which had commenced in this 
place. And while we regret, that, notwithstanding the sacred 
charity bestowed on this people to establish the (xospel among 
them, thehr pastor has been dismissed since our last anniversary, 
we rejoice to be able to report, that the spirit of reform appears 
not to have expired with the dismission of their minister. They 
have a candidate, whose labors among them are attended with a 
blessing, and they have applied to us for aid to help settle him. 

Their Pastor was Rev. Cephas H. Kent. Aid, $100. 

5. Bethlehem and Whiiejield. The churches in these places 
hold the ordinances of religion in increasing estimation. The 
Monthly Concert is observed, and Sabbath School and Bible 
Class instruction is administered, and three have been added to 
each of the churches. Minister, Rev. William HuTCHiNsojr. 
Aid, $100. 
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6. Bri^ewtUer, From this pkee the minister has been dis- 
missed for ivant of support. Before his dismission, Sabbath 
Schools and a Bible Class flourished. The Church united whh 
the Bible Class, which added much to its interest. The children 
of the Church were collected together once a year, when special 
prayer was offered up for them ; and on those interesting occa- 
sions a book was given to each child. There is a small Tempe- 
rance Society in the place. Since the last report, two have 
been added to the church, two or three others have hopelfuUy 
experienced religion, and several remain under serious impres- 
sion. Pastor, was Rev. Chakles Bollss. Aid, $84. 

7. Briitol and ^ew-'Cheider. In each of these places there is 
a flourishing village, a small evangelical church, a Society con- 
nected with each church for the support of the gospel, a well fliH 
ished meeting-house, and these Churches and Societies have 
agreed to unite under one minister, and appUed to us fer a man 
to be set over them in the Lord, and for aid in supporting him. 
The Trustees httvb voted compliance with their request, and 
have instructed their Committee to procure for them a minister. 
This the C(»nmittee have been trying to do, but as yet without 
success.^ 

8. Canaan. The charity bestowed on this place evidently 
meets with the smiles of heaven. Although we have not the 
pleasure to report a revival of religion in this place, still, the 
kingdom of Christ is manifestly advancing. Sabbath School 
and Bible Class instructi(m excitea a deep mterest. The cause 
of Temperance receives countenance. Three have been added 
to the church, some have been recently awakened, and a few 
hopefully converted to God. Pastor, Rev. Auos Fostvil Aid, 
$100. 

9. Conway. N^one added to the church the year past. In 
one section of the town, however, an unusual seriousness pre- 
vails : meetings for religious inquiry have been instituted, and 
are weU attended. Some already indulge hope in Christ. Bi- 
ble Class and Sabbath Schools prosper. The Temperance So- 
ciety ^urishes. Much less ardent spirit is used, and it is be- 
coming quite unpopular to use it at all, except for mediciiial pur- 
poses. Pastor, Rev. Benjamin G. Willkt. Aid, j^. 

10. Danburyand Orange. Here Sabbath Schools are sup- 
ported, and in Danbury there is a v^ry interesting Bible Class, 
consisting of persons from ten years of age to the man of grey 
hairs. The xeeitation is on iLord's day, in the intermission of 
public worship, and a large proportion of the congregation re- 
main in the house during the reeUatkm. This excites a pleas- 
ing attention, and seems to he ihit means of constantly increas- 

* Rev. Ujlaq Kni«kt bai mc9 i;on6 on to thif itaUont m a candidatt. 
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ing the congregation. A Tract Society has been formed, and 
Tracts distributed. Females are doing something for the Bible 
cause. Six have been added to the church, the year past. 

To Orange the Lord has shown special favor. The church 
and society have received a new impulse. Four have joined the 
church, and some others, it is thought, have found hope in Christ. 
Two of the Sabbath scholars have appeared to experience a 
change of heart. " It is really pleasant," says the minister, " to 
behold the buds, just as they begin to open, receiving the dews 
of divine grace.'' There is a female Bible Association, a Sab« 
bath School Bible Society, and a Tract Society. The people 
have commenced erecting a house for Grod, and have undertaken 
the enterprise without the stimulus of ardent spirits Minister, 
Rev. John S. Winter. Aid, ^100. 

1 1 . Deering. In this ancient and wealthy town, there is a 
email Congregational church and Society, which, having erected 
and completed a house for God, procured a candidate, and ob-^ 
tained as much as they could by subscription towards his salarj, 
made application to our Committee for aid. They were encour* 
aged, and proceeded to settle the man of their choice. The 
church had been organized more than forty years, but never had 
a pastor. It appears to be a living branch of the true Vine, It 
had borne fruit ; the Husbandman has purged it, and now it 5nn^- 
eth forth more fruit. By means of the benevolent efforts and the 
charity of the County Conference, the liberal and harmonious 
exertions of the good people of Deering, and the aid of the 
New-Hampshire Missionary Society, carried into effect by the 
pious, discreet and indefatigable labors of the Minister, a pleas^ 
ing change is wrought in the moral and religious condition of 
the place. They have a Female Tract Society, a Temperance 
Society, a Sabbath School and a Bible Association. The 
monthly distribution of Tracts is conmienced. They have a Bi'- 
ble Class, also, which includes, besides young people of both 
sexes, a large proportion of the members of the church. The 
Monthly Concert of prayer is maintained, and also a monthlj 
church meeting. The church consists of 39 members : two 
have been added by letter, two have recently indulged hope^ and 
others are unusually serious. Pastor, Rev. Eber Child. Aid^ 
f60. ' 

12. Dorchester, Three have been added to the church. One 
of them was a case of deep interest. He is a young man, 
brought up in a femily, in which there was no Bible, till the 
minister gave them one. He had read no religious books, and 
seemed entirely ignorant of the doctrines of the Bible. He oc- 
casionally, however, attended public worship, and at length di- 
vine truth was set home upon his mind. After three weeks of 
srreat i)aental distress, he found peace and hope ; and it is thought 
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(hat he gives evidence of a thorough work of grace u]^n his 
heart. Fastor, Rev. Increasb S. I3avis. Aid, |^100. 

13. Dublin, Here is a small Evangelical churchy anxious 
to enjoy the stated ministration of the word ; a Bible Class 
and Sabbath School, Monthly Concert of Prayer, a contribu- 
tion for Foreign Missions at each meeting, and the cause of Tem- 
perance is gaining ground. One has been added to the church 
within the year, another entertains hope of having recently ex- 
perienced religion, and others appear to give solemn attention to 
the preaching of the word. Minister, Kev. Samuel HarrisI 
Aid, $100. 

14. Epsom, Eighty dollars were voted towards the support 
of Rev. John M. Putnam in this place, for the current year. 
At the expiration of six months, however, the people, finding 
themselves in arrears with their Minister, and unwilling to in* 
crease those arrears, thought proper, with the advice and consent 
of their Pastor, to have the contract between him and them, dis- 
solved. It was dissolved, accordingly. A Council was, of 
course, called to dissolve the pastoral relation. And so, minis- 
ter and people parted in love. The eause of temperance was 
rudng, and the state of religion was as agreeable as it had been. 
But now, this beloved church is desolated again, notwithstand- 
ing we have assisted it, within three years, to the amount of 
two hundred and forty dollars. 

15. FraMin, The Church here consists of fifteen members ; 
two have been added by profession, a few others indulge hope, 
and some have been recently excited to attend to the subject of 
religion. Sabbath Schools are maintained, and there is a Fe- 
male Tract Society, and a Foreign Missioa Association. The 
people are making arrangements for a Parsonage, and if they 
saoceed in this public spirited enterprise, and no doubt they 
will, their subscriptions, together with the use of the Parsonage, 
will bereailer make up a sufficient support for their Minister, 
without foreign aid. Minister, Rev. Joseph Lane. Aid, ^94, 

16. Qearge-Hilly in Er^ld, Fifty dollars were appropriated 
to this place, the benefits to be extended to the town. A mis- 
sionary was appointed for four weeks, who went on to the ground, 
laithfully preached the glad tidings of salvation to the people, 
and vtsitea very extensively from house to house, testifying re- 
jMntance Umards Gody and faith towards the Lord Jesus Christ ; 
Dut, not finding a prospect of a permanent support, retired fi-om 
the place at the expiration of his mission. Missionary, Rev. 
I^BRiDGB 6. Howe. Aid, ^8. 

17. OUmanion Centre Society, According to the last report 
from this place, the church is in a good state ; three have been 
added, one of them by letter, four had recently indulged hope, 
and a few others had their attention in some measure arrested,

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pMtor, Ret. Hbman Rood. Aid, $50. lie has since been 
dtsmiMied ; and his people have so far united with Rev. Daniel 
Lancastkii's Societj^ as to enjoy with them, altematelj, his 
labors. 

18. CHUum, Here is a liberal people. • They have long 
been making laudable efforts to enjoy the stated ministrations of 
the precious word and the ordinances of grace. They have now 
m narsonoge in progress, to be worth j^lOOO, to be the property 
or the New-Hampshire Missionary Society, and the people to 
have the benefit of it, only while they maintain the Evangelical 
ministry. They have a candidate, and a prospect of settling 
him, provided they can obtain the assistance of |^100, annually, 
and of this we have given them encouragement. Missionary, 
Rev. SfiTH S. Arnold. Aid, $50. Rev. Ebenezer Chase 
has since been installed over this church and Society. 
. 19. Goshen. Nothing special from this place. The good 
people appear to have been quickened and comforted by the 
feithful labors of our Missionary ; but the Congregational 
church and Society can occupy the meeting-house so small a pro- 
portion of the time, that there is not much encouragehient to send 
a Missionary among them. Missionary, Rev. Broughton 
White. Aid, $28. 

20. Great Falls. Rev. Mr Hawes has been dismissed frovt 
this interesting post in our lord's vineyard, and by aid from the 
American Home Missionary Society, a successor. Rev. Mr 
Twining, is there employed. From him, however, we have no 
return. 

21. Haverhillj J^oHh Parish. Here is a very feeble church, 
but its members walk together in love and peace. Sabbath 
Schools are maintained in the different school districts. One 
has been added to the church. Minister, Rev. John Dutton, 
Aid, $25. 

22. Hebron and Groion, The feeble and beloved churches in 
these places still have the privilege to enjoy the guidance, exam- 
ple and labors of a Christian pastor, in spite of a spirit of insub- 
ordination and disorder, which has given them almost unceasing 
trouble. Three have been added to the church in Groton — two 
by letter, and one by profession. The cause of Temperance is 
gaining ground, and there is a Sabbath School of about 80, in 
each place. Two have been received to the church in Hebron, 
and at present there is manifestly a heavenly influence descend- 
ing on the minds of the people. Pastor, Rev. Asa P. Tennet. 
Aid, $80. 

23. Hinsdale. Fifty . dollars wero appropriated to this place, 
on condition that the peoj^e, with this aid, hire preaching, at 
least a year. They have employed Rev. Mr Longley for that 
term of time ; but from him we have no return. 

24. Holdemess. Forty dollars were appropriated to this 
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place, to be laid out hj Rev. JoirATHAfi L. Hii.B, who has enn 
ployed Rev. Charles Bollks, to some small part of that 
amount. 

25. Lancaster and DaUon. These churches agree to unite 
under one minister. His labors appear to be acceptable and 
useful. Sabbath Schools are maintained, and the Monthly Con- 
cert, at each of which a collection is taken up for Domestic 
Missions. The friends of Temperance are increasing in num- 
ber and influence ; and it is devoutly to be hoped, that the peo* 
pie of so flourishing a village as that in Lancaster, will not long 
need to divide the labors of a minister with a neighboring town, 
nor find it necessary to receive contribution from the hand of 
charity to support the glorious gospel of the blessed God.— ■ 
Minister, Rev. Luke A. Spofford. Aid, $150. 

26. Lamprey River. Here, in a rapidly growing village, not 
three years ago a church was organized, which, under the pasto- 
ral care, and indefatigable labors of Rev. David Sanford, and 
the gently descending dews of heaven, has increased to 61. A 
few having been dismissed, we know not, exactly, the present 
number. According to the last return which we received, the 
Sabbath School was in a flourishing state, and had been continu- 
ed through the winter. The cause of Temperance had done 
wonders. Two store-keepers had abandoned the sale of ardent 
spirit, and others cease to retail the deadly poison. Towards 
the support of the gospel, at this important station, we appropri- 
ated ^100, the year past ; and the church and Society have 
made very great sacrifices, and liberal contributions tot the 
maintenance of the blood-bought institutions of religion. But 
their pastor is dismissed, and^hey are now destitute. 

27. Langdon. Some efforts have been made to unite this 
place with Unity, under one pastor ; but it is yet uncertain 
whether these efforts will be crowned with success. 

28. Manchester. In this town there was never a settled minis- 
ter, although it has been inhabited more than one hundred years. 
Nor was there a church there, of any denomination, till two 
years ago last May, when a Presbyterian church was organized, 
which now consists of 35 members. During a short mission last 
autumn, a Tract Society was formed, an elder was elected and 
ordained, one young man was admitted to the church, the Lord's 
Supper administered, and 12 children baptized. Our mis- 
jgionary found some inquiring minds, and many very desirous to 
enjoy the means of grace — and the people appeared very thank- 
ful for the services bestowed on them. He mentions in his re- 
turn an instance of remarkable longevity ; a man in the 100th 
year of his age. '^ He died,*' saith he, ** while I was present." 
Missionary, Kev. Josiah Prentice. Aid, $28. 

29. Marlborough. Fifly dollars were appropriated to the fee- 
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Ue church and Society in this placOi on condition that they xaake 
suitable efTorts to pay up arrearages, then due their pastor, ReY« 
Salmon Bennett. We understand they have fulfilled the coa- 
dition. 

SO. Meredith Bridge. This is a very important station, enn 
bracing some able and liberal friends to christian order and Evan- 

felical preaching. We have aided them in the support of Bev. 
'rancis Norwood for the terra of five years, at the expiration 
of which, in July last, he was dismissed. 

31. MeredUkSd Divtsion, and Serder-Harhor, From this sta- 
tion, Rev. Reuben Porter has been dismissed, and they are 
making laudable efforts to settle Rev. Thomas Rigos, and we 
have given them encouragement of aid provided they succeed. 

32. MouUonborou^h. The state of things in this place re- 
mains agreeable. Sabbath Schools and Bible Classes are unu- 
sually interesting. Eight have been added to the church, and 
several are now under serious impressions. Pastor, Rev. 
Joshua Dodge. Aid, ^0. 

S3. Newfielda-Villagey in JSew^Market Here a Society has 
been formed, and styled the South Congregational Society in 
New-Market. Application was made to our Committee for aid 
to settle Rev. William Cornbll ; but the sum necessary was 
larger than the state of our treasury would admit of granting, 
and the enterprise failed. The Committee, however, appropria- 
ted $25 to aid in making up some compensation to Mr Cornell, 
for his faithful and very acceptable labors in this place. We 
hope their failing to establish Mr Cornell will not depress, but 
animate them to greater exertions to enjoy the stated ministry. 
And may it please the Lord so to replenish our treasury, that we 
shall be able to render them the necessary assistance. 

34. JVorthfield, In this placo, the cause of temperance, truth 
and righteousness, makes steady advance. No merchant keeps 
ardent spirit for sale. Their Temperance Society is very large, 
and what is worthy of notice, and ought to be published through 
the world, all, or nearly all the members of the church belong to 
the Temperance Society. Drunkards and moderate drinkeni 
must now go out of town for all their spirit ; and this is no small 
inconvenience, as they are constrained to go in the dark. At 
the date of the last return, four heads of families were about to 
unite with the church. Pastor, Rev. Liba Coif ant. Aid, |J84. 

35, JVbttingham-West ; now, Hudson. The church in this 
place, somewhat embarrassed with debt to their late pastor, Rev. 
William K. Talbot, were unable to supply themselves with 
preaching more than half the time. But, such was the state of 
things in that place, that it appeared of vast importance to the 
interests of virtue and religion, that they should have a constant 
isuKpl^. Rftv. Samuel H. Tolmak, having preached a few 
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timed to that people, and feeling a deep interest in their welfare, 
generously proposed to our Committee to become a Life-Mem« 
her of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society, provided he 
could hare a commission to that amount in that place. This 
opportunity to gratify the benevolence of a beloved brother in 
the ministry, to assist that people without drawing upon our 
treasury, and to increase our list oi life members, was gratefully 
embraced. Afterwards the sum of ^28 was granted to them, oa 
the condition that they would keep Mr. Tolman the whole time, 
instead of half, until this anniversary. Mr. Tolman appears to 
have been successful in exciting the attention of the people to 
those benign Institutions, which characterize this wonderful 
age. The monthly distribution of Tracts is commenced— 
praying circles are formed ; a Female Education Society, a 
Sabbath School Society, and a Sabbath School, with a library, 
are established. There is a Bible Class, which embraces some 
members of the church ; a Temperance Society also, and some 
4 or 5 persons, who had made too free use of ardent spirit, are 
reformed. 

36. Ossipee. This church has long been under the patron- 
age of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society, and God has 
shown himself it^s benefactor and friend, by watering it with 
the dews of his grace. The church and Society have mani- 
fested their attachment to the Institutions of the Gospel, by 
erecting and finishing a house for God, providing a parsonage, 
settling a minister, and taxing themselves very liberally for his 
support. He was settled over them last September, with great 
harmony, and with a prospect of much usefulness. There has 
been the present season among the people a religious excite- 
ment, and hopes are entertained that 20 have been added to the 
Lord. There is a Sabbath School and Bible Class. The 
monthly distribution of Tracts has been adopted — a Tempe- 
rance Society formed, and three have been added to the church. 
Pastor, Rev. Samuel Arnold. Aid, $100. 

37. Piermont. Fifty dollars were appropriated to the church 
and Society here, to aid them in supporting Rev. Rober*^ 
Blake. Of the present state of religion there we have no re- 
port; 

38. Pittsfield, Rev. Ezra Scovbl has been dismissed from 
this people since our last anniversary, and $25 have been ap- 
propriated to aid them in paying up arrearages due to him. Of 
the state of things when he left we have no report. 

89. Raymond. Although no revival, and no additions to the 
church are reported, yet, we are happy to find evidence of a 
pure and efficient discipline in the church, and good attendance 
on the means of grace, in the Society. The Sabbath School is 
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kept through the year, and a Temperance Society has been 
formed, and advanced from only 6 members to 90. Pastorj 
Rev. Seth Farnsworth. Aid, $25. 

40. Rye, Things in this place appear to be in a prosperous 
state. The church consist of ^, 17 of whom have been added 
within the year, as the fruits of a revival with which this place 
was blest before their present pastor was settled. The Sabbath 
School, Bible Class, and the cause of Temperance prosper. — 
Pastor, Rev. Bezaleel Smith. Aid, $100. 

41. Roxhury, Here are a very small church and Society, 
willing to make great sacrifices, that they may enjoy the stated 
means of grace. To encourage them $50 were appropriated to 
them, on condition they would raise $125. 

42. Sandwich. The spirit of supplication appears to be 
poured upon this church ; and, to a pleasing extent, divine in- 
fluence has been shed upon the congregation. Twelve have 
been added to the church. The Sabbath School is maintained 
through the year. A Temperance Society has been formed, 
and embraces nearly the whole church. " Religion and Tempe- 
rance,*' says the pastor, " go hand in hand, and where one is, 
there is found the other .^* Pastor, Rcv.David P.Smith. Aid $50. 

43. Shelbume. To this place a missionary was sent in con- 
sequence of application and subscription by the people. He spent 
eight Sabbaths with them, visited every family and gave them 
Tracts, attended the Monthly Concert, administered the Lord's 
Supper, and found several persons religiously impressed, much 
needing a religious teacher. In the week time, our missionary 
made excursions in the vicinity, and visited Addition, an unin- 
corporated township of 20 families ; Randolph, containing 26 
families ; Berlin, having 8 families ; Milan, where are nearly 
40 families ; and Dixviile, Me. In all these towns, the Mis- 
sionary preached the Gospel, visited and distributed Tracts. In 
Milan, he found some special attention to religion. O how 
much do anxious souls need a spiritual guide. The missionary 
speaks of a glorious work of grace, going on in Dixfield, with- 
out a minister. He thinks there might be ^150 raised within 
the region of his travels and labors, towards the support of the 
Gospel ; and that it is of vast importance, that a faithful servant 
of Christ be speedily established in that part of the County of 
Coos. Missionary, Rev. Ezekiel Rich. Aid, $28. 

44. Springfield. Rev. Charles Botter was settled here a 
little more thaoi a year ago. Afler faithfully laboring, with very 
little success, to excite in this people that spirit of improvement 
which every where else prevails, he has closed his labors. 
Having appropriated within five years, more than four hundred 
dollars for the spiritual good of this people, we are grieved to 
find them again desolated. 
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45. Troy. Here is a Sabbath School, of fVom 60 to 70 
ercholars, a Bible Class, of between 20 and 30 ; a female read- 
ing and working Benevolent Society, and a Gentlemen's Lyce- 
um. There are also a Bible and Tract Association, and a Tem- 
perance Society ; and one of two storekeepers has discontinued 
the sale of ardent spirit. Indeed, the inhabitants of this pleas- 
ant village appear to partake largely of that spirit of improve- 
ment which characterizes the age. This furnishes reason to 
hope, that they will not long need charity, to help them to sup- 
port the institutions of Christianity. Pastor, Kev. Stefhbn 
Morse. Aid, 830. 

46. Unity. The little church and Society in this place have 
had preaching somewhat more than three quarters of the year 
past, and appear to have been quickened and strengthened by 
the privilege. They have formed a Temperance Society, and 
the common institutions of the age are to some extent patroni- 
zed. Minister, Rev. Elbridob G. Howb. Aid, ijflS, 

47. Wakefield. The report from this station, though it tells 
of no extensive revival, cheers our hearts with the fact, that the 
rain of heaven is not entirely withheld. There is an evident 
advance of christian knowledge, feeling, and effort. Some 
mercy drops have fallen, and a few hopeful conversions have 
taken place. Six have been added to the church, five by pro- 
fession, and one by letter. The church how consists of 21. A 
Bible Lecture and two Sabbath Schools are maintained. A 
Tract Society and a Temperance Society have been formed, 
and measures are taking for family distribution of Tracts. Pas- 
tor, Rev. Samuel Nichols. Aid, |^80. 

48. Warner. In this old and respectable township, contain- 
ing more than 2000 inhabitants, a pious, able and learned 
ministry cannot be sustained without the aid of Christian chari- 
ty. We are encouraged, however, to hope that this will not 
long be the case. A spirit of improvement begins to manifest 
itself. A town Lyceum is organized, a Temperance Society 
formed. Sabbath Schools and Bible Classes are maintained, and 
the church, as such, has resolved to use no ardent spirit, except 
for medicinal purposes. Pastori Rev. Jubilee Wellman, — 
Aid, $100. 

49. Wolfehorough and Effingham. In these places unusual 
efforts have been made to obtain preaching. We appropriated 
one hundred dollars to Wolfehorough, and fifty to Effingham, 
provided they would unite under the same minister. But we 
have not been able to obtain a suitable man. 

Permit us, now, to call your attention to some facts contained 
in the preceding Report. It presents you with 49 stations, 
which include 56 places, and 53 churches, on which we have 
bestowed charity, or made arrangements to bestow it. Of the 
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53 churches, 24 are destitute of pastors. Add to the S4, 20 
other churches, not included in the above catalogue, and we 
have 44 churches destitute of pastors, or stated, entire supplies. 
To the 53 churches, included in the above named 49 stations^ 
add 22 others, as really objects of charity as they, and the sum 
is 75. Seventy-five churches, really objects of charity ! This 
is about half the Evangelical Congregational and Presbyterian 
churches in New-Hampshire. I'hese facts miglit be rendered 
still more affecting, by connecting with them in our view, the 
numerous towns which have in them no competent religious 
teachers, nor Evangelical churches, and are as real objects of 
christian charity, and as suitable fields of missionary service, as 
can be found on this globe. 

Again — ^from the churches under our patronage, ten pastors 
have been removed, -some of (hem, for want of support. 

It has been peculiarly trying to' us, to find our means diminish- 
ing, while applications for aid are greatly increasing. We have 
addressed an annual Circular to the churches, stating the ne- 
cessities of the Missionary Society, and asking for an annual 
collection to aid its funds. Satisfied of the importance of agen- . 
cies, in some form, to the prosperity of Charitable Institutions, 
our Committee invited several of their brethren to go out into 
their vicinities, to plead the cause of our feeble churches, and 
solicit aid for them. And such of our brethren as found it ex- 
pedient, have engaged in this self-denying and benevolent 
service. 

Our President, Rev. Dr. Church, has performed as much 
service for this precious cause, as his circumstances would per- 
mit ; and has obtained a Life Member, or two, and has encour- 
agement of others. 

Rev. Seth S. Arnold visited several towns, and collected for 
our treasury $130. 

Rev. Phinehas Cooke obtained for us nearly $100 ; and 
Rev. Jonathan L. Hale, as our agent, obtained for us six 
Life Members, amounting to $180, and has a prospect of morp. 
And we have the pleasure to record the fact, that these im- 
portant services have been performed gratuitously. 

We are unwilling to conclude our Report, without suggesting 
some inquiries and considerations, which to us appear of vital 
importance to Domestic Missions. 

1 . Why are so many churches destitute of pastors ? Why 
are the necessities of churches so great, and calls for charity so 
numerous and pressing ? 

Is it not because so few are willing to contribute of their 
worldly substance for the support of the ordinances of our holy 
religion ? Do not the many undervalue the glorious Gospel 
of Christ, and leave the few to beg for the support of its Institu- 
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lions ? The many will see the church desolated, will hear hct 
cries, and see her tears, and leave her to starve for want of spirit-* 
ual provisions, rather than lift a finger, or contribute a cent. On 
such persons a fearful responsibility rests. 

The ancient declaration of Jehovah to his beloved Zion, Isaiah 
60, 12 — For the nation and kingdom that ivill not serve thee shall 
perishy appears to us to have a most solemn bearing on those, 
who suffer the Church of Christ to be in want, when it is in their 
power to relieve her. We tremble for thorn, when we read 
from the lips of their Judge and ouri:?, Vcrihjy 1 saij iinto youy in OM 
much as ye did it not to one of the least of these, ijc did it not to me» 
•And these shall go away into everlasting punishment. Matt. xxv. 
45, 46. 

1 . What must be done ? In reply, we will suggest several 
considerations. First — The strictest temperance and economy 
must be practiced ; by ministers, that small salaries may be suf^ 
ficient ; by people, that they may be able to give a competent 
support to the Christian Ministry ; by the abler churches, that 
they may contribute to aid the poorer ; and by the poorer, that 
they may prove themselves worthy of charity. 

2. Two or more churches must be willing to unite under one 
pastor, and share his labors between them, according to their re- 
spective subscriptions. 

We recommend it to applicants for aid, that before they apply, 
they respectfully consult with men of wealth and rank, of honor- 
able feelings and influence, who, perhaps, would rather subscribe 
liberally, themselves, than to have application made for charity. 

3. The Missionary Society is a servant of the Christian puD- 
lic. For 29 years it has been faithfully engaged in promoting 
the welfare of the State, by advancing the kingdom of holiness. 
By sending out its messengers of light and mercy, by teaching 
the rising generation the fear of God, gathering churches, es- 
tablishing the Evangelical ministry, dissipating [the clouds of ig- 
norance and diffusing knowledge, administering the ordinances 
of grace, and publishing the invitations of everlasting love, this 
Society has been helping the friends of God and man to carry 
forward the great interests of learning, morality and religion.— 
And, now, will the Christian public say to this Society, " We 
have nothing more for you to do ?" '* Dismiss your Sabbath 
Schools and Bible Classes. Let the churches to which you 
have given pastors, by means of our bounty, now support them 
themselves, or be deprived of them." If the Christian public 
say so, then these dear churches must be desolated. The well 
cultivated missionary fields of New-Hampshire must be suffer- 
ed to turn back into a moral wilderness. O how Igtfgo a portion 
of our beloved Zion would have to put on sackcloth, and sit 
down and weep ! 

3 
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4. If the cause of Domestic Missions be left to languish^ 
other branches of Christian benevolence will sustain an irrepara- 
ble loss. The noble Bible effort will fail of accomplishing itn 
grand design, if the missionary enterprise is not prosecuted with 
iacreasing vigor and success. The numerous towns in New- 
Hampshire, recently supplied with the Holy Bible, at much ex- 
pense^ if left without the stated ministry, will need to .be supplied 
again in twenty years. And destitute of the stated ministry 
they will be, unless the Missionary Society shall be sustained in 
its labors of love. 

6. The church is the family of Christ. 

The church of Christ in New-Hampshire is his family in 
New-Hampshire. And has he not, in his paternal bounty, and 
by his redeeming blood, made ample provision for all his family ? 
Is there not. within the limits of his family, bread and meat, 
wine and milk, sufficient for every member ? Were the mem- 
bers of his family disposed to have all spiritual things common^ 
and to impart as every one had needj eating their bread^ and drinh^ 
ing their winey with gladness, and singleness of heart, praising Godj 
would any of the members be destitute of the necessaries of 
spiritual life ? Christ has, indeed, variously bestowed his boun- 
ty» And in this, he manifests his wisdom. Putting provision 
enough and to spare, into the hands of some members of his 
family, he tries them, whether they will give a cup of cold 
water, and a morsel of bread, in his name to his needy and 
suftering brethren. ^ none were hungry, there iso^dd he no occch 
sum for others to give them meat, Were none thirsty, there would na 
opportunity for oOiers to give them, drink. ^ none were strangersy 
then, nonz could be taken in as such. Were none naked, none would 
need clothing from the hand of charity. If none were sick, there 
would he no such duty as visiting the sick. Were none in prison^ 
then, none would have to go to brethren in bonds, to comfort them. 

But, members of Christ's family are in want, and this fact is 
known to the rest. As Trustees of the Missionary Society we 
make our appeal to the Christian public, twice a year ; once in 
' our Report, stating the wants of our brethren ; and again, in 
our annual Circular^ asking for one collection a year to aid our 
object. 

Let it be repeated ; let it be preached upon the house tops, for it 
will be published to the Universe another day, that branches of 
Christ's church, purchased with his own invaluable blood, set as 
a seal on his heart, a seal on his arm, members of his family, dear 
to him as the apple of his eye, are destitute of those provisions, 
which his love, and his sufferings have made for their spiritual 
life, comfort and growth in grace. And besides all this, a 
multitude of souls, as it were, at our very doors, are perishing 
for lack of vision. 
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And now, on this Anniversary, it is to be determined, whether 
the means of their salvation shall be furnished ; or, they be left 
to perish, and their blood be found in the skirts of thosei who 
wiU not contribute to their salvation.

This benevolent agency would, 
doubtless, bring into our Treasury one hundred dollars, which 
would otherwise remain in arrears, and this would enable us to 
settle one pastor more than we are now able to settle. 

Dear brethren, you have the privilege to 8erv« the best of 
Masters ; and will you not cheerfully perfi)rm the service, whieli 
ia his Providence he hereby lays out for you ?

As your brethren in the Lord, we cherish towards you very 
kind and generous affection. We sympathize in your trials, and 
take a lively interest in your spiritual concerns. Your christian 
edification is dear to our hearts ; and we are solicitous that your 
rising offspring may enjoy the instruction of the Sabbath School 
and of the Sanctuary, and grow up in the fear of the Lord, and 
be trees of righteousness to his praise.

You well know that we can aid you in this concern no further 
than the liberality of other churches and fiieods shdl replenish 
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our treasury. We receive and distribute their bounty. And 
their bounty we solicit, that they may fulfil the law of love, and 
have the pleasure of being fellow-helpers to your joy. And we 
hope the blessedness of giving will more and more enlarge their 
hearts in this Christian liberality. We wish to answer gen- 
erously every request for aid in strengthening our feeble church- 
es and in building up our waste places. It gives us pain not to 
do it. And we trust that you will adopt every practicable 
method to support the gospel among you with as little aid from us 
as possible, that so our bounty may be extended to other church- 
es and desolate places both in this State «nd in other parts of 
our land. And we feel confident that by your unwearied exer- 
tions, and especially by the good hand of our God upon you, 
your ability will be increased. It is not for us to say how you 
shall accomplish this. Your own observation and reflections, 
with prayer to God, will suggest to you how it may be done. 
And by cheerful compliance with every intimation of duty, your 
path will brighten, and you will become able to abound in the 
work of the Lord. 

The cause of missions is the cause of Christ. How can his 
kingdom spread without its zealous prosecution ? You have a 
two-fold interest in this cause : you are interested in it as to your 
own salvation ; and you are interested in it as to the salvation of 
thousands and millions of your fellow-beings of this fallen world.

But we 
soberly think that this is not wisely said. We believe that one 
of the surest ways for a feeble church to gather strength, is to 
make frequent collections for the Lord's treasury. There is 
that scattereth, and yet increaseth. This you will find true as 
you make the experiment in dependance on Divine grace and 
the sure promise. We shall be more encouraged in our cflTorts 
to assist you, as we see you devising liberal things. What caa 
so enlarge your hearts in love and good works, as to be zealou|i- 
ly engaged for the conversion of the whole world ; and what 
rich blessings would then descend upon you ? Yes, Brethren, 
we are fully persuaded that the surest way for you to enjoy richly 
the gospel and all its blessings, is to take a very active part in 
all the missionary operations of the day. ' If you would prosper 
in your highest interests, you must warmly cherish the spirit of 
missions to your fellow men. Water others, and you will be 
watered yourselvco from the river of God, which is full of water. 
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We now, beloved Brethren, commend you to God and to the 
word of his grace, which ia able to build you up and to give you 
an inheritance with the saints.

P. S. The Resolutions on page 4, justly claim very serious 
attention. The reader is requested to re-peruse each Resolu- 
tion, and, in connection with each, the corresponding observa- 
tions, submitted below. 

First ResoMion, It is necessary for us to know the amount 
of what the applicants can raise among themselves, in order to 
determine the amount of aid, which is necessary to make up a 
competent salary. And that the Trustees may ascertain the 
relative merit of different applications, they must know how 
much the applicants tax themselves, on the dollar of their Valua- 
tion, Invoice, or Grand List, different terms used in different 
communities. 

Second Besoluiion, In this age of benevolent effort, the 
Christian public will not justify the Trustees in bestowing their 
sacred charity on people, wha do not unite in the Temperance 
Reformation. There is good reason for this. The common use 
of ardent spirit is allowed to be a very great hindrance to the 
success of the Gospel. It may therefore reasonably be expect- 
ed of those who receive the aid of sacred charity, that they re- 
frain from those habits, that tend to prevent the saving effect of 
the means of grace upon them. 

Third Resolution, The reason of this Resolution is perfectly 
apparent. In assisting our beloved feeble churches to settle the 
Evangelical Ministry^it is our object to have them enjoy the in- 
estimable blessing. But, this blessing they cannot long enjoy, 
unless they are careful to settle up their taxes, and subscriptions, 
at least once a year. That man, or community, that cannot pay 
one year's tax, or subscription, within tlie year, cannot,in ordinary 
cases, pay two at once. Delinquencies, ia this great concern, 
to any considerable extent, will inevitably issue in the dismission 
of the Minister. 

Fourth Resolittion, This Resolution needs no comment! The 
return of the Pastor, or Missionary, is his voucher, to show that 
he is entitled to his order on the Treasurer ; and the only voueh- 
er for him who draws the order. 

Fyih Resolution, When the Trustees report the dismission of 
a Pastor, whom they have assisted in settling, the public have a 
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right to know the reason of his dismission. But, the reason in 
ordinary cases the Trustees cannot repoit, if he was dismissed 
without their knowledge. Besides, a people apply to the Tru»- 
tees for assistance to settle a Minister for a given term, say five 
years, they answer the application. They make a grant of the 
sum necessary, and they give encouragement, that they will re- 
new the grant, annually, provided the circumstances of the peo- 
ple require it, and the state of our Treasury admit, llie con- 
tract is made, and the minister is settled by the solemn rites of 
ordination. And how can the civil compact, and sacred connec- 
tion, thus ratified, be with propriety dissolved, without the knowl- 
edge and consent of all the parties immediately concerned ia 
the solemn transaction ? 

It is, obviously, of vital importance to the success of the 
Missionary Society, that entire harmony of judgment, feeling 
and operation, prevail between the Trustees and the friends and 
benefactors of this Institution, on the one hand, and, on the 
other, those who are aided from its funds. To promote such 
harmony upon enlightened, and equitable principles, and more 
effectually to assist our feeble churches, and destitute population, 
the Trustees unanimously passed the Resolutions above referred 
to. These Resolutions will serve as rules to guide them in their 
future appropriations of the sacred charity, committed to their 
trust. And if all concerned will govern themselves accordingly, 
wc can hardly fail to carry forward our enterprise with increase 
ing union, vigor and success.

be re-published this year. 

1. Reiolvedf That in every application for aid, it shall be^ 
distinctly staled how much the subscribers pay on the del— 
lar, and how much they can raise without foreign aid. 

[U is necessary for us to know the amount of what the applicants cao^ 
■raise among themselves, in order to determine the amount of aid, wbicli 
is necessary to make up a competent salary. And that the Trustees may- 
ascertain the relative merit of different applications, they must knovr 
how much tlie applicants tax themselves, on the dollar of their Valuation^ 
iBTolce, or Grand list,- diflbrent terms used in- difierent communities.} 

2. Resolved f That no Church shall receive aid from the' 
Treasury of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society, whose- 
members, generally, do not practically favor the cause o£ 
Temperance. ' 

[In this age of benevolent effort, the Christian public will not justify 
the Trustees in bestowing their sacred charity on people, who do not 
unite in the Temperance Reformation. There is good reason for this. — 
Tbe common use of ardent spirit is allowed to be a very great hindrance 
to the success of the Gospel. It may therefore reasonably be expected- 
of these who receive the aid of sacred charity, that they refrain frouk. 
these habits that tend to prevent the saving effect of the means of graca 
|i]Km them.] 

3. Resolved^ That our grants shall not be repealed to any 
people, who do not annually settle up their subscriptions, cmt 
ministerial rates, before they make a renewed application* 
That they have done so, must be distinctly stated in their 
application. 

[The reason of this resolutipn is perfecUy apparent. In assisting our 
beloved feeble churches to settle the Evangelical Ministry, it is our ob-^ 
jeet to have them enjoy the inestimable blessing. But, this blessing they 
cannet long enjoy, unless they are careful to settle up their taxes, and 
subscriptions, at least once a year. That man, or community, that can- 
not pay one year's tax, or subscription, within the year, cannot in ordina- 
ry cases pay two at once. Delinquencies, in this great concern, to any 
considerable extent, will inevitably issue in the dismission of the Minis- 
ter.] 

4. jRefoZoeil, That no pastor or missionary shall have his 
order upon the Treasurer, until he shall have made return 
of his services. 

[This Resolution needsib comment. The return of the Pastor, or 
Missionary, is his voucher, to show that he is entiUed to his order on the 
Treasurer ; and tlie only Toucher for him who draws the order.] 

5. Besohedf That no church and society, under the pat- 
jronage of the New^Haiupfihire Missionary Society, shall dis- 
^miss their pastor without th^ ki^ow}edge and consent of the 
'Trustees; or of their Committeo* 



[When the Trusteei roport the diimiMioD of a pastor, whom they have 
asaiste^ in aettling, the public have a right to knov the reaion*of hia die- 
mission. But, the reason in ordinary cases the Trustees cannot report, 
if he was dismissed without their knowledge. Besides, a people apply 
to the Trustees for assistance to settle a Minister for a given terra, eay 
five years : they answer the application. They make a grant of tho sum 
neS^ssary, and they give encouragement, that they will renew the grant* 
annually, provided the circumstances of the people require it, and the 
state of our treasury admit. The contract is made, and the minister ie 
settled by the solemn rites of ordination. And how can the civil compact, 
and sacred connexion thus ratified, be with propriety dissolved, wiUiouC 
the knowledge and consent of all the parties immediately concerned in 
the solemn transaction ? 

It is, obviously, of vital importance to the success of the Missionary 
Society, that entire harmony of jadgment, feeling and operatioo, prevail 
between the Trustees and the friends and benefactors of this Institution, 
on the one hand, and, on the other, those who are aided from its funds. Toi 
promote such harmony upon enlightened and equitable principles, and 
jBore eflectually to assist our feeble churches, and destitute population,, 
the Trustees unanimously passed the Resolutions above referred to. 
These -Resolutions will serve as rules to guide them in their future ap^ 
propriations of the sacred charity committed to their trust. And if all 
concerned will govern themselves accordingly, we can hardly fail to car- 
ry forward our enterprise with increasing union, vigor and success.] 

Voted thanks to Rev. Mr. BotrroN, and through him to 
liis people, for their kindness and hospitality, and to the 
choir of singers, for their agreeable performances on this 
interesting and joyful occasion. 

Voied^ That the next Anniversary of this Society be at

Ift 4oiQg this we will name in alphabetical order, the places 
ii^ere the income of the Society has been expended, the 
amount appropriated to each place, the names of the pastors, 
j;asuuiler8 and miscdoiMiries,* with such other intelligence as we ^ 
Mak will be interesting to the friends of the Institution, and 
«dajpled to promote its benevolent object. 

Jmeadj 2d Churehj0nd Marlaw. In Alstead there has been 
a little refireshing from the presence of the Lord. Three have 

* Jfiiiiftav, tutth iif have not the pastoral charge of the obureh, but 
•are eaiflsfsd the whole or part of the timtf. 

I, paeh at take mlifioDi for a few weeki or monthi only. 
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been added to the church — ^six or eight entertain hopes '^ of 
having , passed from death unto ]ife — one of them is about 
commencing study preparatory to the Ministry — ^two from this 
church are already preparing for the work, and two more are 
expected to commence soon. 

The Sabbath School flourishes botli summer and winter, and 
the Sabbath School Concert is well sustained.^ 

The Church and Society in Marlow J[)y laudable efforts of their 
own, and by help from the County Conference and from the 
* New-Hampshire Missionary Society, are likely to have preach*- 
ingthis year about one half of the time. 

Rev. Moses Gerould, pastor and missionary. Aid^ 850. 
^Sbidover,' The pastoral relation between Rev. Mr. Kingsbu- 
ry and the Church in this place, has been by mutual consent dis- 
solved, since our last Anniversary. 

JSlldnaon. Fifly dollars were engaged to the Church and So- 
<€iety here, on the condition that with this aid they would hire 
'.preaching a year. This condition, we understand, has not been 
•fulfilled. 

Barring^, Fifty dollars were appropriated to this place, on 
condition the people would supply themselves a year ; and they 
^aVe fully complied with the condition, by settling Rev. Mr. Mer- 
rill. And according to his return,* something more than twenty 
jhave indulged hopes since he commenced his labors among 
them. Twelve have united with the Church, and seven are pro- 
pounded. The present state of things is very encouraging. 
Some have been recently awakened, and some few hopeful^ 
converted to God. 

Bethlehem and Whit^ld. From the former Church, two have 
been excommunicated, aud to t}ie latter two have been added 
•by profession, two by letter, and three or four are expected to be 
d'eeeived at the next communion season. 

Pastor, Rev. William Hutchinson. Aid, $100. 
Bristol and Danbury. In IJanbury the congregation is in- 
crea&iing, and the cause of temperance, truth and righteousness, 
is evidently advancing. To accommodate the minister in some 
important respects, to open to him a more extensive field for 
tisefulness, and in compliance with an application from the good 
people of Bristol, this place, instead of Orange, has since our last 
Anniversary, been connected with Danbury. 

Mr. Winter's labors, in Bristol, have been blessed ; the first 
fruits which €rod has given him there, arc, indeed, very precious. 
Some of the first class in that village have hopefully experienced 
the grace of God. The work appears still to be progressing. 
Minister, Rev. J. S. Winter. Aid, ^100. 

* It 18 to be tegretted, that so few of the ehurefaes observe the Sabbath 
School Monthly Concert ; that is, some portion of the .second Monday in 
every month, as a season of special prayer for Sabbath Schools.

Caneutih Keturns from this place have always been interest^ 
in^ ; the present is more so than any one of its predecessor*. 
The state of morals is fast improving. To this, all the mer- 
chants in town conti ibute, by agreeing to discontinue the sale of 
ardent spirits. A Bible Class and SaJ>bath School are in a flour- 
ishing state. Four or five Sabbath scholars have lately become 
hopefully pious. '^ Religion," says the pastor, " has lately been 
revived among us. In July a three days' meeting was held here, 
which was blessed to the good of souls. Our church was quick- 
ened, numbers were awakened, twenty or more have obtained 
hopes, several family altars have been erected, some are now in- 
quiring with anxiety^ and a solemnity rests on the minds of many 



more." 



Pastor, Rev. Amos Foster. Aid, $100. 

Conway. The state of religion here is somewhat interesting. 
There are decisive tokens of divine influence. It is hoped that 
ten or twelve have recently been converted to Christ, A Bible 
Class and six Sabbath Schools are in a prosperous state. In 
some of these Schools a pleasing seriousness prevails. 

Pastor, Rev. B, G. Willey, Aid, $50. 

Deering. From this place we have a favorable report. Tlie 
Sabbath School, Bible Class, and the cause of temperance, pros- 
per. A three days* meeting has been held here, and followed 
with happy effects. The Lord is here. Somo of the most 
promisin^T young men in the place are apparently submitting to 
the Prince of Peace. Influential men are seen in the anxious 
seats, and the present prospect is animating to the friends of 
Zion. 

Pastor, Rev. Ebcr Child. Aid, $50. 

Dublin, Sixty dollars were granted to Rev. Samuel Harris, 
to labor here, provided he would make himself a life member of 
our Society. 

According to his return, five have been added to the church 
by profession, four others entertain hopes, and a few more are 
under serious impressions. 

A Sabbath School and Bible Class are sustained, and th^ 
cause of temperance prospers. 

E^sam. God has remembered his holy covenant with this 
tender branch of our beloved Zion. Too highly prizing the 
Gospel to do without it, the Society made such proposals to the 
Rev. Abel Manning, that, with encouragement of $28 from our 
treasury, he consented to stay with them a year. Now this 
people are again blessed with the labors of a faithful servant of 
Christ. The spirit of the Lord is with him, and his prospect of 
usefulness is very encouraging. 
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Geargt'ttUl and Wilmot. At the former place, Rev. Mr. 
Hobart 18 loboriog, beiw employed bj the people. At the latter 
place, Rev. Jonathan Longiey has generously preached long 
enough to make himself a life member of the Nev^-Hampshire 
Miasionary Societj. ^ 

GUnim. From this liberal and devoted people, we have an in- 
teresting Report. The year past has been with them a year of 
good thuKgs. Grod has seen their tears, answered their prayers, 
and consummated their wishes in giving them a Christian pas- 
tor. 1*0 the little church, consisting of only thirty-six, thirteen 
have been added within the year, six by profession and seven 
by letter. Eighteen have received the sacrament of Baptism, 
S adults and 15 children. A Sabbath School, Bible, and Tem- 
perance Society are all in a flourishing state. '^ There is/' says 
the pastor, " a Female Reading and Sewing Society, for the 
purpose of preparing poor children to attend the Sabbath School, 
and of aiding Foreign Missions. They have sent off a box of 
clothing this year, valued at $19. They clothed a poor child 
for the Sabbath School, and the first day she attended, she re- 
ceived a book from the library, and carried it home. Her 
mother took the book, and the first sentence which she read was 
this, ^ While Grod is calling, Christ inviting, the gate of heaven 
set open, the ministers of the word exhorting, and the Spbit 
descending, make haste and delay not.' These words penetrated 
her heart, and she found no peace till she obtained evidence that 
here sins were forgiven. She is now a member of this church, 
and is useful in persuading children to attend the Sabbath 
Schooli who have hitherto neglected'' this heaven born Insti- 
tution. 

The members of the Society in Gilsum set a noble example 
in the liberal taxes they pay for the support of the Gospel. 
Theypaj %lfil na tb^ dollar, and six of them pay tlearly ^4 on 
the dollar. 

Pastor, Rev. Ebenezer Chase. Aid, $100. 
Qtftken. Twenty-eight dollars were appropriated to this place, 
and preached out by Messrs. Seth S. Arnold and Moses Gre- 
fould. Afler the Apostolic example, they went from house to 
house, peeachinp^ repentance towards God and faith towards oor 
Lord JesHs Christ, and endeavoring to strengthen the things that 
remain atd are ready io die. 

ChroUm oail Hebron, To these churches seventeen have been 
added since our last Anniversary. In the former part of the 
year a pleasing attention to the things of religion prevailed ia 
Hebron, more especially, however, in the Baptist denomination. 

At the present time, there is inGroton a glorious revival of 
religion. Scaraely any in the Congregational Society remain 
unaffected. Of more than thirty, hopes are entertained that 
they have been recently converted to God. 
Pastor, Rev. A, P. Tenney. Aid, $80. 
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Sw^tkaU^If.P. Noreturo. Miniate, Re?. JdioDalloo. 

Aid, $25. 

Hinsdak. Here is a small church of about twenty membarsy 
la a low and dejected state. With the aid of ^0, they have 
employed Rev. Jonathaa Longlcy tfooiewhat more than a year. 
JSoldei^iiesa and Bridgetealer, In behalf of these places, we 
have made some unsuccessful efforts to have them supplied with 
the privileges of that Gospel which bringeth salvation. 

Ijamprey River, The breach made here by the dismission of 
Rev. Mr. Sanford has been happily repaired by the settlement 
of a successor. The state of morals and religion is improving, 
the Sabbath School flourishes, the Temperance Society em- 
braces all or nearly all the members of the church, and there 
is reason to hope that God has mercy, rich and abundant mercy, 
in store for this dear church and flourishing village. 
Pastor, Rev. O. Tinker. Aid, $100. 

Since the above was penned, they have had a protracted meet- 
ing, attended with the smiles of heaven, and followed with a 
revival of religion. 

Langdan and Unify, These places were encouraged with the 
promise of $100, on condition that they would unite and sup- 
port the Gospel a year at least. This condition they have not 
fitlftlted, but have hired Rev. Charles Brown some weeks, and 
we have assisted them in the sum of :^4. 

Liaiicdsier and Dalian, These churches have occasion to hang 
up their harps and sit down and weep, when they remember the 
privileges which they have enjoyed the two ye^s past. Rev. L. 
A. Spoflbrd has been obliged to take his leave of them by reason 
of ill health. But he has not, we trust, retired from that impor- 
taut station, without leaving some precious fruits of his faithful 
labors there. Sabbath Schools were maintained, one in Lancaster 
of seventr^Sve scholars, and one in Dalton of thirty-five ; and 
the Monthly Concert was attended with increasing interest. 
The little church and Society in Dalton now have a comfortable 
house for worship, nearly or quite finish^, by their own lau- 
dable efibrts, and some aid obtained from abroad by the instru- 
mentality of Mr. Spoflbrd. 

Rev. Mr. Fairbank has labored with this people two weeks 
as a missionary, and found some anxious sinners. 

Manchester and Litchfield, We have not been able to procure 
a missionary for the former place ; but in the latter, Rev. Joseph 
Groffe ministered nine weeks, two at the expense of the people, 
and so much of the rest gratuitously, that he charged us only 
^27. Besides performing these services on the Sabbath, Mr. 
CjSofTe visited nearly or quite every family in towQ, and ali their 
schools, and some of them twice, and investigated the religious 
state of the people, and made a very interesting report of his 
mission. 
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Merediih Bridge. While we were sympathisiag vfith this lic^ 
loved church and people, and were ready to assist them in the 
sum of $100 to re-settle the Evangelical Ministry among them, 
a candidate heing on the ground, in whom the people were hap- 
pily united, the Spirit of God descending and sinners awakening 
to life, an individual or two generously came forward, and re- 
lieved us by taking on themselves the responsibility of making 
up without our aid, whatever deficiency there might be. A' no- 
ble example, and well worthy of imitation. According to in- 
formation received since our anniversary, the revival before 
commenced has proceeded with irrehistibie power and great 
glory, bringing over on the Lord's side, tlie majority of intelli- 
gence and talent, of wealth and influence, in tiiat highly respec- 
table and flourishing village. 

Merediih 3d Division and Senter Harbour. With the aid of 
$100, Bov. Joseph Lane «was installed over this people last 
April. In May the County Conference met there and was made 
tho means of producing a good impression. 

In August a protracted meeting was held, and a glorious re- 
vival followed. According to Mr. Lane's returns since our 
Anniversary, more than fifiy souls have been converted to 
Christ, and what is peculiarly promising is, that nearly all the 
young men of Meredith Village are hopefully brought into the 
kingdom. 

Union Evanf^elical Society of Merrimack, This is a hew field 
in our Lord's vineyard. Rev. Samuel H. Tolman was installed 
here about the first of January last, and ever since the congi-e- 
gatien has been growing larger and more attentive and solemn. 
About the first of June, a Sabbath morning prayer meeting was 
set up, and soon after a pleasing revival commenced. This re- 
vival was greatly advanced by a three days' meeting, the last 
week in August. The Sabbath School is in a very flourishing 
state, and is visited b^ the influences of the Holy Ghost. The 
result of the revival cannot yet be told. Aid, $50. 

MouUonb(yrouf:;h. This church has enjoyed a season of re- 
freshing from the presence of the Lord. As the fruits, 29 have 
already united with the church. Temperance efforts have been 
crowned with signal success, and are thought to have had much 
influence in promoting the rovivaJ. Besidet^ a Temperance 
Society composed of adults, there is one consisting of children 
and youth from eight to sixteen years of age. The Sabbath 
School, composed of persons of all ages up to nearly three score 
vears and ten, is in a flourishing state. Pastor, Rev. Joshua 
Dodge. Aid, $50. 

^eW' Chester. God has given to this beloved church a faithful 
Christian pastor. He was settled last January over a united and 
happy people. There is an increasing attention to the means of 



grace, aud his heart is eiiCdaNiged in tfatt Lord. He hopetf tf 
i'ew have recently parsed from death unto life. 

Pastor, Rev. laaac Knieht. Aid, $100. 

Hudson. Twenty^five dollars were appropriated to thin place, 
to be preaehed out by Rev. S. Tolman, but we have no return. 

^orthfield. At the date of onr last return from this interest- 
ing place, there were manifest tokens of the divine favor. There 
was an increasing attention to the means of grace, and a heav* 
enly influence gently distilling on the minds of (he people, reach* 
ing the children of the Sabbath School, and often affecting them 
at their recitation even to tears. Indeed, the state of morah 
and religion is such, as amply to reward the benevolent for all 
the charity bestowed on that people, and to promise eternal glo- 
ry to our Redeemer's name. 

Pastor, Rev. L. Conant. Aid, $84. 

(hnpee. This little church seems of late very much to have 
resembled the burning bush — all on a flame yet not consumed. 
But a small part of the hopeful converts of last year have join- 
ed the church. Probably some have neglected to make a pub- 
He profession of religion on account of the peculiar trials of the 
church. £ight have joined the church, six by profession, and 
two by letter. Plight or ten otheis have hope, who do not as 
yet come forward and publicly unite with the people of God. 
Their pastor, from the peculiar circumstances in which both he 
and his people were placed, thought it his duty to request a dis- 
mission from his pastoral relation to them. Your trustees being 
consulted on this subject, afler making them a grant of $75, 
towards his salary for so much of the year as ho should continue 
with them, according to a pledge given them two years ago, 
voted at their late Semi-Annual Meeting, '^ That while wc do by 
no means think Rev. Samuel Arnold has forfeited his christian 
or nunisterial character, yet we do, nevertheless, under exist- 
ing circumstances, think it expedient that the Church and Socie- 
ty comply with Mr Arnold's request for a dismission.'' 

PiermotU. The cause of religion is here rising. Within six 
months, thirty-four have been added to the Church, thirty-one 
by profession and three by letter. 

Pastor, Rev. R. Blake. Aid, $50. 

Raymond. Here the Sabbath School has increased in num- 
ber and interest, and the Temperance Society has increased from 
ninety to more than two hundred. 

Last autumn, the Lord gave signs of coming to revive his 
work, but these signs did not appear sufficiently to arouse 
the Church to prepare the way of the Lord. The Spirit was 
grieved and lefl them to inquire the cause. Since the above was 
Written, they have had a protracted meeting, attended with the 
blessing of God, and a revival is now in progress. 

Pastor, Rev. S. Farnsworth. Aid, $50. 
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Roxhui'y, The coudltion annexed to agraot totkiB people, 
has by them been nobly fulfilled ; but we have no return of 
ministerial labor among them. 

Rue. There has been for some part of the year rather an u»- 
tisuat seriousness on the minds of individuals. It is hoped that 
^ few have experienced the renewing grace of God. One has 
been added to the church by letter, and one by profession — ti 
young man of promise. '' The Church," says the pastor, '' has 
resolved itself into a Foreign Missionary Society, a Domestic 
Missionary Society, Bible and Education Society, auxiliary to 
these several Societies, connected with the Conference of 
Churches in this rogion." Pastor, Rev. B. Smith. Aid, ^100. 
Sandwich. This little community appears to be in a healthr 
ful state. The congregation increases, harmony prevails in the 
Church, and brotherly love continues. Eleven hare made a 
profession of religion the year past. There is now in progress a 
revival which promises a large accession to this beloved Church. 
The cause of temperance prospers. The Church has passed 
the following resolution, viz : '^ Resolved, that we will hereafter 
admit no persons as members of this Church, unless they entirely 
abstain from the use of ardent Spirits, except as a medicine.'* 
Pastor, Rev. D. P. Smith. Aid, g50. 
Trcyy. From this place no revival is reported, but there are 
three or four hopeful conversions, one, of a little girl eleven 
years old, whose attention was arrested by reading one of ^le 
Sabbath School books. We have the pleasure to add, that ob- 
jects of charityreceive liberal support. A Female Benevolent 
Reading and Working Association, have raised |$9D to cons^ 
tute their pastor a life member of the New«Hampskiro Mission- 
ary Society : a generous return for the aid we aflbrd them. 
Pastor, jRev. Stephen Morse. Aid, ^]J60. 
Wakefield. In this place some favorable changes have been 
efiected within the year. A house of worship has been finidied 
and dedicated. The first gentlemen and Ihdies In the place form 
a Bible Class, and herein set an example worthy of inHaiion. 
The dews of heavenly grace are gently distitliog, animusnal 
attention is excited to the great concerns of the soul, eight or 
ten give evidence of a change of heart, and christians are am* 
mated with the present prospect. 
Pastor, Rev. Samuel Nichols. Aid, #10Q. ' 
Warner. Here the Sabbath School is in a prosperous Mute, 
and the cause of temperance is progressing. Fourteen hare bean 
added to the Church. The faithflil exhibition of ^divine truth in 
attended with the sanctifying influence of the Holy Ghost, and 
a revival of religion is the happy result.* Ab the fruits of thin 

* Tbe Anniversaries of the Merriouck County Conference of Churches 
end the Foreign Missionary Society of Merrimack County, celebrat- 
ed here in June last, with an additional day devoted to reffgioas services. 
are thought to have been the means under God x>f htfroducing thir revival .

JBiit whether this 
blessed work will much increase the nnmber of those who unite 
togelher for the support of the institutions of religion, it re« 
mains doubtflil. Revivals do not, ordinarily, reach those who 
habitually neglect the means of grace, and refuse to contribute 
to their support. 

Pastor, Rev. J. Wellman. Aid, $100. 

Wenhvoiih and Dorchester, In the former place. Rev. Jamea 
Hobart, a faithful missionary of the cross, labored a great part 
of the year preceding last Spring, and it pleased the Lord orthe 
harvest to crown his labors with considerable succe^'s. The peo- 
ple were excited to make efforts to enjoy a continuance of Mr. 
JEfobart's services, and we appropriated $25 to aid them. A 
Church was organized last September, of eight members, to 
which five were added the first of October. A very respectable 
number of the citizens have united in the glorious temperance 
reform. 

Six peraoasy according to Mr. Hobart's return, dated last De- 
cember, cherish hopes that they have prised from death unto 
life. The wilderness begins to assume the verdure and beauty 
of a fruitful field. This great improvement of the state of S<>* 
ciety in Wentworth seems to have prepared the way for the 
friends of Christian order in the place to unite with a part of 
Xforchester, under the ministry of Rev. Mr. Davis, who reports 
Boroe considerable religious excitement in Dorchester. There 
are ^' twenty-five inquirers, two or three indulge hope, and some 
are overwhelmed with a sense of their condition as sinners." 

He defers making a particular report of Wentworth, till the 
close of his first year with the new part of his charge. Yet he 
yentures to say there is some prospect of a general revival. He 
ia very kindly received in his visits, meetings are thronged, and 
Aere are some anxious inquirers. 

Paster, Rev. I. S. Davis. Aid, $100. 

WMan^n^ By reason of losses by fire and other ways, the 
Chiireh and Society in this place had become unable to support 
the institutions of religion, were sinking into a state of despon- 
dency, and about to give up all for lost. The Trustees, sympa- 
thising with them in their peculiar trials, appropriated $50, to 
aid diem in retaining dieservices of their beloved pastor. Rev. 
B« White. From hSi return, it appears that God has smiled upon 
ctir contribution to a sister Church in trouble. He says, '^ The 
liord has manifestly owned and blessed the labors of your mis- 
sionary. Four individuals have, as I hope, been converted unto 
Ctod. Some olheis are still anxious, and several old professors 
appear to be revived." 

mUany ^d Church. Now the eyes of this infimt Chnreh he- 
boid their teacher. The Lord has given them a pastor. Long had 
they sighed, and wept in secret places, made supplications to the 
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God of heaveu, and put forth very laudable efforts to obtain the 
bles-sings of the ChriBtian Ministry. The Lord in mercy looked 
down fi'om heaven and saw their tears, heard their prayers, and 
crowned their exertions with success. The church has been 
nearly doubled within a year. It consists of sixty members, 
eighteen males, and forty-two females. T\i'enty-nine have been 
added, sixteen have been baptised, three adults and thirteen in- 
fants. The Church breathes a spirit of charity, and takes a deep 
interest in the benevolent enterprises of the day. The cause of 
temperance triumphs. Every member of the Church practises 
entire abstinence. The Sabbath School flourishes, embracing 
elderly gentlemen and ladies, as well as children and youth. '^ 1 
have, aiso," says tho pastor, " u Bible Class at what is called .the 
Factory Village, contaLiing sixteen females, belonging to the 
Factory. Four of these have indulged hopes since January last. 
Several others are now anxious." The congregation is doubled, 
the Spirit of the Lord has been among them ever since their 
minister commenced his labor there, and their present prospect is 
truly animating. 

Pastor, Rev, William Kichardson. Aid, ^100. 

In addition to aiding in the support of pastors and missionaries, 
as above detailed, the wide spread desolations of Strafford 
CcMinty tiave received some nttenVion, and an elFort ^has been 
made to supply them. Rev. B. P. Stone was em]tloyed as a 
missionary twelve weeks, four in Alton, lour at Giliiianton Iron< 
works, and four in Meredith 3d Division and Sentor Harbour. 
Half of the expense of this mission was defrayed from the trea- 
miiy of our Society, and the other half by the people to whom 
he ministered. Of his labow in these three places, Mr. Stone 
makes an interesting return. In Alton there is a Church of 
twelve members, only two males, and one of them more than 
eigbty years of age. Some of the female members seem very 
deeply to deplore the moral wastes around them. They mourn 
with tears over the desolations of Zion. They seldom hear 
evangelical preaching unless sent to them by the kind charities 
<Kf their more favored sister churches. ^' I shall never see bet* 
t^ things in my day,'' is often the emphatic exclamation of these 
mothers in laiael. Yet, even here in this great wilderness, a 
Sabbath School is kept in operation chiefly by the noble and un- 
wearied effn-ts of one pious/icmale. 

' The ataie of morals here is corrupt, as it is naturally to bo 
expected it would be, in a town of more than two thousand inhab- 
itants, without a learned and pious ministry. 

At Gilnaanton Iron-works, a Church was organized last Oc- 
tober, and consists of thirteen members, four males and iiine 
females. Here are a Sabbath School ai&d a, Teppecance Socie- 
ty, and a eandtdate for tUe ministry,^ and it is presumed, that the

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pf^ple of tkK io^t ao4 flouriahiog village, will not, in thii aga 
of light aod improvement, long be without a competent chriitian 
teacher aod pastor. 

The church aud people in Meredith Sd Division and SeMer 
Harbor, Mr. Stone found in a very interesting state. By for- 
mer disappointments and trials, they had become somewhat dis- 
couraged ; but still there were spiritual life, christian courage 
and self denial among them, and how far the w«Il directed and 
faithtul labors of your missionary prepared the way for the re-set- 
tlement, of the Gospel, the light of the great and final day will 
reveal. 

In addition to the particular account which Mr. Stone gives of 
the three places where he performed his mission, we havefrom|his 
pen a general view of the County at large, truly affecting to the 
pious heart. 

And to the wide spread desolations of Strafford County, we 
may add the whohs County of Coos. In this County there are 
^out half a dozen very small, feeble, destitute Churches, about 
eight thousand souls, and not one christian pastor. 

Now, with these moral wastes in your eye, look over the above 
list of Churches, and you will find fifty-five under the patronage 
of the N. H. M, S., and wc could show you twenty mere which 
ought to be. Thirty-one of the fifty-five have pastors or mintf« 
ters employed by the year, and iweftty-four are dealttut« and 
have only occasional supplies. Eight of the thirty-oae have 
only four ministers, each of the four being settled or eiaplored 
by two Churches. It will also be found from the preceding list, 
that four Churches, Lancaster and Dalton, Andover and OeiH 
pee, have been desolated since our last Anniversary; But we 
have assisted ten Churches in obtaining the staled Mintstrj* 
Two, Bristol and Wentworth, in obtaining the labors of a fkkh- 
ful servant of Christ iialf the time, each ; and ei^ht, Barringtoa, 
Epsom, GilsunK Lamprey River, Meredith Sd Diviskm and Sen- 
ter Harbor, Union Evangelical Society of Merrimack, New- 
Chester and Wilton Sd Church, in obtaining each, the man of 
their choice either indefinitely, or for a limited period. 

As to the apparent effects of these benevolent operations, 
they are decidedly such as to claim the confidence and increas- 
ed liberality of the christian public. Flourishing Sabbath 
Schools and Bible Classes, promoting the knowledge of God and 
his word among all classes of the community, from the little 
child ioihe hoary head; Temperance Societies, promottng domes- 
tic order, harmony, peace and happiness, the present health and 
comfort of the body, and the eternal salvation of the soul ; the 
monthly distribution of Tracts, carrying the toreh of divine tnith 
into the darkest recesses of our waste places, and holding 'forth 
the word of life where livin;^ preaeheni have no access ; pro* 
traeted meetings, crowned with the happiest rf suits ; the doe olt^ 

C 
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serriince of the Christiaa Sabbath, and a serious and haMtM 
attendance on the means of grace ; the organization of Church- 
es ; the edification and comfort of many of the fi>llowers of 
Christ, helping them onward in their pilgrimage to the land oi 
promise ; and especially the out-pouring of God's Spirit — ^the 
revival of his Tvork, and there is reason to hope that more than 
three hundred souls, among whom our funds are expended, have 
become the subjects of renewing grace since our last Anniversi^- 
ry ; these things, dear brethren, all stand forth as witnesses for 
our institution, that it has, beyond dispute, the approbation of 
God, and that it justly claims the patronage of all, who would 
be thought friendly to human improvement and happiness. 

And now it depends on the christian public and iadividual 
friends to the cause, whether this work shall go on prosperously, 
or he embarrassed and eventually fail. The exhausted state of 
our funds, the Treasurer's report will tell. But the report of 
the Cent Institution will be such, we believe, as to bid us take 
courage. Among the many smiles of a munificent Providence 
upon the N. H. M. S., we have the privilege to acknowledge 
and we do it with afi'eetionate remembrance of the dead, 
the receipt of one hundred dollars, being a legacy from the Rev. 
Daniel Stanniford, late of Hawke, by the hand of his Executor, 
Rev. J. Kelley of Hampstead. We acknowledge also the gen- 
erous donation by deed, of three lots of land, situated in the 
town of Bethlehem, in the County of Giraflon, in this State, from 
Benjamin Greenleaf andXaupretia, his wife, Jesse Kimball, Esq. 
and Rev. James Kimball, heirs of Col. James Kimball, late of 
Bradford, Mass. 

If in addition to our permanent funds, annual subscriptions, 
and occasional donations, and legacies from dying friends, we 
could raise three thousand dollars, annually, all the blessings 
above enumerated might be preserved to those who now enjoy 
them, and soon extended to all those throughout the State who 
do not. And cannot this sum be raised ? We think it can with 
perfect ease. One thousand might be raised by annual collec- 
tions. To see how easily and certainly this might be accom- 
plished, let us make a little calculation. In this Sate, there are 
about two hundred and twenty towns. Divide these towns into 
four classes. Suppose the first class to consist of fifiy. Would 
It bo too much to expect, that in each of these fifty towns, the 
most populous and wealthy and charitable in the State of New- 
Hampshire, there could be found forty persons, who would cheer- 
fully contribute twenty-five cents each, or eighty persons, who 
would contribute twelve and a half cents each, or one hundred 
and sixty, who would contribute six and a quarter cents, each, 
annually, to assist in carrying forward our enterprise. But do this, 
and you take up a collection often dollars in each, town, amount- 
ing to five hundred dollars. Of the next class of fifty. toivos, 



take up an annaal ooUeetion of only five dollars in each, and 
vou have the sum of two hundred and iSfty dollars, making seven 
hundred and fifly. Let the third class of towns consist of one 
hundred, and take up a collection of only three dollars, and you 
have the sum of three hundred dollars, making ten hundred and 
fifty. And you need ask no collection of the remaining class of 
towoBi consisting of twenty-one. Let them keep their charities 
at home, only for their own comfort, and the good of their chil- 
dren ; let them contribute liberally for the distribution of tracts 
and the institution and enlargement of Sabbath School Libra« 
ries, and for the support of missionaries, sent among them by 
christian charity. 

We see, then, how one thousand dollars can be easily raised, 
and never felt, unless, indeed, a great pleasure be felt in casting 
a little into the treasury of the Lord. 

And how can another thousand be raised ? We will tell you. 
There are, probably, about ten thousand female disciples of 
Christ, in this State, of our communion. Let only two thousand 
of these unite in Cent Societies, paying each fifty-two cents 
a year, and the amount is more than one thousand dollars. And 
would it net be uncharitable and unkind to admit, that not so 
maiiy as one fiflh of the female disciples of Jesus in our connex- 
ion, would be willing to contribute fifly-two cents a year, or 
one a week, to enable us to send the privileges of the Gospel to 
their destitute sisters in Christ f And now for the third thou- 
sand. There are, probably, about fbur thousand or five thou-^ 
sand male disciples of Jesus in this State, of our connextion. If 
two thousand of these should unite in Societies auxiliary 4o the 
N. H. M. S. contributing fifty cents each, the amount would be 
one thousand dollars. Now, we have three thousand dollars col- 
lected from three sources, annually, and raised with perfect ease, 
and it might be with the greatest satisfaction. 

We have set the sum very small, purposely, to leave room for 
liberal contributions to other benevolent objects. And will the 
public ask for motives to perseverance and increased liberality 
in the cause, we might refer to our connexion with the A. H. 
M. S. ; and although we cannot enjoythe privileges at present of 
contributing directly to increase the means of that noble and 
efficient Society, yet surely we ought to be excited by the ex- 
ample of the parent Institution, and by that of our sister auxil- 
iariee, to constantly increasing efforts to build our own desola- 
tions, that the parent Society may not have to come and build 
them for us. 

Our past success ought also to be a motive to increase our 
funds, and greatly to multiply our missionaries and pastors. But 
in the animating feu:t, that it is now a time of special mercy, we 
find the roost powerful motive to increased effbrt. On a large 
proportion of the places on wh'ch our funds are expended, the 



dews of heaven have been ibr eoine months gentfy dbtflliogr. 

And now the Spirit seems to be hovering over all our destitute 
population, waiting lor an opportunity to make divine truth effec- 
tual to their salvation. Now, therefore, is the set time to favor 
Zioo. Now, emphatically, the time to rise and build. 

In behalf of our feeble Churches, of our brethren and sisters 
in Christ Jesus, and of our fellow sinners in the dark wastes of 
New- Hampshire, we renew our appeal to the christian public, 
and we doit with grateful acknowledgements of all the patrona<;e 
bestowed on our Society, and with devout thanksgiving to G^ 
for the Spiritual blessings with which he has been plea»^ to at* 
tend our labors of love.

REPORT. 
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Chrislian BrM,ren : — ^The Thirty-first Anniversary of the 
New-Hampshire Missionary Society brings with it fi'esh and 
cheering testimonials of divine benignity and love. The Trus- 
tees would, therefore, introduce the present Report with afiec- 
tiouately inviting all the friends of this Institation to unite with 
them in a tribute of thanksgiving to Almighty God. Amid the 
toils and perils of another year he has kindly spared our life, and 
continued to us the exalted privilege of laboring in his vineyard. 
And, blessed be his glorious name, he has crowned our labors 
with just so much success as seemed good in his holy sight. 

We would report with deep humility our own doings, but with 
the liveliest emotions of gratitude the operations of God's Spirit 
and the blessings of his grace. " All thy works shall praise 
thee, O Lord, and thy saints shall bless thee." 

The following records will present in detail the places occu-> 
pied, the pastors and missionaries employed, the amount of aid 
afforded, and some of the most prominent achievements which 
the Lord has beeni pleased to accomplish with our scanty means 
and feeble efforts.^ 

JUsteadj E. P. and Marlaw, This parish in Alstead is highly 
favored by €iod. It appears to be altogether unlike the moun- 
tains of Gilboa. On that verdant portion of God's heritage the 
dews of heaven almost without ceasing fall. 

The Church has grown up to 126 members. Five of her sons 
are pursuing a course of study preparatory to the Ministry. — 
Fourteen have joined the Church the year past. The Sabbath 
School is in a flourishing state. About half the congregation 
belong to it. The hand of female charity cloths poor children 
for the Sabbath School ; an example worthy of imitation through- 
out the world. Of ^ hopeful subjects of a late revival, four- 
fiflhs weie from the Sabbath School. 

In Marlow one man of property and influence has joined the 
Church the year past. There is a spirit of Uberality among that 
people. One female paid towards hiring preaching six dollars, 
the fruits of her own industry, though sue has under her care a 
family of 12 or 13. Her husband also contributed largely for 
the same purpose. The same pious female last season collected, 
superintended and instructed a Sabbath School. The Lord in 
mercy diffuse far and wide such a benevolent spirit. 
Pastor and Missionary, Rev. M. Gerould. Aid, $50. 
Jlmoskeag and Manchester, Mr. Benjamin F. Foster is em- 
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ployed in these places alternately, for the present year, com- 
mencing in Mardi last. 

Since that time two haire been added to the Church in the for- 
mer place, and three to that in the latter. Sabbath Schools and 
a Bible Class are interesting, but religion is low, and a refresh- 
ing from the presence of the Lord is exceedingly desirable. 

Aid, $100, equally divided between them. 

• JSHextmdria^ BrU^eivaier' and Holdemess, Rev. James Ro- 
bert commenced preaching in these places, dividing equally his 
time between them, about the middle of December last. By our 
direction, Holderness was exchanged for Danbury^ the first of 
July, since which time Mr. Robert has divided his labors be- 
tween Alexandria, Bridgewater, and Danbury. Ris labors have 
been successful to a pleasing extent. In each of the two former 
places a protracted meeting has been held and attended with a 
blessing: The Churches were quickened, a few sinners were 
hopefully converted, four added to the Church in Bridgewater, 
which before consisted of 22, and 17 to that in Alexandria, which 
before consisted of only 16. In all these places Sabbath Schools 
and the cause of Temperance are prosperous. Aid, $150, 

JSttkinaon. It may be recollected that this place was reported 
as having a pledge of fifty dollars, on condition that they should 
hire preaching six months. We have now the pleasure to report 
that the condition has been fulfilled and the pledge redeemed. — 
Rev. L. A. SpoFFORn was employed there 6 months, beginning 
the first of October last. In that month a protracted meeting 
was held, was well sustained, and was followed with half a dozen 
hopeful converts. Two, whose old hopes were revived, were 
added to the Church the first of January last. 

In that fair portion of God's heritage there is life and liberal- 
ity, union and strength. The eyes of that dear people now be- 
hold their teacher. Now they rejoice in the stated ministrations 
of the word and sacraments, by their own beloved pastor. Mr. 
Spofford was installed over them last April, with an encourag- 
ing prospect of usefulness and comfort. Twelve have been add- 
ed to the Churchj, and their Sabbath School and Bible Class are 
in a good state. Aid, $100. 

Barrir^ton. The charity bestowed on this^ people is happUy 
instrumental iti advancing the cause of truth and righteousness. 
The Temperance enterprise has wrought wonders, and the 
Sabbath School is in a prosperous state. Increasing attention is 
paid to the means of grace ; the Spirit of God is poured from ou 
high, and the work of the Lord is revived. The C)hurch has in- 
creased from eleven in number up to 49. Surely that is a tender 
but flourishing vine of God's planting. 

Pastor, Rev. S. H. Merrill. Aid, $50. 

Betbkhem and WUkJield. There is a Temperance Society 
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and Sabbath School in each place. To the Chureh in the former 
town two have been added, and to tiiat in die latter IS. For 
those dear Churches some new arrangements must be made. — 
The health of their beloved pastor seems to be whoHy inade- 
quate to the Jabors of such a field. 

Pastor, Rev. W. HuTCHirrsow. Aid, $100. 

Bra^ard. The Ghnrch and Sodety in thie place, with the 
most liberal contributions, were not likely to retain the Gospel 
among them without foreign aid. They applied for |0O, besides 
thirty they were raising to make their pastor a life Member of 
our Society. Their request was cheerfully granted. Of the 
state of thmgs there we have no returns. 

Pastor, Rev. O. G. Thatcher. Aid, $dO. 

Bristol and Danfmry, Rev. J. S. Wintxr labored alternately 
in these two places the former part of the year ; since that he 
has been limited to Bristol, and Danbury has been connected 
with Alexandria and Bridgewater, as above stated. While Mr. 
WiNTBR was preaching in Banbury they had a protracted meet- 
ing, which was followed with very happy effects. Twelve have 
been added to the Church, and many to the Temperance Society. 

In Bristol the cause of our blessed Saviour has received a 
new and powerful impulse. He has set up his standard, and 
many have gathered around it. A Bible Class, Sabbath School 
and Temperance Society prosper. A spirit of liberality is giv 
ing life and beauty to that growing village. By a spirit of liber- 
ality we mean that self denying spirit which seeketh not her own, 
the charitable and noble spirit of the Gospel. Twenty-four have 
united with the Church, which makes its number double to what it 
was when Mr. Winter commenced his kbors there. Men of 
the first respectability are not ashamed to own their Lord. 

Pastor, Rev. J. S. Winter. Aid, | 100. 

Canaan. To this people the great Head of the Church con- 
tinues his gracious smiles. Peace and order, and temperance 
prevail in the Society, and harmony and brotherly love in the 
Church. A Sabbath School, composed of adults ai well as chil- 
dren, is in a prosperous state. Seventeen have been added to 
the Church since the last report.

Vonwcy, According to the returns fix>m this plaee, the state 
of morals and religion is improving, and the institutions of re-^ 
ligion are held in Uj^her estimation, and the means of grace are 
better attended, ifine have joined the Church ; a number more 
soon will it is expected. 

Pastor, Rev. B. G. Willet. Aid, ^50. 

Deering. The cause of truth and righteousness here is ad- 
tranctng under the benign influence of the Qiristittn Ministry. 
A Sabbath School and Bible Class flourish, and laudable efl^rts 
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are made in tha Ten^rance ikiteiprise. Ten have been 
added to the Church since the last report.

Effingham and Woyeboraugh, In the former place, we have 
not been able to establish the Bfinistry ; hut b)r the in>eral and 
persevering efforts of the good people of Wolfeborough, and 
with the encourasement of $150 from our treasury, provided the 
object could not be secured without, Rev. £. Merrill is em- 
ploved there as a stated supplj. 

On this arrangement the God of Grace has smiled. The 
Christian Ministry is already exerting a renovating influence 
over that portion of the population which comes within itd reach. 
Sabbath Schools are established and are exciting a deep interest. 
A protracted meeting has been held with good efiects. There 
are a few hopeful converts, and one of them, a man of wealth, 
rank and influence, we report it to msiSiafy the grace of God, 
promises extensive usefulness by the decided stand which he 
takes in the Temperance Enterprise. 

Enfield and Wiknal, In the former place Rev. Jamss Ho- 
BERT was employed by the people eight or nine months, with the 
aid of only $30 from our treasury. Mr. Hobert's labors were 
blessed. They have the pleasure to number 10 or 1^ hopeful 
converts. Six have already united with the Church, consisting 
of 26, 13 of each sex. A I'emperance Society has been form- 
ed and prospers. 

For Wilmot we have not been able to find a minister* 

Farmw^lon and MUUm. We have not the privilege to give 
any definite report from these places. 

GiUum. Nothing very special has occurred here since our 
last report. There is still both occasion and encouragement, to 
assist this little community. The Holy Ministry is attended with 
blessings. The Sabbath School, Bible Class and Temperance 
cause are doing well. The monthly concert of prayer, the 
first and second Monday in each month, are sustained, and 7 
have been admitted to the Church the year past.

GrUmaniUm Iron Works. The hopes expressed in our last Re- 
port, of this infimt Church and Society, have been more than re- 
alized. The attentioitof the people has been excited to their 
spiritual welfare. The Christian Ministry has been established 
among them, and with this mighty engine the Holy Ghost is ev- 
idently working. A protracted meetmg has been held with a 
happy result *, hopes are entertained that 30 or 40 have been 
converted to God ; ^ have united with the Church, the Sabbath 
School, Bible Class and Temperance Society are in a flourishing 
condition ; and a spirit of Christian charity, and of fervent prayer, 
is diffusing light and life throughout that rising village. 
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* 

A member of tkeiChttrch^ whm upon her dying . bed, left a 

legacy of ^0 to our Society, just halt the sum we kid granted 
them, and it shall be told for her memorial. Their young and 
beloved pastor has much to strengthen his handa and to encour- 
age his heart, and their benefactors may find, in what haa been 
already accomplished there, an abundant reward for their char- 
ity.

Goshen,' This people have made unusual efforts to obtain. the 
Ministry, and we nave pledged them $100, to aid them in secmr- 
ing the object, but we have not succeeded. 

Groian and Hebnm. The revival in the former place, reported 
last year as being . in progress, reached in some measure into 
Hebron. The. result is, tnat 10 have been added to the church 
in Hebron, 25 to that in Groton, and 3 were propounded when 
the return was made, amounting to 37. Other branchea of 
God's work are in a prosperous state. The Lord makes the. 
trials of his people promote their spiritual improvement, and the 
grand interests of his kingdom.. ^^ And we know that dl things 
work together for good to them that love God.''

Hifudale, Here is an interesting field for spiritual culture.—^ 
Unusual ef!brts have been made to obtain the stated ministra- 
tion of the worc^ and ordinances, and those efforts have been 
crowned with success. By encouragement from our Commit- 
tee, that people have the past season settled a minister, with fair 
prospects. The spirit of the times beginii to move there, and 
we trust a brighter day will soon dawn upon that beloved por- 
tion of our Zion.

Hudson and lAtckJUld, In the latter place Rev. L. Jewbtt 
was employed two weeks, and in the former. Rev. S. Harris is 
laboring as a stated supply, and under his prudent and faithful 
ministry the state of things is improving. Divine influences 
have in some measure descended, and a few have recently be- 
come the hopeful subjects of renewing grace. Aid, j^75. 

Lamprey tiiver. .As the fruits of uie revival here which we 
reported last year as just commencing, SO have already joined 
the church. Among the hopeful converts are quite a number of 
Sabbath School teachers and Scholars. The .Tenq)erance So- 
ciety has received upwards of 100 new members within a few 
months. Every member of the church, at home, and having op- 
portunity, belongs to it.

MeredUh VtUage ani Sender Harbor, The people of the for- 
mer place have found it absolutely necessary, in order to sustain 
£he precious cause qf the Redeeno^r among them, ^o build a 



house ^or Qod, and lo enjoy ^lie la'botn (yf diieir beloved piMtor 
the whole time, instead of iivlixAg them with their frieiids at 
jSenter Harbor. To obtain these desirable objects, they have 
niade harmonious, liberal and persevering efforts. Providence 
has smiled, and so they who build have not labored in vain.— 
The house is under way, and is to be oHnpleted the present 
season. The church has been nearty doubled, and would have 
been more than doubled within the year, had none been renooved 
by death, or other means. Forty-five have been received to the 
church, and the Temperance Cause triumphs gloriously.

[ Merrimack Union B^fjor^elical Socidy. From this new com- 
munity we hear good things. The dew9 of heaven descend 
there and give success to the tiieans efface.

Then it consisted of 18, now of 54 ; 18 males and 36 fe^ 
males. The fruits of the revival, which we reported last year 
as having just begun are about 30 conversions, 17 in the Sab- 
bath School and Bible Class. I'he liberality of females there 
is very pleasing. A Charitable Society of them has paid into 
our treasury this season $19. The Monthly Concert and Sab- 
bath monring prayer meeting are sustained.

JVew Chester, Our report of this beloved portion of Ciod'a 
heritage, was fiivorable last year. But, we have greater things 
to tell. The Sabbath School increases in number and interest, 
and the Temperance cause advances. The members of the 
church are of one heart in regard to Teteperance, with only one 
exception, and this exception, it is thought, will not long have to 
be made. The congregation is growing, and 23 have been add- 
ed to the church, mScing it double to what it i^as a year ago. —

Re;* 
ligieus institutions are beginning to be more highly esteemed.—^

Seyen have l^n added to the OTtrrch, and one was propounded ' 
when the return was made out.

The charity bestowed 
on this people has evidently been the means of ^eat good. 
Mr. Smith's ministry has been truly suocesaftil. During the 
preceding year, there has been a precious seasim of refi>edi- 
ing fcomthe presence of the Lord. As the fruits, nearly 40, it 
is thought, have indulged hopes, over 30 have made a pro- 
fession of religion, and 10 family altars have been erected. . Ac- 
cording to Mr Smith's return that church has grown up under 
his ministry from 11 members, with only 2 males, to nearly 80, 
with 24 males. This Church is a Temperance Churqh, none 
being admitted, to it, or retained in it, whpdonot live upcmthe 
abstinence principle. The Tract. Cause, Domestic and Foreign 
Missions, Sabbath School and Bible Class instruptien, have ire- 
ceived very laudaUe attention, and this .attf^^^on has been aban^ 
dantly rewarded by the smiles of heaven. 

Shar<ya. Twei^y-five dollars were apfpropriated to this place, 
and the, people have employed Rev, JTaqob Hqi»t about three 
months. There are a few devoted diaoiplee of Jesus there, who 
are about to be organized into a QburcJi. The building of .a 
house for God is in contemplation, and that people are now lott- 
ing for the statpd ministration of the word and ordinanoea, 
and the Christian education of their children and youth 

Tro^, ' The Lord has made signal displays of his power aad 
grace among this people since our last report. It is hoped that 
about 40 have experienced, the renewix^ grace *of QfiA* The 
cause of Tempers^nce, and of benevolent enterprize generally, 
receives f^ountenance and support, and goes onward.

Rev. B. Whitr performed a mi^8ion here, of 3 weeks, 
and found.that people very thankful that. they were not forgotten 
by the Missionary Society* He preached nine times, admwMSter* 
ed the sacraments and visited from house to house, strengthening 
the things that remain ana tu'e r^ady to die. 
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ffah^ld. Tbifi dear ckurck has ei^eyed a >aar of the risht 
hand of the Most Highw The Spirit o£ the Lord has attended 
the oieaHs of graoe, the . ohweh haa reoeived SS, the Sabbath 
Schoo), Bible Class and TennperaneeReformation are in a state 
of improvement, fmA the cauaa of christian knowledge, of truth 
and^ righteousness is decidedly, advanoing. 

Warner, Here is a pleasing sample of what a small and fee- 
ble church oan do, with the blessing of God, and a little foreign 
aid for its encouragementi and under the guidance of a discreet 
and efficient pastor. 

There have been within four years, two revivals^ one in 18S7, 
the reauk of which ^was.about 60 hopeful conversions ; the other 
in 1831, and the result 75 hopeful coaveits. '^It is worthy of 
notice," says the pastor, ^^ that within 5 years past, nearly 70 
children of the -church, wlio received the seal of the covenant of 
grace in early life, have become hopefully pious in this town." 

The whole congjc^gatioaal population is- considerably less than 
30O, men^ wonien,.and children. Yet here is a church of 119 
members, at home, though within & years past, 34 have died, 19 
have taken letters of dismission, and 15 have moved away, but 
have not taken letters. In favor of the benevolent enterprizes 
of the day, this little community takes a4kcided and noble stand. 
The church isrunited and^ficieftt. It is nearly or quite purified 
from the rum pollution, y/Akich stains die garments of too mzxty of 
our churches. A Ladies? Society, for the support of the Grospel 
at home, raises the pvesent year ^j^. In the true spirit of self 
denial and. liberal effort, they have concluded to ask no more for- 
eign aid. But, with naany thanks to those who contribute to our 
funds, they gratefully acknowledge, that it is by assistance from 
our treasury, under God, they have been ^^ raised up from a state 
of depression and inefficiency, to a irtandiag among sister 
churches." 

Their beloved pastor, Rev; J. Wellmah, gives a very inter- 
estijQg report d the gtaciouf dealings of Providence with the 
peopb of his charge, and of their present prosperous state. 

Wenlworthandlhrehester, These churches have enjoyed a 
precimis season. Tathe church in Wentworth, SO have been 
added, and to that in Dorchester 7. Sabbath Schools and the 
cause of Temperance prosper. Charitable institotions receive 
some attention «nd suj^rt, and one gentleman in Wentworth 
had the generosity to propose to supp^ all the destitute in the 
town with the Holy Bible.

1%e interesting Bible Class in the Factory vfflage, mendonedin 
our last report, has shared richly in the blessings of divine grace. 
Ail its members became pious, m the judgement of charity, made 
a profession of religion, and have mostly left town. The class 
now consists of 90, and chieflj new meipbers. About 90 have 
joined the church. '^ But Oodj^' says the pastor, ^ has sorely 
chastised us the year past. He has taken from us three of our 
worthy members, two males and one female. One of them was 
our Ifeacon, a man on whom we all seemed to lean, and perhaps 
this was the reason why Ood saw fit to take him away. We feel 
that the Lord has laid his hand heavily upon us." 
Pastor, Rev. W. RiCbarosoic. Aid, 0100. 
In looking over the returns of oiir pastors and missionaries, 
to make out the above details^ we have much satisfaction ii> the 
evidence we discover of their efficiency, ftithMness, and zeal. 
And while we have the pleasure to return to the Christian public 
the thanksgivings of all the churches, for the kind and seasona- 
ble aid which they receive, we are in justice bound, and we re* 
joice to report as an honorable testimonial, their laudable self 
denial and their liberal contributions for the support of the ordi- 
nances of religion. They contribute -to the benevolent objects 
of the day ; and to support the gospel at home they tax them- 
selves from $1,50 to 5, 6, 7, and 8 dolfars, on •a single dollar of 
their valuation. And who would not be dad to help churches 
thus liberally disposed to help themselves f Ther^ have been 
doubts whether our uding ^eble churches would not paralyze 
their efforts, and prevent them fi*om making Aose sacrifices which 
ifleft to their own resources they would be disposed to make. But 
it is not so. A knowledge of facts cannot fail, we think, greatly to 
diminish,.if not, utterly to banish these doubts from our churches. 

You will recollect that we reported to you last year, that the 
little community of saints at Meredith Bridge, generously pro- 
posed to depend on their own resources, and let us impart the aid 
which we were ready to afford them, to other churches, whose 
ability, and perhaps their liberality, was less than their own. And 
God has regarded their largeness of heart with spiritual bless* 
ings a thousand fold. The noble example of that people, in giv- 
ing up foreign aid, has'no doubt had a salutary influence. 

The church in Warner, as we have already stated, has done 
likewise. There a little community, less in number, men, wom^n 
and children, all counted together^ than ancient Gideon's army 
was, has taken upon itself the responsibility of Mpporting the 
ordinances of Christianity, besides contributing something to 
carry forward the benevolent operations of the age. 
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^e church and Society in 'Pittsfietd, alaOi have mlide th« 
necessary sacrifices^ with aid from a Company in Portsmouth, 
who own a well regulated and lucrative Manufacturing Estab- 
lisiunent in Pittsfield^ to obtain the staled ministration otthe Gos- 
pel. * That Company have shown their wisdom^ as well as their 
uberdity, in assisting to furnish the means of moral culture to 
those who are m their employ, and to that flourishing villa^.^* 
Rev. P. Smith is engaged there as a stated supply. A jPro- 
tracted Meeting, commencing with Mr. SMitH^s ordination, as 
an Evangelist in June last, was followed with a revival, of which 
some persons of wealth and influence have become the hopeful 
subjects. 

The church and Society in Epsom, by their own liberality aod 
the self denial and ecpiiomy of their minister, now have a stated 
supply without foreign aid. 

The good people of Chichester, after being disheartened and 
well nigh desolated, applied to us for aid, and we encouraged 
'them that they should have assistance. They took courage. — 
€rod sent them a man, Rev. R. A. Putnam, the very man of 
their choice. Under his well directed labors, they tried their 
own strength, and found themselves much stronger than thef 
were aware. They raised the means of support from their owa 
resources, presented the candidate a call, and he was set over 
them in the Iiord last week, with flattering prospects of useful- 
ness and comfort. 

la regard to our pecuniary concerns, we bless Qod that we 
have some favorable things to xeport. The liberal spirit, which 
was awakened at our Anniversaiy in Portsmouth, two years ago, 
and which received a new impulse at our last Annual Meeting, 
in Concord, has) been well sustained through the year, and we 
trust it will expand and send forth its benign influences on this 
auspieious occasion. 

The pledges given at our last Anniversary, have been, we 
believe, generally redeemed^ in the sense in which they were 
understood. Some churches have raised a great deal more than 
their pastors pledged. 

The truly missionary spirit, which animated that occasion, ap- 
peared, not only in the. collection, which was nearly twice as 
large as any former one, but in the public consecration of lands 
to the Missionary Society. 

Rev. Mr. Davii, of Dorchester, made a donation to our Soci- 
ety of a piece of land, which has not as yet been conveyed to 
our Treasurer. Dea. Abiel, and Capt. Henry Rolfe, pf Conr 
cord, made to our Society the generous donation of a half of ^ 
lot of valuable land in lElumford, Me., and it has been made over 
to us by the prope; conveyance. The Lord reward these liberal 
benefactors of our Sd6iety athoiisand fold in spiritual blessings. 
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Rer, E. L. Parkkr^wm iMHrnnission^d bj the Londonderry 

Presbytery, as a Missionary Society, to propose to your Trus- 
tees certain conditions, on which it should become auxiliary to 
the New-Hampshire Missionary Society. The conditions were 
unanimously complied with, and the connnexion formed, from 
which we may reasonably hope for an increase of strength, of 
means and of usefulness. 

Our Committee, consisting of the President and Secretary, 
appointed for the purpose^ nominated the Rev. A. Rajvkin, and 
he was commissioned by the Patent Society at New- York, as 
Agent for the New-Hampshire Missionary Society. He enter- 
ed upon his agency in January fast, And leaving the de- 
tails of his travels and successes, to be by him reported, we 
have the pleasure to indulge the opinion, that the kind and hos- 
pitable manner in which )ie has been received by pastors and 
churches, and individuals, and the liberal contributions which 
have followed his applications, perfectly justify the appointment, 
and encourage the continuance of his agency. 

In another way, also, the Lord has been pleased to increase 
t>ur means of doing good. The aged and declining saint has 
remembered the wastes of Zion, and lefl on our records a stand- 
ing memorial of her love to Christ and his church. Madam 
Elizabeth Potter, late of Lebanon, has bequeathed to the New- 
Hampshire Missionary Society four hundred dollars, which leg- 
acy has actually been paid into our treasury. ITie generous 
donor has, doubtless, begun} but will never cea3e to enjoy her 
reward. 

For a more particular view of the present state of our pe- 
cuniary concerns, we refer to the treasurer's report, to Mr. 
Rankin's return of his agency, and the report of the N. H. 
Cent Institution. From these sources of information, it will, 
we believe, appear, that the cause of Home Missions is taking 
a stronger hold on the public mind, that contributions to this 
cause, are more liberal, and that we have abundant reason to be 
encouraged. The cause is God's, the means are of his own 
appointment, and final success is sure. Glance at the vast field 
which our country presents, for benevolent enterprize. l*hink 
of 2000 revivals in one year, of 100,000 converts to Jesus, of 
509 ministers of Christ, preaching to. 745 congregations under 
the patronage of the American Home Missionary Society,. 
60.000 enrolled on thle records of total abstinence within the. 
field of its Inbors, more than 9000 hopeful conversions, and more 
than 6000 reported as added to the churches by profession. And 
when we. have observed with deep felt gratitude the success with 
which the Parent Society is building the desolations of our 
American Zion, we record with adoring and devout thanksgiv- 
iti^ to Cidd the &ct;, thit^a large proportion of the ehiurches aid- 
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with revlTala the year past. 

Aa at the dose of our report last year, we had the privilege 
to state, as a motive to increased effort, Uiat it was a season of 
special mercy j the dews of hei^ven were gently distillinc upon 
the places where our fiinds are expended ; so, in conclusion, 
now, we rejoice to be able to report, as th^ glorious result of that 
season of naerey, that more than five hundred have been added 
to the churches under our patronage. 

The year now under review, has, indeed, been a year of the 
right hand of the Most High. £very cent of property devoted, 
and every ^orl made, consecrated with tears and prayers and 
faith, the God of Missions and of love has owned and prosper- 
ed. The dear churches scattered over the field of our benevo- 
leot operations, have rest, and are edyUij and walking in the fiar 
of ike Lordy and in the contort cf the Holy QJwai art mMplMa, — 
Individuals, families and communities have passed a wonderful 
renovation. Domestic altars have been erected in dwellings 
where the sacred and cheering voice of worship was never be- 
fore heard. Churches have been raised from a state of depres- 
sion and diecouragement, have taken down their harps, and put 
OQ the garments of praise. They seem to have heard, and to 
have received strength to obey that prophetic call, ^^ Break forth 
into joy, and sing together ye waste places of Jerusalem, for the 
Lord hath eomfoctod his people." And who would not wish 
to bear a part ia this blessed work ? Who docs not enjoy 
more real satbfaction in the little which he contributes to this 
object, than he dees in all the rest of his worldly substance ? — 
Property is coming to be esteemed and valued only when conse- 
crated to Christ and his church, ftpd employed in furnishing 
means of bringing men into the l^ingdom of God, to prepare for 
glory. Total abstinenoe and retrenchment are saving much for 
the treasury of the Lord. 

The god of fashion begins to tren^le on his throne. A voice 
from Burroah in the far distant ea3t, hes reached the ears of fe- 
male disciples estensively in these United States, and is likely 
to produce, at least, gome g^od effect on the article of dress.—^ 
While many of our own sex a^e abstaining from useksjs enn 
hartful expense, and consecrating money, houses, lands and mer- 
chaiidiee to the cause of Christ, diany ladies are putting off their 
ornaments, and casting them into the treasury of the Lord. Ar- 
ticles of jewelry sit not quite so easily, are not thought to be so 
efhcaoieas in preventing or removing diseases, nor does the 
fiiithful mirror show them to the wearer to be quite so beautiRil 
ornaments as formerly. Gold rings and necklaces are thrown 
into our public contributions, and conveHed into the means of 
lurnishing to the destitute that Gospel which teaches, '^ That 

3 
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women adorn themselveB in iaotloit apparel-HMK with broidered 
hair, or gold^ or pearls, or costly array, but with good works 
which becometh women professing godliness." And We re- 
joice to see inscribed, to some extent^ on the ornaments and con- 
veniences of life, ^' Holiness to the Lord.^^ When it shall be uni- 
versally so among the friends of Zion, we shall not want the 
means to repair our waste places, and furnish all our destitute 
population with the glorious gospel of Christ. The Lord hasten 
it in his time. Then shall our whole wilderness be a fruitful 
field, and all our deserts blossom. The Institution whose anni- 
versary we celebrate here to-day, we most devoutly and affec- 
tionately commend to the liberal patronage of the Christian pub- 
lic, to the kind and faithful regards of its mends, and to the bless- 
ing of Almighty God. 

We have much satisfaction in its present success, and entire 
confidence in its .ultimate triumph. 

And we do humbly and fondly expect, that, if through infinite 
mercy we ourselves arrive at heaven, we shall meet a blessed 
company there, prepared for that holy and happy place by means 
of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society. 

Your Secretary, in declining a re-election, wishes for the priv- 
iJege just to say to the members of this Society, in connexion 
with our Report, — 

1 thank you, my brethren, for the confidence you have reposed 
in me, as your unworthy organ of conmiunication for fifteen suc- 
cessive years. I cherish a most grateful sense of the candor 
with which my imperfect services have been viewed by the public 
eye, and received by the dear churches, pastors and missionaries, 
under our patronage. 
The office which the weakness of my eyes compels me to 
' leave, and which I have been for several years in vain attempt- 
ing to decline, is one of great responsibility, of much labor, and 
peculiar trials. But it has also peculiar comforts. It brings 
him who fills it into an intimate acquaintance with the spiritual 
wants of the churches, which is adapted to excite the tenderest 
and strongest sympathies, and very much to endear to his heart 
the cause of Domestic Missions. And while I retire from the 
office with no small reluctance, but with a settled conviction of 
duty, I beseech the God of grace to endow my successor with 
more wisdom and efficiency, and to make him more useful in the 
precious cause.

Bear Brother, — I havo been sustained in the prosecution 
of the agency to which yoar Board commissioned me, last year, 
by a benignant Providence, six months. During this time I 
have travelled 1500 miles, visited 5 counties, and 90 missionary 
stations or destitute towns ; corresponded with several others ; 
organized 25 town associations and 2 county societies ; plead 
the cause of Home Missions before between 60 and 70 assem- 
blies ; collected and paid into the treasury $9^ 42, and secur- 
ed to our cause |jt2(KK). In this sum, however, is not included 
$135 raised in two towns to be expended to build their own 
wastes. Of the sum collected, 8790 79 have been paid in to the 
treasury of the N. H. M. S., and 132 63 into the A. H. M. S. 
The parent Society has also received ^10 from Rev. Mr. Clem- 
ent's society, Chester ; j^Ofrom Hon. J. Darling, Henniker ; 
and $195 from the Rev. Mr. Barstow's society, Keene : total 
known to have been paid into the treasury o^ the A. H. M. S. 
since Sept. 1831, from N. Hampshire, $367 63. I have obtained 
in 15 towns 4t life members, which amount to $1230, $582 of 
which have been paid, $235 will be due in 1833, and the re- 
mainder may be expected in four annual payments of $103 each. 

Many facts have been elicited by the progress of your agent, 
evidential of the pervading influence of strong holy affection, 
and of hopeful moral health in the community, and which prom- 
ise much to Zion. The cause whose paramount claims I pre- 
sent, has met not only a cordial, but a joyfid welcotncy in every 
place. I have found, among the disciples" of Jesus, great com- 
passion for lost men — ardent affection to the Saviour — much 
devotion to the interests of the church — strong faith that Christ 
will soon have the heathen for his inheritance and the uttermost 
parts of the earth for his possession, and in very many instances 
a cheerful willingness to devote wealth to the conversion of the 
world. An invisible agency has created a new spiiit of enter- 
prize for souls, and for Christ among the saints. They realize 
more than ever before, that they are not their own ; and are glad 
to labor and sacrifice for him who loved them and gave himself 
for them. They begin to believe, that if they give their pecuni- 
ary treasure to God, that he may be glorified in his Son, they 
shall receive good measure, pressed down, shaken together and 
running over. 

' This confidence in God will give us funds. I have no fears 
on this subject. The cause of Home Missions will command 
the resources of our churches if any cause will.

Society was held in Rev. Z. S. Barstow's meeting-house, at 
Keene, Sept. 5, 1833. The meeting was opened with pray- 
er by Rev. Mr. Wheeler, of Vt. 

Extracts from the Report of the Trustees were then read by 
the Secretary. Rev. Silaa Aiken moved its acceptance, 
adoption, and publication ; Rev. J. M. Putnam seconded the 
motion, and each of them addressed the meeting in an appro- 
priate manner. The motion passed. 

Rev. Mr. Raukin, the Agent, read a report respecting his 
labors. 

Rev. Thomas T. Waterman, of Rhode Island, offered the 
following Resolution : 

Resolved, That it be recommended to each member of the 
Congregational and Presbyterian churches in this State, to 
become annual subscribers to the New Hampshire Missionary 
Society.

Voted, By the Trustees, that the following RcEfolutions, 
which were adopted and published a few years ago, be re- 
published with the -Report of the present year. 

1. That in every application for aid, it shall be distinctly 
stated how much the subscribers pay on the dollar of their 
valuation, and how much they can raise without foreign aid. 

2. That no church shall receive aid from the Treasury of 
the New Hampshire Missionary Society, whose members 
generally do not practically favor the cause of temperance. 

3. That our grants shall not be repeated to any people, 
who do not annually settle up their subscriptions or ministerial 
taxes before they make a renewed application, and that such 
a settlement has been made must be stated distinctly in their 
application. 

4. That no Pastor or Missionary shall have his order upon 
the Treasurer, until he shall have made a return of his 
services. 

5. That no church and society, under the patronage of the 
N. H. M. S. shall dismiss their Pastor without the knowledge 
and consent of the Trustees or their Committee. 



RfiPOR'T. 

Brethren, — God, in his' kind Providence, bearing ud 
onward to our last account, permits our assembling to cele- 
brate the thirty-second anniversary of the New Hampshire 
Missionary Society. Each revolving year reminds us afresh 
of our weakness and unworthiness. Looking back to 1801, 
we inquire in vain for most of those who were then assembled 
to organize this Society. They are gone to receive their re- 
ward. We know they were men whose hearts glowed with 
a species of benevolence which could not be limited to their 
own people or to this State. For eight years the Missionaries 
of this Society were itinerant ; and they were sent to those 
destitute of the Gospel in New Hampshire, Maine, Vermont 
and New York. Those commissioned aikd sent abroad were 
generally settled pastors, whose successful labors had shown 
that they were favored of God. In JSOfi, the Society began 
to locate Missionaries ; and since 1811 its efforts have been 
almost exclusively directed to the poor and destitute in this 
State. * The poor we have always with us.' 

Even now, after our Society has devoted twenty-two years" 
labor for their benefit, the desolations of our Zion are more 
numerous than our means and men for building them up. 
During the past year, which we consider a year of prosperity, 
seven or eight settled pastors, who were assisted by our So- 
ciety, have been dismissed, and only one or two have been 
installed over our feeble churches. These are facts, which 
give full scope to faith and patience, and call loudly for wis- 
dom in planning our future c(mrse. Love to God and man is 
not to be conquered by trial^nor discouraged by disappoint- 
ments. Present circumstances lead to the solemn inquiry^ 
are our hearts sufficiently devoted to the work, and our be- 
nevolent efforts well directed and performed in the exercise 
of a living faith ? Have we commenced at, the foundation ? 

An unskilful agent of the Temperance, Tract, Education, 
Foreign, or Domestic Missionary Society, wishing to magniQ^ 
his office, endeavors to show that the cause he advocates has 
claims paramount to all others. But, why all this exclusive- 
ness in surveying and supplying the wants of the^ needy ? All 
these and other benevolent Societies have one father, and 
hold their place in the world like so many brothers in a new 
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country. '' The wildernesB and the solitary place ahall be 
glad for them, and the desert shall rejoice and blossom as the 
rose." Between them a mutual dependence subsists, and no 
one could be benefitted by depressing or undervaluing another. 
The weakness or death of either, would be a cause of mourn- 
ing to all the rest. Should one of our Missionaries turn all 
the efforts of the church and people where he labors to his 
own support, or to aid the society which sustains him ; should 
he at the concert of prayer for the conversion of the world, 
direct their attention to their own wants, or cause their con- 
tributions to return into their own bosoms ; he would almost 
certainly make that church and people beggars for life ; or 
at least, always dependent on others to sustain the Gospel 
among them. Cherishing the spirit of selfishness, and ''with- 
holding more than is meet, tends to poverty," In relation to 
all the privileges of the Gospel. The church and people, 
who are accustomed to consider their own wants greater than 
all others, never know, ''that it is more, blessed to give than 
to receive," nor will they be likely to maintain the institu- 
tions of the Gospel. Christ is the true vine, and all his people 
are branches. Their efforts for each other's good, or for the 
good of the poor and destitute, are the rich clusters on the 
vine, which diffuse joy and gladness. If we look upon 
Christ as the fountain of all good, his church is the reservoir, 
which receives from his fulness, and in her benevolent efforts 
pours forth streams, which make glad the city of our God ! 
To open a channel for any one of ^nese streams, is to pro- 
mote the honor of God and the good of men. The conver- 
sion of the world is an object of sufficient magnitude to inter- 
est every heart, and employ all the powers of men and an- 
gels. Many must be employed in this work. Let each be- 
nevolent individual associate with others as he pleases, till 
societies are greatly increased in number, and in their opera- 
tion greatly diversified. ' Let 90 one forbid another or put a 
stumbling block or an occasion to fall in his brother's way.' 
Christ is " the tree of life," all associations of his people are 
branches, " yielding their fruit every month,'' while their 
benevolent efforts are " leaves for the healing of the nations." 
Let these bo increased a thousand fold, and the day will 
dawn, " when there shall be no more curse, when .the throne 
of God and of the Lamb'Shall be in the midst, and his ser- 
vants shall serve him." This Society has an important part 
to act in the great work. The Gospel must be sustained in 
every church, and sent to every destitute town and village 
in this State, and all others. 



EFFORTS AND APPROPRIATIOICS. 

The opening of the past year was peculiarly promising. 
The demonstrations of sympathy for the poor and destitute, 
and the liberal contributions and pledges for their assistance, 
which were made at our last anniversary, gave feeble churches 
encouragement to state their wants; and the Trustees to prom- 
ise them efficient aid. More than three thousand nine hundred 
and sixty dollars were pledged on that day to be paid into 
our Treasury in six years ; and several hundreds were paid 
on the spot. A resolution was passed to raise six thousand 
dollars, to be appropriated during the year. Having the 
clearest evidence of public approbation, and a popular Agent 
in the field, the Trustees proceeded to make appropriations 
to the full amount of six thousand dollars. They have not 
rejected the petition of any, whoso efforts showed that they 
were willing to help themselves, or whose wants pleaded in 
th0ir behalf. Appropriations have been made to seventy-six 
churches and congregations, besides two others, whose boun- 
daries are not so definitely limited. Of these seventy-three 
churches, only eighteen or nineteen have settled Pastors, and 
eight or ten others a constant supply through the year. In 
several instances one Pastor or Missionary supplies two, and 
sometimes three places. Fifly-three or fifly-four different 
laborers have been employed in our service, and a great part 
of them through the year. 

Appropriations have been made to several stations in eacl\ 
of the counties in the State. 

In Strafford co. 17 stations, amounting to $1289 85 

In Graflon co. 19 '

The appropriations to these seventy-six chur ches and 
congregations amount to five thousand three hundred ninety- 
seven dollars eighty-five cents. Three hundred dollars have 
been paid over to the parent Society ; this, with the expense 
of printing and the support of the agency, swell our appropri-^ 
ations above six thousand dollars. 

The following alphabetical list, with Alton and the An-* 
droscoffffin station, presents a view of the length and breadth 
of our missionary field. 
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At Anioil-eag is a small church of twenty-two members, 
seven males and fifteen females ; three of whom have been 
added the past year. A Sabbath School was sustained during 
the warm season, a Bible Class through the year — and some 
efforts were made for benevolent purposes. 

Mr. Benjamin F. Foster, missionary, supplied half of the 
time. Aid $50. 

Alexandria. The head of the church has looked upon this 
branch of Zion, and cheered the hearts of its members. Sev- 
enteen have been added to the church, though it now num- 
bers only thirty-three. The cause of temperance and Sabbath 
Schools has assumed a new aspect, and the people are tak- 
ing measures to build a meeting-house for the use of the con* 
gregational church and society. 

Rev. James Hobart, missionary, supplying one third of the 
time. Aid $50. 

Alstead East, and Marlow. In Alstead the church has not 
increased ; the Sabbath School is composed of all ages, and 
is interesting ; ten or twelve are thought to have been re- 
cently born of the Spirit. This people are making a lauda- 
ble effort to sustain the Gospel. 

The church in Marlow is feeble and disheartened, and likely 
to be disbanded, and its members united with otlter churches. 

Rev. M. Gerould, pastor. Aid $50. 

Atldnson, Many things in relation to this missionary field 
are discouraging. The population of the town is but little 
over 500, and they are divided among four denominations, 
each occupying the same house. Those favoring the congre- 
gational interest are but a minor part; the congregation on the 
Sabbath varies from 50 to 150. We rejoice to learn, that 
about one half of these are connected with the Sabbath 
School, and some others with a Bible Class. The church 
numbers 60 members ; six were received from other churches 
the last year. 

Rev. Luke A. Spofford, pastor. Aid $100. 

Barrington. In this place the Lord has visited and refresh- 
ed his people ; sixteen have been added to the church, and 
several others hopefully converted. "Of those added, 9 were 
males, and 7 heads of families. Whole number 54. Biblical 
instruction receives increasing attention, and the cause of 
temperance and truth prospers. The report closes — '• Wo 
are still beggars, but if the amount of $50 can be granted us 
the coming year, and God in mercy continues to smile upon 
us as he has for the last three years, we shall need nothing 
more from the Missionary Society but their prayers." 

Rev. Samuel H. Merrill, pastor. Aid $50. 
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Beihlekem and Franconia. Rev. Mr. Fairbank was com- 
missioned to labor in this field, but he has not yet performed 
his mission. Mr. William Richardson is now fulfilling a com- 
mission there. Aid $50. 

BridgewcUer, Chuich about 30 members ; some attention 
to religion, and seven have been added to the church. A 
temperance society flourishes, and the people are disposed to 
do what they can. 

Missionaries, Rev. J. Hobart and D. C Burt. Aid $60. 
Bradford, During the year ending in March last, 10 were 
added to this church. The Sabbath School has increased in 
numbers, and is more interesting than ever before. The cause 
of temperance has advanced ; a great majority of the church 
have taken a decided stand against that insidious enemy, 
which has heretofore paralyzed their efforts, and still poisons 
some members. Their efforts for the support of the Gospel 
and church discipline are commendable; and the benevolent 
objects of the day are not forgotten. 
Rev. Orlando G. Thatcher, pastor. Aid $100. 
Bristol, Church numbers 53 ; six addjed last year. The 
church is united in effort, and increasing in liberality and in 
strength. Enjoying the favor of receiving aid, they know al- 
so the blessing of sharing the labor in sending the Gospel to 
the ends of the earth. 

Rev. John S. Winter, pastor. Aid $100. 
Cancum, Rev. Mr. Foster was dismissed by a mutual 
council at the close of the year 1832, and Rev. Mr. Fuller 
settled in his place in May following. The church prospers. 
Aid $50. . 

Conwcfju, The church is feeble ; the pastor lefl last au- 
tumn. Rev. Thomas W. Duncan spent some weeks there in 
the winter. Aid ^25. 

Colebrooh, A hne from the pastor, dated in November last, 
says, '' I am quite alone here as to ministerial society, there 
being no brother in the ministry nearer than thirty miles, nor 
more than two within forty miles. Here is a wide wild moral 
waste, where a missionary is very much needed. I should 
feel very much encouraged and strengthened, could I see the 
face of a brother in the Gospel ministry in my neighborhood." 
The Colebrook church consists of 85 members, 30 males^ 
and 65 females. Only a small part of them reside in Cole- 
brook; many reside in Columbia, some in Limington, and 
Canaan, Vt. a few in Stewartstown, and others scattered up 
and down the river fifteen or twenty miles. Thus '' this 
daughter of Zion is left as a cottage in a vineyard^ as a lodge 
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in a garden of cucumbers, as a besieged city." No wonder 
that the pastor's hands sometimes hang down, when he fears 
his more favored brethren forget him. Here and there an in- 
stance of awakening gives evidence that the Lord is not un- 
mindful of his sheep scattered on the mountains. 
Pastor, Rev. E. G. Bradford. Aid $100. 
Another missionary, Rev. J. Holt, was sent into that region 
in the spring. His report corroborates the suggestions of 
Mr. Bradford. He has labored most of the time in Columbia 
and Stewartstown. Having preached two Sabbaths in Errol, 
he foHnd no professor of religion of any denomination : a fe- 
male professor from a neighboring town took a school there, 
and opening a Sabbath Schdol, twenty children attended the 
second day — more than one-iiflh of all in town. The people 
are making an efibrt to sustain him for a year. Aid $84. 

Dalton and Whitefield. Here are two small churches, to 
which none have been added by profession the year past. 
The Sabbath Schools and Bible Classes are small, but prom- 
ising usefulness ; the monthly concert of prayer is maintain- 
ed in both. The temperance movement promotes the cause 
of n^orality and religion. 
Rev. William Hutchinson, pastor. Aid $100. 
Daribury, Church 43. members, and 8 added. Here the 
labors of our Missionary have been like the coming of Titus; 
God has revived his work in a measure. It is believed the 
church has increased in grace as well as in number. 

Rev. James Hobart, missionary for one third of the time. 
Aid $50. 

Deering. The church in Deering has received 5 males by 
profession during the year. The cause of temperance, Sab- 
bath Schools, and Bible Class instruction advance, and the 
church and society gain strength. 
Pastor, Rev. Eber Child. Aid $100. 
Dublin. This little church seems ready to rejoice, though 
in the midst of trials and discouragements. Their efforts for 
obtaining the stated ministry of the Gospel have scarcely an 
equal in this State. A female, with no other property ex- 
cept the fruits of her daily labor, voluntarily gave ten dollars, 
rather than live without the glorious Gospel of the blessed 
God. But having watched, prayed, and labored, they have 
not been able to establish the ministry among them. They 
have recently invited a man to settle with them, but he thinks 
the voice of Providence calls him another way. Aid $50. 

Dorchester, Amidst all our efforts to strengthen this feeble 
church, it has even grown weaker." Seven, have been added, 
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but many of its members have removed to find a more favored 
residence. It is to be feared, notwithstanding the recent re- 
freshings from heaven, that these mountains will ere long be 
like those of Gilboa, where neither rain nor dew descended^ 
Few will be found to watch and pray and labor for the in- 
gathering of souls to Christ. The Fastor, having fulfilled his 
contract, has lefl the field, to take up his residence at Went- 
worth, which see. 

Rev. I. S. Davis, late pastor. Aid ^50. 

Durham. Here in a pleasant village of considerable busi» 
ness is a feeble church of 64 members, of whom 12 have been 
added within a year and a half ; still there are only 15 male 
members. The church is thought to practice on the principles 
of entire abstinence from ardent spirit, and to exert a salu- 
tary influence on those around them. Intemperance and oth- 
er vices are made to hide their heads, and the cause of truth 
advances. The fact that nearly as much is paid to benevolent 
societies, in which they have no self-interest, as they receive 
from our Treasury, promises much for their future prosperity. 

Mr. A. Tobey, missionary. Aid jjJlOO. 

Eaton, An appropriation was made for this place, but no 
messenger of the Lord has been found to enter the field and 
gather fruit unto eternal life. 

Effingham, An appropriation was made one year ago for 
Effingham, but we are not informed that any Missionary has 
visited the place. 

Enfield, George Hill. Three have been added to the 
church this summer, and they have a prospect of greater in- 
crease. They now have a heart to build a house for God^ and 
it is believed he will prosper them. 

Missionaries, Mr. Perley, and Rev. Jo&iah Towne. Aid 
$100. 

Epping, In this place is a feeble church, having many dis- 
couragements. Rev. Mr. Spofford spent eight weeks in this 
place, Hawke and Salem. Aid $56. 

Farmington, Rev. Mr. Riggs has spent ten weeks in this 
place as our Missionary. He found one Sabbath School in 
operation, and established another; both are small. He re- 
ports some cases of seriousness, but many obstacles lie in 
the way of Zion's prosperity. Aid $70. 

Franklin, The report from Franklin states, *' On the whole 
the last has been an interesting year in the history of this 
church. They liave separated themselves from those who 
differ from them essentially in principle, and Grod has blessed 
them." Their present number exceeds 50 ; 11 having been 
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added during the year ; Sabbath Schools are {prosperous. A 
church and people situated as these are will ever receive the 
afTectionate sympathy of the people of God, and the hand of 
benevolence will be open for their assistance. 

Rev. Daniel D. Tappan, minister. Aid $100. 

Gilmanton Iron Works, The little church of 13 memberfl, 
gathered in this village two years ago, has incfeased fourfold. 
The Gospel appears to have been, as in the days of the 
Apostles, " the power of God unto salvation." Biblical in- 
struction receives increasing attention, the cause of temper- 
ance advances, and the people are awake to the importance 
of extending the blessings of the Gospel to all men. While 
such a spirit is cherished, the Lord will be with them. 

Rev. C. G. Safford, pastor. Aid $100. 

Oilmanton Centre. Here is a temperance church of 60 
members, five added the past year ; more than, half have 
been added within three years. Four temperance stores and 
two temperance taverns are in successful operation. The 
church is a Sabbath School, having many others, of every 
age, learned and ignorant, united with them in searching the 
Scriptures. They know the blessedness of giving and re- 
ceiving, for they are enabled to do more for benevolent so- 
cieties than we do for them. 

Rev. Daniel Lancaster, minister. Aid $100. 

Crihum, This church having labored and made sacrifices 
for three years, was not able to support their pastor with the 
aid afiTorded by the Missionary Society ; he was therefore 
dismissed, and removed to Westmoreland in April last. Dur- 
ing his abode with them the church increased from 24 to 42, 
and he gives them credit for having done what they could. 

Late pastor, Rev. £. Chase. Aid $100. 

Goshen. This church and people made great but unsuc- 
cessful efiTorts to establish the Gospel among themselves. 
Rev. Mr. White and several others have visited and preached 
among them. The church has 20 members, and has a house 
of worship one-third of the time. Aid $85. 

Groton and Hebron. These churches consist of about 80 
members in each town. The pastor, Rev. Asa P. Tenny, 
having fulfilled his contract for five years> and removed in 
February, reports, that during his pastoral relation 40 were 
added to the church in Hebron, 31 in Groton, two young 
men had commenced study with a view to the sacred minis- 
try, and two others had resolved on a similar course. Tem- 
perance and sobriety, and the cause of benevolence had gain- 
ed strength in those places. Aid $80. 
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BaverhiU N. fiev. Benjamin P. Stone was commisBioned 
and sent to this place, but Providence seemed to call him 
another way, and no othe^ has been sent in his place. Aid $5. 

Hinsdale. At our last anniversary this church consisted of 
only 15 members, now it embraces 50. 

Agreeably to public notice, the pastor, taking one member 
with him, commenced visiting all the families, in which any 
were supposed to be christians, about the last of October. 
An attention to religion commenced immediately, and since 
that time 35 have been added to the church. The cause of 
temperance has many witnesses of its happy influence ; and 
as far as pious feeling has been promoted, the spirit of be- 
nevolence has been excited also. 

Rev. Elipbalet Strong, pastor. Aid $100. 

In Holderness is no congregational church nor meeting- 
house. Rev. James Hobart labored there a few weeks. 
Aid $16. 

Hooksett is a small manufacturing village of quite a floating 
population. The congregational church made an effort to 
secure the labors of Rev. Mr. Boyter. At the commence- 
ment of his ministry there some unusual attention appeared, 
and hopes were raised ; there were some hopeful conversions, 
then the work ceased. The Sabbath School and Bible Class 
are somewhat interesting, temperance advances — 50 were 
added to the society the 26th of February. Aid $100. 

'Hudson. A small church of 80 members ; five added the- 
past year. The cause of temperance gains strength aind popu- 
larity ; several Sabbath Schools are sustained, with increas- 
ing libraries ; but the state of religion is low. 

Rev. Samuel Harris stated supply. Aid $75. 

LMchfield. Mr. James W. Perkins spent a few weeks ii^ 
this town, and visited nearly every family ; preached on the 
Sabbath, and in the week revived the monthly concert, and 
attended Biblical instruction. Aid $42. 

I/yman. A small sum was promised this people, but no 
missionary has been found to labor among them. 

Lamprey River, Fourteen have been added to this church, 
raising its numbers to 95. It is a temperance church. The 
Temperance Society contains near 600 members, and more 
than half have been added since our last report. Since all 
the true friends of temperance are lovers of their fellow men, 
the benevolent objects of the day are sustained here, and the 
Sabbath School flourishes. 

Rev. O. Tinker, pastor. Aid $100. 

Lancaster. This church consists of about 100 members; 
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some hopeful conversions have occurred, und 10 or 12 have 
been added the past year. Sabbath Schools and Bible Classes 
are attended in the warm season. A Temperance Society, 
formed 26th of February last, had 150 members the first of 
April. The report says, ** Upon the whole, we are of opin- 
ion that the prospect of the church in this place, according to 
the view of Christians themselves, is more favorable than it 
hUsJbeen at any former period.'' 

Rev. Andrew Go van, pastor. Aid j|(lOO. 

Loudon Village. Fifty dollars were appropriated to this 
church, on condition that they secure preaching at least half 
of the year. Rev. Warren Nichols has labored there several 
months, and his labors have been successful in securing a 
great desire for stated preaching. 

Marlborough. This people have made a successful effort 
to supply themselves with the ordinances of the Gospel for 
one year. A Sabbath School hal^ bSen organized, and one or 
two classes manifest some special attention. 

Mr. Erastus Curtis, minister.' Aid $100. 

Meredith Village. The circumstances of this church have 
materially changed since our last report. The pastor. Rev. 
J. Lane, engaged in an agency for the Bible Society in the 
winter ; and having secured a successor, he was dismissed in 
April. A new meeting-house was finished, paid for, and dedi- 
cated to God last winter ; seven were added to the church. 
Rev. Mr. Wheeler reports an interesting Sabbath School, 
which includes most of the congregation. The Sabbath and 
sanctuary are a blessing. Some are anxious for their souls. 
Aid $100. 

MerHmack. The state of religion is more promising than 
it has been for several years. Temperance has made a decid- 
ed advance. They have had stated preaching most of the 
year. 

Rev. R. C. Hatch, missionary. Aid $50. 

Merrimack Union Evangelical Church contains 56 mem- 
bers — two have been added. This church appears to be root- 
ed and built up in the truth, though at present without the 
reviving influences of the Holy Spirit. They look abroad and 
behold the desolations of Zion, and put forth an effort to raise 
them. The cause of temperance moves onward. 

Pastor, Rev. Samuel H. Tolman. Aid $100. 

Milton. Rev. Benjamin G. Willey commenced his mission 
in this place in October, and has witnessed more or less of 
the reviving influence of the Holy Spirit ever since. It is 
thought as many as twenty have embraced the truth in the 
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love ofit. Five Sabbath Schools are in successful operatiou, 
and all furnished with libraries, most of them purchased the 
present year. The benevolence of one or more individuals 
in a neighboring\town has greatly assisted this cause. The 
state of the church and people is now promising ; they are 
ready to exert themselves in favor of truth and righteousness. 
We trust the Lord has put forth his hand to restore this 
branch of Zion, and the angels of heaven have tuned their 
harps anew. Aid ^50. 

Moultonhorough, The church in this place is feeble, and 
the pastor oflen faint, yet pursuing. The destitute region in 
the vicinity adds to the arduousness of his labors, more than 
to his subsistence, or to his joys. Much is to be done to build 
this waste, and fill every mouth with the praise of God. 

Pastor, Rev. Joshua Dodge. Aid ^50. 

Manchester contains a church of 38 members, of which six 
have been added the past year. Eight or ten hopeful con- 
versions are reckoned. A Temperance Society has been 
formed, and a Cent Society ; but they have no convenient 
place for public worship. 

Mr. Benjamin F. Foster, missionary half of the time. 
Aid $50. 

JVew Chester, This church and society have made a vigor- 
ous effort to strengthen the things which remain, which were 
ready to die ; having painted their meeting-house, purchased 
a parsonage, and built a house well adapted to literary and 
religious purposes. These improvements have cost about a 
thousand dollars, still they have not been unmindful of the 
wants of others. Their contributions exhibit a constant re- 
gard to the benevolent objects of the day. The church is a 
strict temperance society ; though five have been added to its 
number, this does not make good the loss by death and re- 
movals. 

Pastor, Rev. Isaac Knight. Aid $100. 

JVbrthJield. This church is poor, but prosperous ; ten have 
been added to the church, making 80. Sabbath School 
through the year ; and some it is believed have passed from 
death to life. 

Rev. Liba Conant, pastor. Aid $100. 

Orange church contains only seven or eight members, scat- 
tered upon the mountains ; they are weakened by the way, 
as their number is diminished by removals to more favored 
spots. ^ 

Missionaries, Rev. Amos Foster and Rev. Nathaniel Lam- 
bert. Aid $67. 
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Ossipee, A oommiasioa was made out for this place^ bat 
it has not been fuliiiled. 

PiemwrU. This church still keeps the unity of the spirit in 
the bond of peace. Interest is felt in the Sabbath Scboolsy 
Bible, and temperance associations, and the monthly concert 
of prayer. Eleven have been added to the church ; their 
courage and strength is somewhat increased. 
Rev. Robert Biake, pastor. Aid $50. 
PiUsfield, Over this place the windows of heaven have 
opened, the showers of grace have descended, and the fruits 
of the Spirit abide '* like never-withering flowers." It \a 
hoped that the church, having received an accession of 34, 
which doubles its numbers, will grow in grace, and in every 
good work. 
Rev. Preserved Smith, minister. Aid $100. 
Plainjield West, Rev. Mr. Loomis lefl this place soon 
after our last anniversary. In Nov. Rev. Mr. Poor was sent 
there, but they despairing of a congregational minister, had 
given up the meeting-house to the Baptists for the winter, he 
therefore lefl them. Aid $7. 

"Raymond. This church contains 152 members, of which 19 
have been added the last year. The great head of the church 
4ias favored them with some tokens of his presence in the 
work of the Spirit, and we may hope they will soon be able 
to support the Gospel without foreign assistance. But the 
tincient house in which their fathers worshipped, where they 
bIso have seen the displays of his grace, now trembles with 
«ge, and ceases to protect the worshippers from the piercing 
"cold and the driving storm. It is hoped that the blessing of 
heaven may strengthen their purpose, and give success to 
their efibrts to build a new house, in which the presence of 
the Lord will be more abundantly manifested than in the an- 
cient one. 

Rev. Seth Farnsworth, pastor. Aid $50. 
Uoxhwry. The church contains 37 members, and they are 
reported as awake to the calls of duty. Sabbath Schools, the 
temperanee cause, and the objects of benevolence prosper. 
Missionary, Mr. Alanson Rawson. Aid ^\Q0, 
Rye. This people have purchased a valuable parsonage, 
and paid the quarter part of the cost. The church is increas- 
ing in numbers and strength, and has the prospect of soon be- 
ing able to support the Gospel without foreign aid. Should 
they feel more deeply and exert themselves more successfully 
for the universal spread of the Gospel, they would no doubt 
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renew thetr Btrength. Sabbath School and temperance efforts 
prosper. 

Rev. Bezaleel Smith, pastor. Aid $100. 
Sandoivn, An appropriation was made to this place, but 
no man has been found to feed the people with the br«ad 
of life. 

Sandwich. Here are two churches, with one pastor set- 
tled last January. The north church contains only 15 mem- 
bers, the other 76 ; they are considered temperance churches, 
enjoying the blessings of peace and prosperity. No one of 
the five stores in town sells ardent spirit, for their owners re- 
gard the welfare of their fellow men. Sabbath School instruc- 
tion receives encouraging attention. We hope to see these 
churches rise beautiful as Tirzah and comely as Jerusalem. 
Pastor, Rev. Giles Leach. Aid $100. 
Sharon, Twenty-five dollars were appropriated to aid and 
encourage this little church, but a man has not been found to 
labor with them. 

Thornton church contains about 40 members ; Mr. Daniel 
C. Burt labored there six weeks, preached ^on the Sabbath 
and during the week, visited about 90 families, and led the 
place. Rev. Mr. Dana supplies there statedly. It is hoped 
that temperance and truth wiU yet prevail, and the Gospel 
become effectual to the salvation of many. Aid $100. 

Troy. The connexion between this church and their pastor, 
Rev. S. Morse, was dissolved in February by mutual con- 
sent, and they are again \e(i as sheep without a shepherd. 
Aid $66,66. 

Unity. This feeble church is in the vicinity of several oth- 
erSy which are also destitute of the stated ordinances of the 
Gospel. Rev. Mr. White labored there as our missionary 
eight weeks, supplied the destitute with Bibles, distributed 
Tracts, and received one into the church. There are now 
only 17 members, and some of them greatly disheartened. 
Aid $56. 

Wakefield. The five years, for which Rev. Samuel Nichols 
contracted with this people, expired in May, and he was dis- 
missed by a mutual council. The church increased during 
his ministry from 9 to 46 ; they have an excellent meetiiig- 
house, and other encouragements to repair this waste. We 
hope it may be done speedily. Aid $66,66. 

Wentworth. Thirty-two have been added to this church, 
and Rev. Mr. Davis has been installed as their pastor. The 
Sabbath School is prosperous-^temperanee stands firm, hav- 
ing no distillery or rum-selling store to oppose it. The state

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of morals is improving, and the wants of others, destitute of 
the bread of life, are exciting attention. May the Lord feed 
them with knowledge and understanding. 

Rey. Increase S. Davis, pastor. Aid $50. 

tVilton, This church knows how good and how pleasant it 
is for brethren to dwell together in unity. They experience 
the benefits of the Sabbath School and the temperance move- 
ment. They have learned also to distribute to the needy even 
more than they receive to aid in the support of their beloved 
pastor. They increase in strength, and will eventually rise 
above the rank of beneficiaries, and rejoice in being stewards 
of the bounties of heaven. The church now contains about 
80 members, all favoring the Sabbath School, the temperance 
cause, and other means of blessing the world. 

Pastor, Rev. William Richardson. Aid $100. 
JVolfehorough, Rev. Enos Merrill was commissioned to 
labor m this place, hoping that a church would be organized 
and he be installed ; but having labored arduously for about 
eight months, and seeing no church gathered, and no pros- 
pect of permanent support, he accepted an invitation to a more 
promising field in a neighboring State. 

There are some in this place who love the truth, and are 
willing to make an efibrt to sustain it. Many in this region 
need the Gospel, but we have not been able to find one to 
succeed Mr. Merrill. Aid $95,19. 

Washington, Here is a little church subsisting amidst 
many discouragements, having been destitute of the Grospel 
much of the time the year past. 

Rev. Joseph Gofie, missionary. Aid $56. 



RESULTS OP APPROPRIATIONS. 

In consequence of the aid afforded the feeble churches in 
New Hampshire, the Gospel has been statedly and constantly 
preached and its ordinances administered in about thirty 
places, where they would otherwise have had only occasional 
or temporary supplies. Ten or fifteen othor places have been 
supplied regularly a part of the time ; and others have re- 
ceived an occasional portion of the bread of life, of which 
they would have been wholly destitute but for the timely aid 
of the Missionary Society. The pastors of the feeble churches 
and our missionaries have generally preached three sermons 
on the Sabbath, and from one to three sermons during the 
week, besides tdcing the lead in various other religious meet- 
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ings. They have uniformly encouraged Sabbath Schools and 
Bible Classes, and most of them have seen these institutions 
flourishing during the continuance of their labors. They 
have proved efficient helpers of the temperance reformation. 
Five or six have reported considerable revivals ; thirty-two 
of these churches have received an addition of 340 to their 
members. Thirty-three of these feeble churches now have 
£034 members, an average of 31 each. 

It is believed, however, that the greater part of the addi- 
tions to these churches have been the gleanings of a former 
harvest, rather than the fruit of recent labors. The benefit 



able and faithful ministers of the Gospel be increased, is one 



ot' peculiar interest to New Hampshire^ and one which is 
every month-^ecoHMng more and more important to our whole 
land. Many of our feeble churches have pleaded in earnest 
for a Missionary, but we had none to seild them ; they re* 
maijn, therefore, destitute of the Gospel, and almost all its at- 
tendant blessings. The churches are not strengthened and 
increased, the Bible is not expounded, the rising generation 
are not instructed in things pertaining to their future and ever* 
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Home Missionary and •A, Pastor^s Journal, 

The distribution of this interesting and important periodical 
was confided to your Agent, Nov. 1832. Since that time it 
has been issued at Salisbury, as early as possible ader its 
arrival from New YorJc. About 220 copies of it are now cir- 
culated in the State ; most of which are furnished free of ex- 
pense to life-members of the A. H. M. S. associations which 
contribute annually $12 -to our funds, and^to Missionaries, 
by the liberality of the parent Society. Efforts should be 
made to secure a more extensive circulation of this work. 
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lorm tbe requisite service, the pastors in the several counties, 
in which these destitute and disconsolate churches are, should 
immediately visit them, and communicate to them appropriate 
messages of God. 

The reasonableness of the effort in this State to co-operate vn& 
evangelical Christians throughovi the country, in supplying the 
destitute at the West and South tvith the preaching of the Gospel. 

This great enterprize must be sustained, and all its be- 
nevolent designs executed. For the present, this will require 
ihe annual expenditure of large sums, which must be furnish- 



J 
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ed by the Ifberal. The iriends of the cause in everj sectioa 
of the country should bear their just proportion of this ex- 
pense. The necessary intelUgence should be diflTused through 
the nation, and left to the direction of divine Providence to 
operate and to produce its results. Let this be done, and 
funds will not be wanting, but given freely to advance the 
interests of Christ's kingdom in the newly settled portions of 
the United States. And however abundantly they may be 
given in New England, for the cultivation of the distant wil- 
derness, their abundance will not put in jeopardy the interests 
of Home Missions, where they are raised, provided, as is 
usually the fact, they first pass into the Treasury of the aux- 
iliary, to be expended as far as necessary to build the wastes 
in the States in which they are contributed. The operation 
and influence of the present system of raising and expending 
funds upon the general interests of Home Missions, is ad- 
mirable. For example : a man in New Hampshire, from a 
careful survey of the widely spread desolations of the land, is 
convinced that it is his duty to give $100 to sustain the Home 
Missionary enterprize. The knowledge of the desolations of 
the whole country have urged him to this conclusion. His 
next inquiry is, where shall this money be expended ? in my 
own State, or at the West ? And he concludes, that inas- 
much as the State Society is auxiliary to the A. H. M. S. 
and our surplus funds pass into the Treasury of that 
Society, to be expended at the West and South, to commit 
his benefaction to your disposal. This he does, not merely 
with the desire of doing good in New Hampshire, but from a 
hope that some part of his donation, or an equivalent, will find 
its way far hence, and stay the progress of infidelity and 
popery in distant wilds. This money is given with regard to 
the desolations of the country. The union of jour Society with 
the parent Society brings it into your Treasury. And if ne- 
cessary, you may in good faith expend the whole sum in 
New Hampshire. 

No one thing operates more powerfully to replenish your 
Treasury, than a knowledge of the vast western and southern^ 
moral wilderness. And why should this information give us - 
funds ? That we may have means first to complete our work ~ 
at home, and then do much to fertilize that wilderness. And 
should the impression by any means be made, that we shall 
not attempt to do much out of the State, and shall only raise 
funds exclusively for New Hampshire, many will contribute 
directly to the A. H. M. S. A. RANKIN,

From this table it Appears that bv the New Hampshire Mis- 
monar; Society, the Goqjiei and its ordinances have been snBtained 
conitantly or occasionally in seventy-seven places, within the reach 
of a population of 78S73, at an expense of 84870,50, amidst 8706 
cbarch members: 390 are reported as added to these churches; 09 
missionaries have been employed; 22 are settled pastors; 17 supply 
statedly if not constantly, and twenty-three others have been em- 
ployed for only a few weeks each. Thus this Society has, in con- 
nexion with the people, where our missionaries have laboured, secur- 
ed the performance of n early fifty years of ministerial labor. 

In many of the towns, wn ere our missionaries labor, are church- 
es of other denominations, which hold some of the essential doctrioes 
of the Gospel. Some of these churches have many members, but 
we have not the means of knowing either the number of members, 
churches, or ministers of these denominations. Several of the mis- 
sionaries report some tokens of the influence of the Spirit and con- 
siderable additions to the churches, but no very extensive revival has 
been experienced at any of our missionary stations. The reports 
concerning SaUNtth Schools and Bible classes, indicate an increase 
rather than diminution of interest, when compared with other years. 
All of our missionarin devote much of their attention to the rising 



generation. Though the fruit may not now be maniiest, we trust 
it will yet appear. 

The American Tract Society at Boston, has made to the N. H. 
M. S. a donation of $300 to be received in tracts, to be sele<;ted and 
distributed by our missionaries. This will greatly increase their 
means of doing good. 

The Trustees, having employed an agent for two and a half 
vears, and he having visited nearly all the Congregational and Pres- 
byterian churches in the state, and some of them more than once, — 
resolved at their semi-annual meeting in June, to discontinue the 
agency, in its present form, after the first of September. From the 
report of our agent it appears, that he has visited and addressed 
about sixty churches and congregations in behalf of domestic mis- 
sions; delivered about one hundred and twenty sermons, and travel- 
led 3000 miles the past year. The churches and societies add ressed 
this year are not generally amon^ the most able and prosperous in 
the state, and many of them receive aid from our Treasury. These 
facts will account in some measure for the comparatively small sums 
collected by the agent in the course of the year. 

Deacon Brewster, late of Londonderry, having made this Society 
the residuary legatee of a valuable farm, the Trustees have found 
it necessary to advance about $200 t()pay certain debts due from 
the estate, with the costs of Probate. This has been done to avoid 
having a part of it sold before it comes into the possession of the 
N. H. M. Society. This sum, in connexion with the disbursements 
for the support of missionaries, the agent, priming and postage, with 
other necessary incidental, and a donation of $300 to the parent so- 
ciety, has swelled the demands of the Treasury to upwards of $5,- 
900. 

Our Treasurer's book does not present a full exhibition of the 
benevolent feelings which exist in New Hampshire in relation to 
Home Missions. Only about $350 have passed through our Treas- 
ury directed by the donors to the parent society. Some benevolent 
individuals have embraced a convenient opportunity, and have for- 
warded their contributions directly to the treasury at New York. — 
Though it might appear more to our credit to state at full length all 
theefToits made in this state for spreading the Gospel in the wide 
Wes^ still we rejoice greatly in every manifestation of zeal in be- 
half of the risen and rising generations in that interesting portion 
of the world. Our principal efforts, as a society, must necessarily 
be limited to sustaining one of the branches of the wide-spreading 
tree of life; but we rejoice in every effort of those, whose benevo- 
lence prompts them to aid in sending the Gospel to the needy. One 
grand object, the glory of God in the good of man, glows in the 
Breasts or all. The province of this auxiliary is to take heed lest 
the feeble churches of N. H. receive detriment; lest any plant of 
the Lord be rooted up, or any opportunity of planting anew be lost; 
and we hail as beloved brethren, all whose hearts expand, and whose 
hands are open to furnish the bread of Hfe to the destitute in the 
West or South. Jesus Christ assigns to the parent society and to 
each auxiliary, its peculiar province, and says, "occupy till Icome.'* 
We regret that our donation to the parent society could not 
have been doubled, but we have be^ for some months constrained 
to move with qieasured steps in making appropriations to feeble

churches in this state. Though at the eommencenient of the year 
now closing, we had almost $1800 on hand, our Treasurer has not 
for some months been able to pay orders as soon as presented. Last 
year our chief want was snitable men for missionanes. This year 
we have wanted meA and fundi to support them. The cause of 
Christ has suffered for want of men and means to occupy new fields. 

Many of the churches assisted have always been small and 
weak, and without a special interposition of Divine Providence, 
they can scarcely be expected to rise above existing embarradsments. 
Great efforts and much wisdom on the part of them and their pas- 
tors, are necessary to make them permanently partakers of the bles- 
sings of the Gospel. A few suggestions respecting the means neces- 
sary to sustain and increase them, may not be inappropriate in con- 
nexion with our report of past efforts. 

Some may suppose that a great increase of good and fiiithful 
ministers, and a full supply of funds, are all that our present exigen- 
cies require. The frequent mention of these may have giveta them 
too great a prominence among the wants of the church. Having 
these wants supplied, and the special blessing of heaven, we might 
perhaps think little of others. These things are so obvious, that 
further mention of them is unnecessary. In the present state of 
the world, other things less obvious, may be indispensible to the 
best good of our feeble churches. Among these, we would mention 

1. They should be furnished with a convenient place for pub- 
lie worship. Their house of worship should be known and ac- 
knowledged by all as a convenient place, in good repair and ready 
for constant use. No church flourishes in a fallen or decaying sanc- 
tuary, much less without any. Let any church and people be driv- 
en from place to place, and pressed into barns, or houses where they 
cannot attend upon the duties of religion without distraction, and 
though individuals may grow in knowledge and grace, the church 
will not flourish. Every feeble church especially, must have a good 
and convenient house, consecrated to God, to be used at their dis- 
cretion. It is essential to their prosperity, if not to the contitia<- 
ance of their existence. This truth is becoming better understood, 
and many of our feeble churches have houses erecting for tbefr use 
the present year. 

2. Feeble churches must make efforts to secure and support 
the ordinances of the Gospel. The limbs of men never become 
strong without being employed. Any church neglecting to make 
efforts in proportion to its strength, will certainly lose much of its 
vital power. The exertion of any function increases it. If a con- 
viction of weakness leads to a diminution of efforts, the power 
of making efforts will be diminished also. Covetousness in anjr 
church or society, tends to poverty and death. 'They, who sow 
sparingly, reap also sparingly, and they, who sow bountifully, reap 
also bountifully.' The history of churches, which have been strip- 
ped of all their publick property, and constrained to build and plant 
anew, shews the influence of their exertions on their health and 
prosperity. The strength and the best good of each one are pro- 
moted by the full exercise of all their powers. 

8. Every feeble church should become acquainted with the ef- 
forts and prospects of other churches. Knowing the wants of oth- 
ers may help us to bear our own. A knowledge of the means by 
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which others sustain themselves, tends to similar efforts. When we 
know the commands and promises of God, and the present state of 
the several parts of his kingdom on earth, we know also the path 
of duty and interest, and some of our obligations to make sure our 
progress in it. A right view of great things, and great obligations, 
IS calculated to encourage and strengthen a well regulated mind. — 
The heart of every christian is enlarged by an extended view of 
what is to be done to establish the kingdom of Christ in every land. 
" That the soul be without knowledge is not good." If ignorance 
favors devotion, it opposes vigorous and consistent action. It stands 
in the way of every valuable purpose. Extensive knowledge of the 
wafits, and of the strength of Christ's kingdom, give power to every 
branch of the church. 

4. They should maintain strict discipline in the church. The 
laws of Christ must be maintained by all who would enjoy his fa- 
vor. Where his precepts rule every heart, his spirit abides to 
sustain and enlarge his people. When we look over the desolations 
of Zion, and visit those places where churches have become extinct, 
we are involuntarily led to inquire — Why are these things so ? — 
Who has slain all these ? Examining the history of the departed, 
and learning the end of once flourishing churches, we see in them 
a striking fulfillment of those threatenings which were first pro- 
nounced against the churches of Asia Minor. Erroneous doctrmes 
and vicious practices remained unreproved in the churches. Sin 
was not rooted out by repentance. Weakness, disease, and death 
followed. The candlestick was removed out of its place. Activity, 
watchfulness, and strict discipline, are essential to the life of any 
church. 

5. Let any church and society prize the privileges of the Gos- 
pel above their daily bread, and they will not languish. When any 
mdividual leaves the Bible to be least and last read, and the ordinan- 
ces of the Gospel to be least frequented, his soul famishes. When 
any church and society esteem tne stated ministration of the Gospel 
a tning of small value, and grudge every effort to secure its privi- 
leges, or to support those who minister at the altar, they are far re- 
moved from a state of prosperity. If the produce of tneir labor is 
too valuable to be exchanged for the privileges of the Gospel, they 
may justly expect that its light will fade away, and the next genera- 
tion will grow up in ignorance of its blessings. But on the other 
hand, every church which makes the privileges of the Gospel its 
chief joy, and accounts its blessings the richest legacy that can be 
lefl to succeeding generations, will insure the perpetuity of its own 
existence, and the happy influence of the ordinances of Christ. — 
When spiritual wants receive the first attention, those which are 
merely temporal do not suffer damage. We say therefore to every 
branch of JZion, awake to the performance of duty, and live for the 
honor of God and the good of^men, and all things are yours. Wc 
now commend our patrons and friends, and especially the feeble 
churches, to God and to the word of his grace.

September S,18$5, the annual meeting of the N. H. Mistionary So- 
ciety was held in the Congregational meeting house in Plymouth. 
Prayer was offered by the Rev. Mr. Hinsdale, of Connecticut. The 
Report of the Trustees was read by the Secretary. The acceptance of • 
it was moved by Rev. Mr. Rogers, of Hancock, and seconded by Rev. 
Mr. Burnham, of Rindge. 

Rev. Mr. Woods introduced the following resolution, viz. 
Besohedy That as divine truth is God^s chosen instrument to con- 
vert and save lost men, the churches in New Hampshire are bound in 
duty to God and their fellow men to make immediate and vigorous ef- 
forts to supply all the destitutepopulation in the State with the faithful 
preaching of God's wofd.'* This resolution was sustained by appror 
priate remark^ and adopted by the society. 

The following resolution was introduced by Rev. Mr. Blodget of 
New Market and adopted : 

<* That more vigeroui faith and more ardent love of our Redeemer, 
and of souls must be brought to the prosecution of the Home Missiona* 
ry enterprize." 

\ Rev« Mr. Aik^n, of Amherst introduced the following resolution 
which was adopted : 

^' That the successful prosecution of the Home Missions have an 
important bmrin^ on the ea lv at ioB of oareountry, and through that on 
the conversion o( the world •" 

Rev. BIr. Parker of Shipton, L. Canada, then addressed the society 
in an diecting appeal in behalf of the protestant population in that 
province, a part or whom were originall v from this and the neighboring 
States, and now extensively destitute of the means of religious instruc- 
tion. 

Rev. Mr. Baldwin, from Illinois, Affent of the A. H. M. Society, 
introduced the following resolution and addressed the Society: 

< 'Resolved, That the design and the operations of the A. H'. M. 
Society give it claims of peculiar strength on the adectiont, the pecunia*- 
ry support and the prayers oi American christians.'* 
This resolution was adopted. 

The following was then introduced by Rev. Mr. Woods; 
^'Resolved, That in view of the wants of our own State, and 
country, and the adjoining provinces of Canada, it is the duty of the 
churches in N. H. to raise the ensuing year not less than 910,000, to be 
employed in the cause of Home Missions. "

The Trustees of the New Hampshire Missionary Society in pre- 
senting the report of their doings for the last year, would recognize the 
rapid flight of time which has broup^ht them to another anniversary, and 
the ravages of death among the friends of the institution. Rev. Asa 
Piper, who has apeat his days in a part of the State which has ever been 
extensively deatitate of religious institutions, who has labored much as 
a missionary, and who in the decline of life, was looking to this Society 
for aid necessary to establish the ministry among the people of his foioier 
charge, has been taken suddenly to his rest. 

Rev. Joseph W. Clary, wn!» for 30 vears has been an efficient friend 
of this institution has ceased from his labors and gone to his reward. 

Rev. Jonathan L. Hale, who is rememberrd in hia early labors as a 

lavoured missionary of this Society who for several vears, has sustained 

the responsibilities of one of the trustees, has closed Ae> lift in a distant 

/ ^rt or the land, far removed from the sympathies and kind offices of his 

family and the people of hiir charge. 

beat. Nathaniel Porter, of I^banon, who partook with man^r of 
us in the deep and thriUing interest of our last anniversary, has since 
gone from among us, having consecrated a large part of his ample pos- 
sessions to the benevolent objects of the day, and no inconsiderable 
portion to the use of this Society, and has been accepted, we doubt not 
in what he bas^ibne, though the purpose of his heart is never likely to 
be carried into effect.

By these*and similar events we are affectin^Iy reminded that human 
life <*is even a vapor that appeareth for a little time, and then vanisheth 
away,*' and that what wctdo on earth for the beat interests of our fellow 
men, and for the glory of our Redeemer must be done quickly. 

The Trustees of this* Society, at their last Annual Meeting, resolv- 
ed on the appointment of an agent, whose duty it should be to visit 
the destitute towns and feeble chiurches, to organize new churches, to 
secure pastors for those destitute, .and b^ correspondence and visits U> 
eudeavour to raise the standa^rd of christian effort in our ft^eble churches 
and to labor also for the collection of funds. The person whom they 
appointed to this service was, unable to enter upon his duties before the 
middle of November. Since that time it has been found necessary tor 
him to supply his former 'parish on the Sabbath, three months,, while 
attending to the correspondence and general interests of the Society. — 
During the 9 months and a half in which he has been en&^aged in the 
business of the Society, besides his labors among the people of his for- 
mer 'charge, he reports that he has traveled 2,500 miles, prepared and 
sent out 150 letters, received and examined about the same nnmber, and 
delivered 100 sermons and addressess. '

In more than one half of the places wnere the miBslonaries of this 
society have labored duringr the year there has been manifest some spe- 
cial religious interest. In 15 of these places there have been revivals of 
gpreat interest and considerable extent: 3S6 are reported as having been 
Bdd«d to the churches, and a much larger number as giving evidence of 
a clwDge in tb«r nMral feelings. !n all these places there is a systemat- 
ic course of religions instruction for the young, in many of them per- 
Bons more advanced in life are associs ted with the youth for die mvtual 
study of the holy Scriptures. In some, all the church, and in others, all 
the church and congregation engage in tliie delightful exercise. 

In regard to Uie condition of the people whwe thay labor, and the 
various aeeaea of prosperity and adversity, of joy and otsorrow through 
which iktKv are called to pais, your Trustees sre desirous that the mis- 
sionaries shoald speak for themselves. Extracts fVom their commnnim- 
tiona will be presented as nearly as may be in their own laneuage, show- 
ing in tho first place, the need there is in our own State, or such efforts 
as we are now making. Says a venerable missionary who has been ma- 
ny jr«Brs in the service — "One year aigo, the'ooagregational charok and 
society in this place put up the frame of^a meeting house. The last sea- 
son they finished it. The house has cost diem 9800. I collected almost 
•300 to aid them in building. The church is small: none of them weal- 
thy. They now owe §300 for their house. Tins feeble church stands 
inpewliar Med of aid. The^ "IVMr to be in love and barmOBy."— 
The eonclurion of a commnmeatiou ftom a feeble church on the iii^h- • 
lands between the Merrimack and the Connecticvt is as (bllows: "Thus 



you see this feeble, destitute church siruggling for existence. Did yoU 
but know the saerifices which are made to raise even a small sum of $20 
or 80 a year and the agonizing petitions which are offered for some ser- 
vant of God to break to us the bread of life, if^ it may be but for a few 
months in a year, I know you would not refuse to aid us. O by whom 
shall Jacob arise? for he is small." 

A young man, who was employed for a few weeks in a destitute place^ 
writes, "The population is about 1500, very much divided in their re- 
ligious views; more so than any people with whom I had ever been ac- 
quainted. The church have a name lo live while nearly dead. The 
number of members 18. There had been no preaching in the place for. 
some time, previous to my visiting it. But during my stay the meetings 
were well attended, and the last two Sabbaths there were more than 
could be accomodated in the house.'' 

Says another Missionary — 

" In this town, I have not been so successful as I could have wished, 
nor as 1 did expect. The fact that I took preliminary measures to or- 
ganize a Congregational church here, has operated unfavorably. I act- 
ed according to the advice of some of the most judicious, but it was 
misjudged. It has excited strong suspicion that we wish to brinff them 
into bondage. Some of them hardly dare attend my meeting lest oy and 
by they shall be called upon for money. In one or two places Sabbath 
Schools had been in operation several weeks and it was proposed for 
each parent to contribute, 35 cents to purchase small libraries. This 
was highly offensive and they took their children from the school." 

Another brother who has recently ent W i iriiipb n his field of labor

says. The circumstances of this people are peculiar. Having been left \l^ 

»pel, the church has diminished #%^*^ 
and become In some measure inactive. The flood-gates of infidelity have 
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without the stated ordinances of the gospel, the church has diminished 



been opened upon this people, and they have felt its baleful influence. — 
There seems however to be a redeeming spirit among them at this time. 
There are men of influence making exertions to arouse the unthinking 
and interest them in the support of religious institutions. Their hopes 
are encouraged and they begin to feel that if they can be sustained for 
a short time, they shall be able to go on without aid. The question 
which presents itself to the christian public is, shall this town with all 
its wealth be given up as hopeless." Says another missionary (who has 
entered upon rather a new neld,) There are in this town about 1500 in- 
habitants for the most part poor and illiterate, thinly scattered among 
rocks and mountains. 1 have found two only who are members of a 
Congregational church. Some few others would probably unite with 
such a church if they had the opportunity. The people are divided a- 
mong the various religious denominations of our time and are very neg- 
lectful of the duties or religion. The men form themselves into nshing 
and hunting parties on the Sabbath. The women areemploved in visiting 
and in gathering berries. The children in playing at ball and other amuse- 
ments of the kind. Such are the materials which your missionaiy has 
to work upon. There is a great deal of intemperance here and no Tem- 
perance Society." These extracts serve to let us into the real state of 
a considerable portion of our destitute population. The question is one 
of fearful interest whether this state of things shall continue. Can the 
disciples of our Lord in the more favored portions of the State come from 
Sabbath to Sabbath to the enjoyment of their rich spiritual inheritance, 
and forget their kindred according to the flesh who are in such darkness, 
and servitude to sin ? Some extracts will here be subjoined which will 
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show what has heen done for such people, and what may again be done, 
if the same measures be used. In the communication of a missionary, 
we have this statement, — " The great mass of the inhabitants of this 
town have been in the habit for ^ears of attending meeting no where. 
When I first came here, and during the first winter, the (winter before 
the last) the congregation was extremely small — would not average 
probably over 60 or 70. There has been a gradual increase of numbers 
until the present time — and a general seriousness in the church and so- 
ciety. Not far from 20 have ventured to hope in the mercy of God. 
There is still, we think, more than usual seriousness among us. There 
have been a few cases of reform from the most profligate and abandoned 
class, who thus far appear well." 

Says a brother, wno has laboured one half the time for three months 
during the past summer. Every family in the place attend my meeting-. 
The large school-house has been full to overflowing every sabbath. The 
congregation ap])ears solemn ^nd attentive. We have nearly 30 singe^, 
and so far as I am a judge, they sing well. One sabbath I proposed to in- 
troduce the select hymns and the next, they were well furnished with 
books. They have a bible class of 1 5 and a sabbath jBchool 01*40. These 
are efHcient and in lively operation. I have administered the ordinance 
of baptism to a man of 87 years of age, though he does not consider hinv- 
self one year old. He was one of the first settlers, and the scene was 
solemn and affecting. It gave me a favorable opportunity to say much 
and many tears were shed. [This man has since died.] Our last month- 
ly concert was a very solemn meeting, and while visiting from house 
to house last week, I^gBBGBfBK^o persons under very serious impressions. 
Several Individuals have expressed a 'desire for me to return and labour 
with them at their expense. 

Says another brother, who is labouring in a small but eflicient society, 
(and where a church has been brought forward under the patronage of 
this society until it numbers more than lOO,) 

"The state of things contiues to be interesting with us. We can truly 
say, the Lord has been with us by the special influences of his Spirit for 
several weeks past. Between 30 and 40 have manifested much anxiety 
for their spiritual well being, 34 have been added to the church. Our 
Sabbath School is attended with much interest. All that we can reck- 
on as regular members of our congregation are members of the Sabbath 
School. One has gone forth from among us during the past year as a 
missionary to the heathen. Four of our young men are preparing for 
the christian ministry." 

The young gentleman employed as a teacher and missionary on the 
Isle of Shoals, (where in former ages there lived and died a succession 
of ministers of eminent piety and zeal,) writes as follows : ** 1 arrived 
here on the 7th of Nov. 1835, found them to be a cluster of 8 small isl- 
ands situated about 12 miles S. £. of Portsmouth, and lying withrD a 
compass 3 miles diameter. They contain a population of 100 soals, 70 
of whom reside at Gosport, the largest of this cluster, which was the 
place of my location. The inhabitants have no other means of support 
than fishing. The slate of morals was such as might have been ex- 
pected, in a place which has been for many years almost entirely des- 
titute of moral and religious instruction. We held three meetings on 
the Sabbath, which were uniformly solemn. It was afterwards evident 
that the H. S. was present and clothed the word with power. In some 
of our earliest meetings two individuals were awakened to a sense of 
their guilt and danger^ and m about 3 weeks were brought to rejoice in 
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Christ. These were followed by the hopeful conversion ofa young man 
who had absented himself fVom the meetings and from school, but wish- 
ing to learn the use of figures and the art of writing, he was induced to 
enter the school. On the following Sabbath he attended the three meet- 
ings and was brought under pungent conviction of sin which soon re- 
sulted in his hopeful conversion. 

In February the Lord ^as pleased to shed down the influences of his. 
spirit m more copious effusions. Our meetings increased in solemnity 
and many of my little congregation were hopefully awakened. But 
nowhere was the ^ord of G<xl more strikingly manifest than in the 
school. It was as solemn as the house of death. A part of the scholars 
would retire and spend the short recesses duriog school hours in prayer 
in an adjoining room, and of^en, when I went to school I found a little 
band of the young converts singing hymns of praise in the school room 
while another company, composed of those who were anxious, was col- 
lected in an adjoining room praying for salvation. Besides those in the 
school, several older persons were awakened and hopefully converted." 

Says another *' when I came here, more than a year since, I found a 
congregational church of about a dozen members, with one deacon, an 
old man, who had stood almost alone for many years. They had no 
regull^ preaching or discipline. Our meetings were well attended dur- 
ing the faft and winter, but the interest increased in the spring, and a 
protracted meeting was resolved upon. It was attended with a bles- 
sing. About SO have since been added to the church, mostly heads of 
familiee.*' 

In another communication we find the following, '^ our people have 
contracted for a new house of worship. The funds for this purpose are 
raised almost entirely by the church, which, 8 years ago, when I came 
here, paid but $19 to my support ; — the principal subscribers at that 
time having since united with the church. 

Says another beloved brother, " the past year has been one of inter- 
est to as." After referring to a protracted meeting from which the results 
were not as great as was anticipated, he saySj " the ordinary means of 
grace were relied npon subsequently as the sole means of carrying for- 
ward the work. The Holy Spirit seemed to shed upon us his gentle in- 
fluences for weeks and months in succession. The result has been, the 
reviving of the hopes of 10 or 15 individuals and the ho[)eful conversion 
of 35 or 30.' The season of refreshing is now past, but its fruits remain 
and are very precious." 

Says another brother, " the past has been with us a year of the rijrht 
hand of the Most Hiffh. During the winter we enjoyed a refreshing 
from the presence of the Lord ; 49 have been added to the church. — 
Several more have as we hope passed from death unto life and will ere 
long unite themselves with the people of God." 

Says another brother who has been successful for many years in cul- 
tivating a difficult field. " Last autumn the spirit of earnest supplication 
Was poured out upon the church." Meetings were full and interesting 
and the spirit of the Lord seemed to fill the place where we assembled, 
fifty in view of charity have passed from death unto life, and 20 have 
united with the church. 

Says another minister, " this church when I came here 7 years since, 
had 14 communicants,— its number now is 108. 

The following extracts will show the efforts which are in some instan- 
ces made by both minister and people to sustain their own institutions 
and advance the Redeemer's kingdom. <« I have preached on the Sab- 
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tmth says ooe of the brethren, alternately in two homes of worship m 
mile* apart with the mountains height intervening. The number who 
have attended public worship the last year may have been somewhat 
larger than the year before, which was the first year of my labonrshere, 
I have preached during the year 159 sermons, and travelled in the per- 
formance of mjr ministerial and parochial duties more than 1600 
miles. The duties of family visitation and preaching from house to 
house I have regarded as primary, as it is at the fire side, the missiona- 
ry can deliver more direct and l!etter adapted sermons than from the 
desk." This missionary reports 10 additions to the church, something 
like 20 hopeful conversions^ and the advance of the general interests of 
his sQcietv. 

^' Another says in his communication to the Secretary, your letter con- 
tained just the information [ wanted. I did expect to leave this field of 
labour, aa I was informed that the Missionary Society had come to the 
conclusion, that they could no longer make the usual appropriation. — 
But there was as far as I could learn but one voice in the church and 
society in regard to my continuance, and I had come to the conclusion, 
that if I could have bread to eat and raiment to put on, I would not 
leave them. We have had a very trying case of discipline in the 
church. No sinister motives could have induced us to take it up. but a 
sense of duty alone to the great Head induced us to carry it forward to 
its final result, which was excommunication. We are but few in 
number when compared with many other societies, yet we have some 
strength, and the place is constantly assuming a greater d^ree of im- 
portance. We expect there will immediately be extensive factories go 
uito operation. This I consider an additional reason why the ministry 
should be maintained here, at the present time.'* 

Says another brother, " the sacrifices and efforts made by this socie- 
ty the past year to erect a meeting house and support the institutions of 
the gospel I think ought to be known to your board. Almost our whole 
dependence was upon six persons, members of the church. Their tax- 
es as levied by the town were about $W). They paid towards their 
meeting house $830, — for the support of preaching $283, amounting in 
the whole to something more than f 1 000. It is important that this peo- 
ple should have steady preaching, and they will continue to make spe- 
cial efforts for this ourpose. If they can have the same encouragement 
from your society lor a while longer they hope to pay for their meeting 
house and to be able to go alone. To relieve them in their present ef 
forts I put my own labours at $S76 per annum." 

In these churches generally, there is a spirit which gives promise that 
they will relieve the community of the burden, if it should be called 
a burden, of aiding them so soon as they have the ability. In the re- 
newed application for aid for the comin? year we find facts like these 
stated, " The 23 members of our church, says one, on whom devolves 
the duty of sustaining the preaching of the gospel, pay for this purpose 
from two to three dollars on the dollar of their valuation. One member 
pays $9 on the dollar of his valuation. 

Says another, " where there will probably be no further aid asked for. 
Our religious society contains only 14 or 15 members. They ail be- 
long to the church, very little aid is obtained from any other source in 
support of our institutions. Says another, " nine individuals in this so- 
ciety pay towards the support of our minister $3 18 on the dollar in 
the inventory." Says one of your missionaries of the people were he has 
been commissioned to labour, " Although every kind of opposition has 
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been experienced bjr this society » — never did I see a little flock so de- 
tennined to maintain the truth in any place : neither did I ever see a 
people who would give so much for the cause of Christ according to 
their ability. They are determined the gospel shall be supported among 
them cost what it mav. They have raised among them to build a house 
of worship about twelve hundred dollars, which is a large sum consider- 
ing the smallness of their number and their limited means." Let a spirit 
like this take possession of the hearts of the brethren in our feeble 
churches and there would be no want of means to accomplish their larg- 
est desires. 

In res))ect to man^ of the congregations and chinches, aided by this 
society, it maybe said, they are distinguished by a spirit of liberality. 
They are all contributing to the benevolent objects of the day, and I 
some of them to an extent which is not equalled b^ny of the older and/ 
abler societies. A considerable number of them jffitribute to the vari-/ 
oos benevolent objects, as much as they receive from this society to aia 
in sustaining their institutions and some of them much more. — $1177 
are reportea m having been eontrilmted to benevolent oljeete by ten of 
the ehurchee aided by this society. 

This spirit of liberality in the churches we desire to cherish and encour- 
age. It IS indicative of the spirit of true piet^' within )^em, and gives 
the surest encouragement which we can have, that they will soon sup* * 
port their own institutions. There is, sa^s the word of inspiration, that 
scatterelh and yet increaseth, and there is that withholdeth more than 
is meet, and it tendeth to poverty. 

We have thus taken a survey of that portion of our State which 
comes under the supervision of this society. But there is yet a much 
larger field, which needs to be provided for. This will appear from the 
A)llowing statistics of the state, which, though they may not be perfect- 
ly accurate, are believed to be sufficiently so to give a fair view of the 
actual condition of the state. Of the 325 towns in the state, 75, as near 
as can be ascertained, are sustaining at this time one settled pastor, or 
more, of the Congregational or Presbyterian denomination. About 50 
other towns have pastors aided by the Missionary Society, and enjoy a 
stated supply of preaching, the whole^ne half of the time, leaving 100 
towns destitute of preaching by ministCTs of the above named denomina- 
tions, and furnished only with occasional suppliesr The importance of 
the operations of this Society, will appear from the fact, 41 of the 123 
(as near as can be ascertained) acting ministers of the state are at this 
time sustained in tfieir fields of labor by aid derived from this society. 
This it will be seen is just one third of the ministers in the state. In 
addition, our society has furnished missionary labor some portion 'of 
the year in 10 other places. 

In view of this state of things, the trustees would urge upon the at- 
tention of the society and of tlie christian community in the state, the 
impoitance of renewed and more vigorous efforts in accomplishing the 
objects now before us. The great question is ^et to be decided whether 
the institutions of religion are to be sustained in this country oy the vol- 
untary aid of the people. After two hundred years from the settlement* of 
this state, there are found no more than 75 towns out of 225, sustaining 
the institutions of religion in the form in which we enjoy them. It is 
manifest that an efficient system of missionary operations lays the only 
foundation that this experiment among us will be a successful one. 
We have other religious denominations who are accomplishing much 
good, and with whom we desire to co-operate in building up the king- 
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dom of our Redeemer. But from all past experieBce, we are not to ex- 
pect that they will furnish an adequate suppiy of religious instruction to 
our destitute population. There devolves upon the churches in' occr 
connection, un^er whose influence our civil and religious institutions 
were founded, a responsibility in regard to our destitute population 
which it is feared has never been fully felt. 

Our attention has been mainly occupied in making provision for our- 
selves, in faking care of the interest of our own parishes^ while genera* 
tion after generation, in towns near us, have risen up and lived and 
died, to a great extent, without the means of moral improvement and 
preparation for heaven. Too ofWn has it been said that nothing can be 
done for our destitute towns. But it is because, in many instances, 
nothing has been attempted. Large sections of our State have (or 
many years been Idjl without any adequate efforts to prepare them to 
enjoy the institutions of the Gospel. It has been so, berause it has been 
thought, perhaps that the people would not contribute much to such a 
purpose, were divided into numerous sects, or were so scattered 
and separated as not to be conveniently organized into large societies. 
In this way, that which should have been a motive to exertions for their 
good, has served in a measure to quiet the minds of the christian com- 
munity in the neglect of them. It is not poverty, from any necessary 
cause, it is not the prevalence of different religious sentiments merely, it 
is intemperance, and vice, and an awful indifference to the concerns of the 
soul which has made our destitute population what it is. ¥i>T these 
evils the gospel itself is the only remedy, and this Gosftel in ordinary 
cases, must be conveyed to them by those who have imbibed its spirit, 
before they will be prepared to appreciate its value. 

We are not to forget that the Saviour's command is, that his Gospel 
shall be Bteached to *' every creature.'* His disciples manifestly have be- 
gun to feel their obligations in reference to this duty. The grand enter- 
prise for the world's conversion has been entered upon. The work has 
been actually begun. The world, the entire world has been divided off 
Into sections* A great part of the christian community have been or- 
^ ganized into companies. To each has been assigned a field for effort. 

« ^ 6ha^ we, brethren, fail in the pjtfion which has been assigned to us? 
O lAien shall it be that the blessed Gospel shall be preached to every 
soul in N. H. ? This is the object of' our organization as a society, and 
for the accomplishment of it we must be held responsible. Other socie- 
ties have their appropriate spheres of labor and upon us devolves the 
duty of seeing that our own state is supplied with the faithful preaching, 
of the Gospel. It is not sufficient that this shall be done at some future 
period. The work of death is going on, and the thoughtless multitudes 
are hastening to the judgment, unsanctified and unblessed by this Gos- 
pel. Thev must be arrested in their downward course or be lost forev- 
er. This IS the work which is required at our hands, and for the neg- 
lect of it we have no adequate excuse— our means are ample. The 
State is prospering at this time, it is believed, beyond any fotmer ezam- 

^ pie. Villages are rising up on every hand, commodious houses, rich and 

ample farms are seen on all our roads, our crops for many years past 
have been abundant, and there is no want among us. While almost 
every kind of enterprise for the general good and for individual profit 
is prosecuted with success, shall we be wanting alone in religions enter- 
prise? Shall no plans be entered upon for the advancement of the king- 
dom of our Lord among us? In the successful prosecution of our enter- 
pf 1868 and general prosperity, shall it bemamfest that each one seeks his 
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oini and not the things of Jesus Christ? May not the seBerone exam* 
pie of a neighhoriog State, provoke us to food vrorks? where we are 
told that the churches have contrihuted to the cause of Home missions 
during' the past year, one dollar for each member in'the Congregational 
ch arches. It is dear that our o|)erations in this State must immedi- 
ately be enlarged. There is manilestly an increasing desire ior the es- 
tablishment of religious institutions in all the destitute parts of the State. 
Xhe eyes ot the people in these places are direeted to this society, as 
holding out to them tne only hope of success in sucti an undertaking^ 
The work before them is one of great difficulty, yet of the utmost im^ 
portanee, and without encouragement of aid, they will never venture to 
undertake it. 

Ministers of the Gospel^ and young men from our seminaries, of a self- 
denying spirit, and of suitable qualifications must )^ encouraged to go 
into our destitute places. Such encouragement we think should be held 
out to them by the christian community as to induce them to do this 
with some prospect of a permanen ^ ^psi i dence. Thi&|residence is 
deemed essential to complete success. Where a minist^ goes into 
place for a year, or a few years, and then leaves, he fails to accompli 
much that under other circumstances he might be ejrpected to oo.— 
But if through his instrumentality good is done, his sudden departure 
is often connected with almost as much evil as to counterbalance it. — 
It is the self-denying, persevering devoted minister who is willing 
to go into these places and show that he has the good of the peo- 
ple at heart, and that he is ready to spend and be spent for their good, 
who is likely to gain the confidence of the people and buiki up a church 
and fwrish. PWe have great confidence in the missionaries who are now 
laboring unoCT the patronage of this society, but we regret that so many 
of them have not bieen formally placed over the people of their charge 
according to ecclesiastical usage.4^They alone ought not to be expected 
to sustain the responsibility of building up churches and parishes ii» 
these places. Afler a long course of preparation shall our young men 
be required to thfow themselves into these places and labor from year to 
year and wear themselves out without either the means of pursuing their 
studies, or enjoying the common blessing of life, while the giteat por- 
tion of the members of our churches are hving in the possession of every 
comfort, making ample provision for their families ind laying up in store 
for years to come? It ought not to be expected. The churches must 
come up to this work, and make a common cause of it. If men of the 
right spirit and qualifications can be found to go and labor in these des«^ 
titste places, amid all the discouragements and privations incident to such 
a service, the churches must sustain them, and provide for their wants. 
They must, or forfeic their claim to the christian character, " Whoso 
hath this world's good, and seeth his brother have need and shutteth up 
his bowels of compassion from him, how divelleth the love of God in 
him ?'' But our confidence is such in the churches of New-Hampshire^ 
that we believe they will be ready to this work. 

Our feeble churches, too, must be expected to deceive an impulse 
from the onward movements of this society, those especially which are 
aided by its funds. The christian community it is to be expected, are 
to make special efibrts and sacrifices to furnish the means of carrying 
forward our objects. Many distinguished examples of this kind are oc- 
curring every year. Our treasury receiver the poor widow's mites, and 
shall not corresponding efforts and sacrifices be expeeted on the part of 
those who are aided from it f From the extracts which have been given 




le 

\n the former part of this report it appears that many churches and in- 
dividuals have done worth ilv, and we will hope that their example ma^ 
have an influence upon others who have not as yet come up to their 
standard. It is expected that the churches aided by this society shall 
be examples of every christian virtue, and pafticularly of a spirit of trae 
devotedoess to the Lord, and of liberalitvin sustaining the institutions at* 
relisfion among them. It is important that it should be so, as it respects 
the surrounding population, to whom they are expected to be a blessing', 
and from whom they hope to be strengthened. They are much more 
likely to unite with a society which is truly engaged and ready to any 
effort within its power, than with one whose exertions are feeble, and 
whose prospects are on this account uncertain, and when they come they 
are worth something for they must measure themselves by the standard 
which has been set up by others. 
t^j £ ^^^ But it is specially important that these churches be doing for them- 
w/m^^^BebreB what ma^ reasonably be expected of them on account of the im- 
^^^^^^ression whic^is to be made wiai^ the christian community from whom 
the aid which they receive is derived. Should the instance occur^ where 
alhurch, receiving aid from this society, pays less according* to its ability 
for the support of its institutions, than the churches from which our 
funds are derived, it wilt be seen that it must be decidedly injurious to 
the cause. Ministers of the Gospel and the agents of the society could 
no longer plead with confidence the cause of Missions and give the as- 
surance oi the Apostle, to his brethren, " I mean not that other men 
be eased and you burdened.'^ An individual in a feeble church, havinff* 
property and unwilling to part with it for the support of the Gospel^ 
does vastly more injury often by his example than many tin^ the value 
of his stinted subscription. Others often measure their enorts by his, 
and in this way the united exertions of a whole church and society are 
paralized.-*-An extract from a valuabl^report of one of our County So- 
cieties is here in point, and is recommeAded to the careful consideration 
of those whom it concerns. ** It is believed, says this reoort, if examina- 
tion were made, it would be found that some of the members in our fee- 
ble churches set more by the world than by stated religious privileges, 
and while the^ take great pains for their daily. meals and the temporal 
advantages of their households, they will not* take the same pains for 
the stated means of Godliness. If religious parents would reason with 
their children, show themselves in earnest for their salvation, and train 
them all to support the institutions of the Gospel, as a matter of the 
highest importance, it is believed that the ways of Zion would not long 
mourn for the want of efficient helpers. But if all that is done for re- 
ligion comes hard, and there be a constant complaining of ministerial 
taxes, as if these were the greatest burthen of all others, you have no 
reason to expect assistance from the rising generation. Thev hear your 
complaints and will avoid the supposed trouble by entire neglect. 
The Lord loveth the cheerful giver and the bountiful giver, and if you 
will make his cause your first object, all things needful for your temporal 
comfort will be added. 

A want of family religion, it is apprehended is one of the greatest 
causes of the continued weakness of so many of our churches. Why is 
it that the children of so many professed christians are entirely lost to 
the interests of Zion? Why is it that they join hands with the enemies 
of religion^ and counteract the wishes of their parents, instead of coming 
forward to stand in their places.' There is a cause for this. And we 
are fully persuaded from our own observation there is a crimiital cause, 
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resting with religious parents in relation to the manner in which they 
train their households. It should be manifest that religion is considered the 
first and most important business, that the salvation of the souls of chil- 
dren, neighbours and friends, is of more consequence than all their tem- 
poral comforts — that religious institutions — the sabbath and means of 
knowledge, are more valuable than worldly matters. It should be the 
first concern of pious parents to secure these privileges for their oflTspring. 
When this is the case with all our churches, the ^strong will grow 
stronger, and the feeble will gaia strength. 

We would not forget, in concluding this report that we sustain an in- 
teresting and important relation to the A. H. M. Society. The'splendid 
achievements of that society have given a new impulse to the cause of 
Home Missions throughout the land, and it seems likely to have a more 
powerful and salutary influence upon the religious interests of this coun- 
try than any other institution among us. If the piety of our pilgrim 
fathers, and the spirit of the institutions founded by them are ever to 
pervade this country — if ihey are to follow our population as it rolls on 
westward and southward, like the waves of the ocean, this society seems 
destined in the providence of God to be the grand instrument in such a 
work. Its operations thepast year have been extended considerably be- 
yond any former year. The whole number of missionaries, and agents 
in its employ have been 719—484 of these are settled pastors who con- 
fine their labours to a single congregation, 185 extend their labors to 
two or three congregations, 50 are employed on larger fields. The 
amount of ministerial labor reported as having been performed within 
the year is 488 years. The number reported as added to the churches 
under the care of the missionaries of this society 4,500, the number of 
hopeful conversions under their labors, something more than 3,000. 
The number of sabbath schools reported, embrace not less than 40,000 
scholars, and the Bible classes not less than 152,000 of all ages. The 
number of subscribers to the principle of total aihstinence from the use 
of intoxicating^ liquors as a drink, reported by the missionaries on the 
fields of their labor is more than 70,000. 

The receipts of the society for the year ending the first of last May, were 
$88^868. This is $9)951 , more than the receipts of theprevious year. 
Say the directors of this society in their last report, — " The magnitude 
of the enterprise increases, and the field widens as we advance. Many 
new stations have been occupied, within the last year, not only in our 
own country, but also in Canada on the north, and a beginning has 
been made in Texas on the south. Yet there remains vast and increas- 
ing fields to be cultivated. In the U. States alone the operations of this 
society need at once to be more than doubled, to meet the demands of 
the cause ; and if the missionary zeal and enterprise of the churches of 
these states is ever to avail any thing on behalf of other portions of 
the American continent, this society presents the most appropriate medi- 
um of its action. No other organization has been formed for this pur- 
pose, excepting in relation to those tribes and communities which are 
properly denominated heathen. The civilized inhabitants of the British 
provinces on the north, and of the republics of South America, howev- 
er corrupt or perverted their faith, arc overlooked in the present mission- 
ary arrangements of our churches, excepting so far as they may be 
reached by tlie operations of this society. Nor is there any other ex-, 
isting organization, through which American Christians may effectually 
extend their roistionary aid to the other countries of Christendom. We 

c 
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wait then to be directed to all these inviting and important fields > 
and it is, perhaps, not too much to predict, that the time is not far dis- 
tant when the munificence of the religious pubhc in these states, will 
not only enable this society to supply all the destitute at home, but also 
to be largely tributary to the advancement of the same blessed cause in 
other nominally christian countries. Then shall weeffectually co-oper- 
ate with all the friends of the Bible and of Foreign Missions, having 
full scope for our endeavors and the largest possible concentration of in- 
terests and efforts, till the work of the world's conversion shall be done, 
and the music of the hosts of heaven shall proclaim, " The kingdoms of 
this world have become the kingdoms of our Lord and bis Christ*

ADDRESSES. 



The foUotoing Addresses were made at the annual Meeting of the 

Society at Plymouth. 

Rev. Mr. Woods, of Newport, offered the following resolution;— - 
Resolved, That as Divine truth is God's chosen instrument to con- 
vert and save lost men, the churches in N. H. are bound, in duty to 
God and their fellow men, to make immediate and vigorous efforts to 
supply all the destitute population in the State with the faithful preach- 
ing of God's word. 

This Resolution, Mr. President, contemplates men as lost, and Divine 
Truth as the instrument God has chosen to employ in saving them. — 
And do not the scriptures— does not the scheme of redemption testify, 
as with a thousand tongues, that man is in a lost and ruined condition ? 
The Son of man is come to seek and to save that which was lost. — And 
when we examine the state of the world, where the Gospel has not ex- 
erted its saving power, do we not find the most palpable evidence that 
men are lost ? Not irrecoverably lost, like the miserable in the world 
of despair, but lost in a sense that renders their ruin inevitable, unless 
something be done to rescue them from their perishiug condition. 
Look sir, at the ignorance and error in regard to God and divine things 
— look at the idleness, and dissipation and strife and profanity, and dis- 
regard of the Sabbath, and drunkenness and vice and ruin that spread 
over the desolations of our land, not excepting our own State. Who 
are the persons that disturb the quiet of our cities and villages with 
mobs and riots and cabals.^ Are they church going people, whose minds 
have been enlightened and whose habits have been formed under the 
moral influences of the sanctuary ? No sir, they are such as forsake the 
assembling of themselves together except for purposes -of revelry, 
disorder and wickedness. They are men still lost to God, to vir 
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tue, to holiness, to whatsoever is lovely and of good report,— cor- 
rupt, unprincipled, aliens from the commonwealth of Israel, and to every 
good ^ork reprobate. The evidence is conclusive, that roan is lost, and 
what is it to be l«)st ? It is to be an enemy to God, inclined to evil, that 
only, and that continually, under the curse, and in the dani^er of dam- 
nation of hell. Such is the condition of men without the Gospel. 
Can the Gospel save them.? Can it transform them into good and up- 
right and virtuous and peaceful citizens, who shall fvar God and hate 
iniquity?— Not of itself independently of special divine influence. 

The church must never lose sight of this great truth, that it is not by 
might nor by power, but by the Spirit of God that lost sinners are con- 
verted and saved. But, sir, this resolution contemplates the Gospel as 
God's chosen instrument in saving lost men, and saith not the scriptures 
the same.? It was the Saviour's prayer, «aneh/y ihem through thy 
truth, thy word is truth. And the Apostle said of believers, God hath 
chosen you to salvation through sanct\fieation of the Spirit and belief 
of the truth. And what, sir, is the testimony of /ac(5? Cast your eye 
over the world! What wonders ha? the Gospel wrought? In every 
age and nation, where the Gospel has been preached. God has shown 
it to be the instrument of his choice in saving lost men. Moral deserts 
have been subdued by it, and wildernesses turned lo fruitful fields. 

No other instrument has ever effected such a change. Laws, civiliz- 
ation, philosophy, military force, prisons and gibbets without the gos- 
pel have never been lound sufficient to subdue, and purify and elevate 
the ferocious and corrupt and debased passions of men ; but the gospel 
wherever it has been faithfully preached has, in a greater or less degree, 
always done it. We might as well expect to see our forests becoming 
fertile gardens, and villages and manufacturing establishments springing, 
up spontaneously among our rugged hills and mountains, as expect to 
see men reformed, and become virtuous and good, without the gospel. 
Salvation is of the Lord. It is of Him alone: and he saves by instru- 
ments of his own choosing *, and it is his prerogative to select the means 
by which to operate on the hearts of men. And the fact, that God hath 
chosen a preached Gospel as the instrument by which to operate in 
converting and saving lost men, and has committediit to his people, for 
this very purpose, proves conclusively that it is their duty, to the extent 
of their ability, to put this instrument in operation. 

But can the churches in N. H. supply all her desolations teith the 
preached Gospel? God never requires impossibilities. If they are ab- 
solutely unable, then are they clear, though our moral desolations re- 
main, the tide of ungodliness roll on, and generation after generation go 
down to ruin. But if they are able, and through indifference or covet- 
ousness or sloth neglect, then may the blood of them that perish i>e just- 
ly required at their hand. Sir, I am not very intimately acquainted with 
the desolations of N. H., except as they appear spread out in the annual 
reports of your board ; but I have supposed that 100 missionaries with 
$100 a year, on an average to each would, with what other evangelical 
denominations might be expected to do, furnish the whole state with 
an adequate supply. This will require $10,000. And can the thought 
be indulged a moment, that that sum cannot be raised? Why, sir, if a 
rail road were to be constructed through the State, that promised a good 
income, that sum could be raised in an hour. And can it not be done in 
a whole year, by all the churches in the State, to make known the way 
ofhfe to dying men 7 We talk of self-denial, and we know Christ has 
made the pfaclioe of it a condition of our discipleship. But what is self 
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denial? Is it merely abstaining from what is absolutely injariovs? If 
ihU be its meaning then are the chnrcbes already saving enough in the 
article of strong drink to famish the necessary soms, if they will hot 
bring what once they thus expended to the treasui^ of ibe Lord. But, sir, 
althoQgh we have done drinking mm and providing it for friends and 
laborers we still expend more for foreign laxnries, which if not absolute- 
ly hurtful, do no good, than would be required to supply every destitute 
congregation in the State. — ^And can we see our brethren famish for the 
bread of life, while we consume on uselesM luxuries enough to supply 
them? If so how can we claim to have the spirit of Him who even died 
to save them? The churches in the State embrace about 20,000 mem- 
bers, and 50 cents a piece will give the $10,000. And shall it be told at 
the judgment day, when the value of the soul and the price paid for its 
redemption, shall be better understood than now ; that professors of re- 
ligion, hoping for pardon through a Saviour's blood could see 50 or 75 
congregations of immortal beings, in the State destitute of God]s chos- 
en instrument of salvation, while they expended, on that which did them 
no good, more than enough to supply them ? Can such professors hope 
to hear it said to them, in that day, " Well done good and faithful ser- 
vants ?" The money, sir, can be had, and where can money be vested 
that promises a larger income and with better security? Jin hundred 
fold more in this present life and in the world to come life everlasiing, 
A good percentage, and good security surely ! 

But can the men be obtained? Here is a difficulty not so easily, or 
speedily surmounted. Axid yet with the blessing of God, even this can 
ve done. And when was God ever knowc to withhold his blessing from 
well directed efibrts in such a cause? But bow or where can the men 
he found ? Go to Andover, to Bangor or to Princeton, they are not 
there. We cannot manufacture them as we do bibles ; and yet there is 
a sense in which they are equally the product of labor and effort. While 
iZioa slumbers over the subject, but few of her sons will go forth pub- 
lishing salvation. And I have thought, sir, the church ought to engage 
in the business of raising up ministers of the Gospel with the zeal and 
enterprise with which men of the world pursue their object. There are 
at this moment s^yne 50 or 100 educated men in this State in the pro- 
fession of law, that might be spared Irom that profession without the 
least detriment to the community. Were they devoted Christians, a 
few mouths study of Theology might qualify them for the ministry. 
Let united and fervent prayer be offered for them. Let our colleges and 
Academies also be remembered, that the young in them may come forth 
with hearts set on winning souls to Christ. Let our sons be consecrat- 
ed to God for the work of the ministry in their infancy — be early made 
life members of the Missionary Society and according to a pledge aS- 
f'eady given, let prayer he made to God without ceasing, that he would 
bestow his spirit upon them and qualify them to preach the unsearcha- 
ble riches of his grace. Let young men of piety and promise in our 
churches whose age or circumstances forbid a thorough course of study, 
be put, a year or two, under private instruction, and thus introduced 
into the ministry. Let these things be done, sir, and soon, when the 
churches, ask, '« Whom shall we send and who shall go for us ?" There 
will be enough to reply, *< Here I am, send me."— If every Church of 
200 members would briug into the field but one a year on an average, 
the Churches in N. H. would furnish 100 annually; and with that 
number, besides sending some to the west and south, and some to for- ^ 
eign lands, our desolations might all soon be repaired. And is not the 
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object worth one united and mighty effort? Were there a willing mind, 
each ready to do his part, it would be done with ease. Why, sir, some 
of the countries in Europe, in years past have furnished and sustained a 
standing army equal in some instances to one in fifty of the population 
— in others, one to seventy five or one hundred. And to me it seems 
self-evident that so far as ability is concerned, a people can do as much 
to wield the sword of the Spirit, as the sword of war. The enlightening 
and purifying influences of the gospel are, at this day, eminently need- 
ed. Let the churches in N. H. do their duty and the State shall be 
saved, and send forth a healing influence to other portions of the land. 
And were her desolations all repaired, her wastes to become aa the gar- 
den of the Lord, enjoying the faithful ministrv of God's word, who 
would wish to exchange a residence here, for a home in any other part 
of the world ? I hope, sir, we shall not fail to raise the ensuing year at 
least $10,000 for Home Missions. It is needed. It can be done, and it 
will be " fruit that will abound to our account," in blessings more valu- 
able than all the hoarded wealth of the miser and the worldling. ^ 



Rev. Mr. Aiken of Amherst offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the successful prosecution of Home Missions has an 
important bearin^^ on the salvation of this country, and through that, 
on the conversion of the world ; and that Christians are therefore called 
to enter upon enlarged ^ipheres of labor and prayer in behalf of this cause. 

Mr. A. remarked that the resolution contained two thoughts, which 
should be revolved in every- christian mind till their full import was felt. 

^he first is this, success in H. M. wiU save our Country. Mr Presi- 
dent — It has been thought idle and foolish to say any thing about 
saving this country — Atheism, and Infidelity and Popery have long anc^ 
unitedly pronounced it idle to speak or even think of uan^er — They have 
asked with much air of triumph, Are not the free institutions of this 
country guarded in the most eflectual manner ? are not the public mind 
and conscience unshackled ^ are not the people jealous of their rights 
and pnvileges ? Have we not just as many ministers aiid churches and 
schools as are desired ? Where then the occasion for these false alarms 
sounded out by fanaticism and bigotry from one end of the land to the 
other ? — It is to be hoped the fears of christians will not be lulled to 
sleep by any such soothing notes come they whence they may. Sir, 
it is far from being idle to si)eak of danger — The warning cry comes 
to us on almost every breeze — Neither the sagacity, nor the patriotism, 
nor the religious principle of that man is to be envied, who does not see 
great danger impending over the country at the present time — The in- 
creasing frequency of riots and lawless depredations on property and life 
and the sluggishness of public sentiment in regard to such scenes, only 
show a growing distrust of written law : considered as a sufficient indi- 
vidual and publick safeguard ; and when such distrust has become gen- 
eral, that, sir, will be a dark day to this country — Then shall this boast- 
ed land stand forth disgraced before the world — The days of American 
liberty will then be numbered — Who can contemplate such signs of 
the times without alarm ? The idea seems to be prevalent that our free 
institutions are as much proof against public opinion, as are our granite 
hills — May che day soon come, and not come too late, when it shall be 
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well understood, that without a general and conscientious observance of, 
law, by which alone our invaluable institutions are created and yarded 
they will be like the light chafi before the driving whirlwind — The very 
touch of violence puts them into disorder, and threatens their existence. 
Sir, the sanctions of the Bible must be brought to bear upon the heart 
and conscience of this people, allaying these paroxisms of passion, or we 
are undone — And this work must be accomplished by Home Missions. 

It has been said that the Church of Rome is crossing the Atlantic ; 
that,having about done up the- work of impoverishment and degradation 
on the eastern continent, she has turned her eye to the western, in hope 
of a richer field and fatter victims to prey upon, and that the serious 
intention is to get possession of the broad rivers and fertile plains and 
boundless prairies of our great West, whose influence is soon to sway 
the destiny of the whole nation. With what decree of truth this is 
■aid we need not now stop to enquire. But this may in truth be said, 
that If such were the intention of the Papaey the course of policy pur- 
sued, could hardly have been different from what it is. 

The multitudes of foreign Catholicks pouring into the bosom and 
heart of this country are already ver^- great, and yearly on the increase — 
and nothing but the ▼igorous prosecution of Home Missions can succes- 
fully counteract the present course of operating on the part of that 
Church. Denunciation is useless, and every thing like persecution 
much worse than useless, in removing the evil. If that church must 
come over to this country, christians here are bound to give them a. warm 
reception ; to meet them as they laud, with the sword of the spirit which 
ia the word of God ; a weapon the most of all dreaded by papists, and 
to let them see that on these shores they cannot possibly avoid the 
encounter. They are bound to fill the whole land with the light of the 
Bible and to make this li^ht shine with increasing brightness ; to es- 
tablish the simple institutions of the gospel in every nook and corner of 
the country, bo this, sir, and the Papacy may be safely left to choose 
a residence among us where it will. You will kill the thing by light 
and love, — and by such heavenly weapons God designed it should be 
'killed. The hope of the nation now rests on what the most enlighten- 
ed christian portions of it may be able to efiect, chiefly by means of 
Home Missions. There is moral and religious power enough in the 
country, under God's blessing to sanctify the whole, notwithstanding 
ttie yearly influx of foreigners — only let it be put forth wisely, efficient- 
ly, continuously. 

The second thought contained in the resolution is this — ^Secure this 
country to the cause of Chirst, and you secure the conversion of the 
world. 

Thehopeofthe U. Statc-s rests chiefly on New England, and while 
there is a New England we will hope for the whole country. Only make 
this whole country a New England to the world, and then we may, 
with equal reason, hope for the whole world. 

Mr. President,! am far from thinking that this country is to have the 
entire honor of spreading the gospel through th% earth — were the 
American church blotted from existence, the promise of God would still 
stand sure. Help would be raised up from other quarters. But let this 
country became thoroughly and devotedly christian, and though no 
other portion of ChristeDdom lifled a hand to the work, the worlds' con- 
version would nevertheless be soon secured. 

Sir, I have oAen admired the wisdom and goodness of God, while 
contemplating the adaptation of Christianity ,to the nature and wants of 
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mans and its various efi^tual modes of operation on the mass of society* 
It 18 like leaven diffasing itself through the whole lump. When I have 
met with a family, however irreligious in its general character, and 
have found hi its bosom but one devoted christian,! hr.ve looked, and not 
in vain, for the conversion of that family. When I have found a pious 
and praying family in the midst of an ungodly neighborhood I have 
confidently expected the conversion of that neighborhood. For 
when I have looked over a town or parish, overrun with wickedness and 
error, and seeing a faithful ministry and a praying church though 
sroali, I have looked but a short time before witnessing the descent of 
the Holy Spirit, and throughout that whole community, old things pass 
away and all things become new. Such facts are Very obvious : and 
only carry the principle through and the thought m the resotfition is il- 
lustrated. 

~L.ook, sir, for a moment at the extent and resources of this country. , 
From the mouth of the river St. Croix pass westward through the great 
lakes to the Rocky Mountains, and thence onward to the Pacifick 
Ocean. — Then southward along the Pacifick coast through the nine de- 
grees of latitude to the Mexican territories. Then eastward over the 
Rocky Mountains,and onward to the mouth^of the Sabine river. Thence 
along the Gulf of Mexico to the point of Florida. Thence along 
the Atlantic coast to the point ef starting. You have gone through an 
extent of 9,400 miles, and round an area of 3,400,000 square miles, more 
than 1-30 part of the land surface of the Globe, and a great proportion 
of it capable of a very dense population. This, sir, is our Country. Its 
population in 50 years has increased from 8 t6 19 millions. In fifty 
years more, the population will undoubtedly exceed bO millions. 

Let the present population become decidedly christian in character, 
spirit and enterprise, and, without further increase, this land n^ould be 
a light that must enlighten the world. What then shall be said of it 
fifty years hence, supposing this great nation is then living and acting 
for Christ ? Will there be want of resources to carry on the work ? — 
Will there be any lack of pious men and women consecrating them- 
selves to the glorious enterprise, and thronging thfe shores of heathen 
lands, and publishing the glad tidings of peace ; and when foreign com- 
merce is extended and increased fourfold, and every ship owner, and ev- 
ery ship-master and sailor, is -a pious man, will there be any want of 
conveyances to every portion of the earth, for missionaries and Bibles 
printed in the language of the people to whom they ffo; and among 
the scores of millions of christians at home, will there be a lack 
of those who wrestle hard with the angel of the covenant, crying inces- 
santyl and unitedly to God in prayer that he would take to him bis great 
power and reign ? 

Sir, under such means, the ponderous temples and bloody rites of idol- 
tary — and the whole frame work of heathen superstition would come 
down,^as in one day. Satan and his legions would give up the contest 
in despair. The bottomless pit would receive them, and the millennial 
glory of the church would have fully come — Great partions of this apos- 
tate world, cannot long remain in a state of heathenism; if this, our 
beloved country, becomes thoroughly christian. An influence must, m 
that case, go forth fVom the millions of enlightened christian freemen 
in this land, which no darkness or wickedness can resist. But you 
need not wait fifty years to begin. The whole work may and ought 
to be done before that time. 

Sir, I am far from wishing to discountenance a present and direct 
efforts for the conversion of the heathen, by sending them misiona- 
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ries and fiibles, &c— of all the plani of benevolence calling for'support 
at the present day, foreign missions has most engaged my own thoughts. 
That cause has certainly received more than an equal share of my 
humble contributions. 1 would that foreign operations were greatly 
enlarged ; but it is obvious that unless more is done at home, foreign 
missions cannot be carried forward on a scale meeting the exigen- 
cies of our dying world. If, sir, there is any truth in these remarks, 
it must be unnecessary to urge increased prayerfulness and effort in be- 
half of Home Missions. The cause will speak for itself to every chris- 
tian heart. 



Resolution and Mdre»$ of Rev. Mr. Blodgeti of New-MarkeU 

Resolvedy That we must bring a more vigorous faith, and a more 
ardent love of our Redeemer, and of the souls of men, to the prosecu- 
tion of the Home Missionary entcrprize 

Mr. President, — It is true, that the great work, to which we have 
been just now ureed, must be accomplished. It must be done, and the 
Resolution, which I have been requested to offer, specifies two things, 
which are indispensable to its accomplishment — a more vigorous faiths 
and a more ardent love of our Redeemer, and of the souls of men. 

Sir, why did we feel so little yesterday, when the desolations of Zion 
were portrayed before us? Why was not this audience moved even to 
weeping, at the sight of the multitudes of souls perishing for lack of 
knowledge? Sir, I was ashamed of myself, that I felt so little. And 
why was it so? Whence this insensibility to the destinjr of souls ? I 
can feel deeply alive if I see a friend or a fellow-being in imminent and 
instant peril. • A few years since, I stood on Table Rock, by the famed 
Niagara, and saw a stranger lying nearer its edge, than I thought it 
prudent for me to approach. While selecting a new position, from 
which to view that wonder of wonders, in the creation or God, I turned 
from the man for a moment, and when my eye again rested upon him, 
he had let himself down over the edge of the rock and was, as I thought, 
suspended by some slender shrubs over the fathomless chasm, that 
drinks that ever-falling world of waters. His life was in danger — and 
I felt most intensely — and hurried with my companion to his immediate 
rescue. I must have been more or less than a man not to feel then ! — 
Why then, sir, Shall we not feel for the multitudes of souls, dispersed 
through our vallies, and among our mountains, who are in imminent 
danger of perishing forever? For, let us not forget, that while the hours 
and days of this sacred festival have been passing over us, some of these 
souls have perished. 

Sir, we want rcLOxe faith to give us a view of these dying souls. — We 
want more/atfA to enable us to appreciate their worth — and to value, 
as did the gifted £varts, the glorious privilege of being a benefactor of 
souls. Sir, what is faith? The Apostle Paul has nicely defined it, in 
reference to that one of its various offices, to which I refer — Hear him, 
" Now faith is the substance of things hoped for and the evidence of 
things not seen." Faith it is, that contemplates souls-^souls in their 
inconceivable value, and endless duration. Faith it is, that brings the 



and «pifitual ofajeots of the eternal world^nto dislmet view, tnd 
^loXheB ibem with the uttribntea of present realitiee— juad gives then all 
the power of realities aver our hearts — our character — and omr ccmdoct. 
^aiih it is, that .goes beyond reason and above sense, to meet, and em- 
i>race the sublixne truths of God in a vivid apprehension — an awful, yet 
rapturous realization. Faith it is, thatanninilatee time and space, and 
-holds all the sublime and glorious objects uf eternity in proximity to the 
sonl, until they exert upon it their appropriate influence* 

This, sir, isthe faith we need in {U'oeecttting our enterprise — a faith 
that wiil carry its far*zeaching eye overall our moral wastes, and behold 
the thousands, that are famishing for the bread of life— and then sum- 
mon them all up around us,pleadingfor this gift of heaven at our hands-*- 
' and. pointing to thousands that have perished, since we last year listened 
to^heir tale of want and of woe, and are already learning the reality o€ 
deaparr in the future world. They are gone, sir, to the retributions tff 
etemi^. 

Again, sir,jthe (Resolution sa^s we must bring to the prosecution of 
our enterprise, a more ardent love of our Jledeemer, and the souls of 
men. 

This love is a necessary attendant of a living and vigorous faith. 
The office of faith, which we have at this time contemplated, is, to bring 
all the truths and objects of the eternal world distinctly before the mind. 
The more perfectly faith, bodies forth the character and offices of 
Christ to the mind's eye, the more ardently wiil that character be 
loved . The 6re of love could never die away on the altar of the Chris- 
tian's heart, were Christ thus constantly and vividly presented by faith. 
He needs but to be seen, to be loved. So also shall we love the souls 
of men just in proportion to the vigor of our faith, in bringing them out 
to view, and investing them with their high capabilities, inconceivable 
worth, and ceaseless duration. It was a love of his Redeemer and of 
the souls of men sustained and directed by faith, that filled the noble 
heart, and engrossed all the energfes of Paul. A love so directed and 
sustained, held him in unwavering adherence to his chosen motto. Sir, 
what was Paul's chosen motto? ft was, ''press forward,press forward," 
press fortoard. In obeying this motto, he actually accomplished more 
than any other man, in the service of Christ, and for the ^lory of God. 
His love, kindled by the elories and realities of eternity, with which his 
faith ever encircled him, burned with an ever increasing intensity, until 
be reached that sublime christian attitude, best described in his own 
triumphant language. '' For I am now ready to be ofiered, and the time 
of my departure is at hand. I have fought a good fight. I have finish- 
ed my course, I have kept the faith. Henceforth there is laid up for 
me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord the righteous Judge shall 
^ve me at that day." Sir, did Paul prosecute his Missionary work .' 
This, sir, is the spirit, and this the principle by which we must be guid- 
ed in our holy enterprize. I call upon tnese ministers of Christ, and 
these members of his church, to cultivate this spirit, and obey this prin- 
ciple—that we may all, not only labor for Christ, but may love to labor 
and suffer for the honor of his i^gme — as he loved to labor and suffer for 
the souls of men and the glory of his Father. We are bound to love the 
souls of men — the souls for whose salvation your society labours, as 
much aa Jesus Christ loves them. The degree and the kind of his love 
to them must be the measure of our love to them, and to all for whom 
Christ died.

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Let this tove reign iA the ehviches of New-Hampshire, and we shonld 
never asatn hear from yonr Secretary, the astounding fact, that this 
Society has been in operation thirtjr years, and yet one half of tiie State 
is destitute of the preached word in the form which we hold to he ac- 
cording to truth. Let this love rei^ in our churches, and direct the 
movements of this society, and it will not be long before there shall be 
reared a prJorious arch, resting one foot upon Seabrook, and the other 
npon Indian Stream, overspanning all our nills and vallies-^and bearing 
th^ inscription, '* Holiness unto the Lord.*' Let tlie same love reign in 
the Amencan churches, and animate the movements of the American 
Home Missionary Society, and it will not be long before the light of 
eternal truth and life. Shall encompass this brosd land — and another 
arch shall be thrown over the first, one foot resting upon Eastport, and 
the other npon the furthermost verge of Louisiana, bearing an inscrip- 
tion reaching from one extremity to the other — in characters large and 
prominent and luminous to be read by the most distant nations of the 
earth — ^* Holiness unto the Lord," Then shall this land be Immanuei's 
and — a mountain of holiness, and a habitation of righteousness— a 
name and a praise in all the earth.

The Annoal Meeting of the New Hsmpehira Miatioaary Society wm 
held at Exeter, September Ist, I8S6. 

Rey. John H. Church, President, took the Chair. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. Mr. Milh, of Mass. The Annual Report of the Trustees waa 
read by the Secretary, and accepted by the Society ^ 

The following Resolution was then introduced by the Rev. Mr. Perry» 
ofHoUis: — 

" ReMohed^ That the pecuniary means for building up the moral wastes 
of our country cannot be secured without more faith on the part of Chris- 
tians in the promises of God; and that it is a want of this faith that keeps 
them from coming up to the requisitions of the Gospel, and to what the 
exigences of the times demand." 

The following amendment was then proposed by Rev. Mr. Punchard, 
of Plymouth : — ' and that the blessing oi God on our past efforts to build 
up these wasteplaces, renders the faithlessness of the Church inexcusable*' 

The above Resolution and amendment were theu adopted . 

Rev. Mr. Dinmiick, of Newbury|K>rt, introduced the following Reso- 
lution, which was also adopted; viz; 

" Resolved, That in the great enterprise of converting the world to 
Jesus Christ, it is the paramount duty of the Churches to sustain and 
strengthen the feeble amon^ themselves." 

The above Qamed brethren addressed the meeting at length, and, it ic 
believed, prepared all present to feel the importance of the work under 
consideration. 

The following Resolution was then offered by ReVr Mr. Burgess, of 
Hancock, accompanied by spirited remarks;—^ 

« Resolved, That all the Pastors and stated supplies in our connection 
be constituted Agents of the Missionary Society in this State, in their 
several spheres of labour, to secure the necessary funds, to enable the 
Society to meet the demands upon it." 

This Resolution was sustained by appropriate and impressive remarks 
from Rev. Mr. Barstow, and Rev. Dr. Sneil, and afterwards adopted. 

The following officers were then chosen for the year ensuing;

count, we are under the greater obligation, we may by these means ex- 
tend our efforts to all parts of our countrv. The operations 6i the N . H.

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From this it will appear that 71 different places have been aided by 
the funds of this society in securing the preaching of the Gospel a part or 
the whole of the time, that 60 ministers have laboured in the employ of 
the Society -, 53 of these are settled pastors, or have furnished a stated 
suj^ly, others have performed » shorter service. Unitedly they have per* 
formed the amount of 43 years of ministerial labour. Not far from 3600 
of the disciples of the Lord, who must otherwise have been destitute, have 
in this way enjoved the preaching of the Gospel: 13 of the churches «n« 
der the care oi tiiis Society have experienced seasons of special religious 
interest. Not far from 800 are believed. to have been added to these 
churches. With the congregations supplied with preaching by the aid 
of this Society, are connected not less than 5000 children and youth who 
are under a course of biblical instruction; many of whom during the past 
year have hopefully submitted their hearts to Christ . In connection with 
these labours the cause of temperance has been materially aided and the 
beat interests of the community advanced^ 

A few facts respecting some of the places aided by the society, it 
seems important should ,be given in this report, and our limits will admit 
of but few. 

Dorchester, Chraflon Co. — The little church and society in this place, 
which have of late been destitute, with the exception of a few sabbaths 
of missionarv labour, have this year made arrangements for enjoying the 
preaching of the Gospel for 3 years. It has been done in this way. By 
efforts and sacrifices, which in many of our parishes would have secured 
the support of two ministers, they have raised $100 : 5 of the neighbor* 
ing churches, including the church in Deerfield, with which some of this 
church were once connected, have given each a pledge of $30) and the N. 
H. Miss. Society have made them a grant of (100, which secures their ob- 
ject. 

The little churches in Danbury and Alexandria in the same Co. 
have by the aid of $60 to each from this society, been able to secure the 
labours of the Rev. Mr. Woodward for one year. 

Great F«llf, Somereworth, Strt^ord Co. — ^This church was organised 
about nine years since, and consisted then of eight members. It Was ear- 
ly assisted by this society, and afterwards by the A. U. Miss. Society. 
Bat thia church and Society have since been able to erect a house of wor- 
ship, sustain their own insritutions, and render important aid to the vari- 
ova benevolent objects of the day. They have been distinguished above 
moat other societies in the vicinity by the influences of the Holy Spirit. 
iThere are not a few, now connected with other churches in different part« 
of the land, who commenced their christian course in this place. But 
within the last two years there has been for a time a reverse in the pros- 
perity of this people. In consequence of a change in a considerable por- 
tion of the manufacturing business carried on in this place^ a large part 
of the more important members oi that society were thrown out of em- 
ployment, and consequently left the place. At the same time it was found 
that the Society was left in debt to a considerable amount . These circum- 
atances were such as not merely to embarrass, but to threaten the exist- 
ence of the society. It was felt therefore, by those who were acquaint- 
ed with them, that something must be done for that church . The Mis- 
sionary Society first made an appropriation for their aid in supporting their 
minister; and then in accordance with the wishes of the church, directed 
their agent to malKe amplication in their behalf to benevolent individuals 
in Boston, where a large part of the property of the village was own- 
ed, and to other churches in this State. We are now able to say, that by 



the luMiy sid which hat "been received Oom Bostot), Htrtford, Ct. and 
poTer and Concord in this State, this ehnrcb and society have been fVeed 
from their embarrassment, their debts have been paid, and they have at- 
nady refunded to our treasury more than half the sum which they receive 
ed hrom us. The Spirit of the Lord has been poured out tfpon them, and 
more than 30 have hopefully embraced the Gospel . 

Application was a little more than a year since made from Epping, as 
important town in Rockingham Co. for aid in establishing the christian 
toinistry. With this hope of accomplishing so important an object a lar* 
ger appropriation than u.sual was made to that place. We are now able 
to say, that by corresponding efforts on the pert of the IViends of theeon- 
igregational aoctetyj tne pronpect is that the ministry will be permanently 
sustained among them. 

The trustees have considered it important that encouragement of aid in 
the support o£ )>reaching should be held out to the church and society, 
lately organized in Seabrook and Hampton Falls in Rockingham Co. From 
their confidence in these assurances, the few in these places who feef the 
importance of f stablishing public worship, have gone forward, with such 
astfi&tance as they could obtain from Newburyport and elsewhere and e- 
reeted a convenient house of worship. They now enjoy the labours of 
the Rev. Mr. Sutherland, and are looking to this society to assist th^n Air 
a time in his support. 

Assistance has for several years been granted by this Society in secur- 
ing religious instruction to the people upon the Isfes of Shoals. This has 
been done through the agency of a society of benevolent ladies m New- 
buryport, by whose self-denying efforts great good has been done among 
the people of these Islands. It is hoped that the churches in N. H. wiir 
not eeate to remember them. They are within our borders: They haV« 
a convenient hopse for worship, constructed from the stones of the Island 
tipon which it stands. There are the graves of some of the fathers of N. 
E. whose prayers and pious example are our inheritance. Bat their pos- 
terity are cut off from religious privileges and influences, except as they 
are furnished them by the benevolent. 

Totirookline, in Etilisborongh Co., aid has been extended the past year 
in effecting the settlement of the ministry* The people haire been des- 
titute of a paster since the death of their former minister, in 1817. 

The Orthodox Congregational Society in Dublin, in CfaeshiieCo., have 
succeeded, by the assistance which they have obtained from the neigh- 
l>oring Churcliee, in completing a house of worship; and by aid from this 
Society have secured the stated preaching -of the gospel. 

A minister has been settled the past year, by the aid of thia Society^ 
in Troy, in the same county, with prospects of extensive usefulnees. 
' The stated preaching of the gospel has the past year been aecured iir 
&oshen, in Sullivan Co.-, and thv funds of this Society have seldom been 
better appropriated tlfan in the asaistance which has been mnted to ^is 
pl.aee. They have exceeded what they supposed they coulddo, in raising 
a support for their minister, and are at the same time engaged in baitding 
a bouse of worship. They have enjoyed the past season evident tohena 
of God's lavor in the reviving: influence of his spirit. Thisaeaaonof 
revival has been to thechurch and parish, as well as to many souls ia that 
place, "«s life from the dead.** 

The Orthodox Congregational Society at Charlestown, have receivad 
aid from this Society. They are making arrangements for baiMlingr a 
house of worship the next year. 

To the Church at Washington encouragement of aid has bees extandedi 
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and the prospact now i5>, th^t the people of this town may again enjoy 
the institutions of reUgion. Our encouragement \s, that some of the peo- 
ple begin to th^nk that something can be done. They hare now a min- 
ister engaged for one year. ' 

The Churches of Coos Co. are all destitute; except as they are sup- 
plied by our Missionary, Rev. Mr. Buxton, who has been sent into tne 
county with the design that he shall spend two months with each of 
the different churches. This service will occupy his time for one year 
if no additional laborer is obtained. 

Such are the facts i^hich it has been thought important to state in 
regard to the new appropriations which have been made within the past 
year; and, notwithstanding their acknowledged importance, we have 
reason to believe that there are an equal num^r of other places, where, 
could necessary funds have been secured, and suitable men obtained 
and sent unto them, an equal amount of good might have been secur- 

^y . 

Some additional notices of places which have been loi&ger assisted 
will now be given : 

Four of these societies have within the past year assumed the res- 
ponsibility of sustaining their own inatitutions, and set an eliample 
which we trust will soon be followed by many others. Three of these 
societies hays befih blessed with revivals. 

. Several others have been blessed by the special presence of 
God's Spirit during the year. Among these may be mentioned Wilton 
in Hillsborough Co. This church, which five or six years ago, when 
it was received under the patronage of this society, numbered 35, now 
consists of 120. All the regular members of the .congregation are mem- 
bers of the Sabbath School. Two have gone forth as missidnaries to 
the ipeathen. Four voung men are in the course of preparation for the 
christian ministry. Twenty seven have been received to the church 
during the past year. This church has been^assisted $100 the past year, 
and has in this time contributed in various ways to our funds $101. 
Thomtan. The church in this place has for many years hpen |n a 
depressed state^ and passed through various trials. But during the past 
year the Lord has shown favor to that people, a revival of much interest 
has been enjoyed, 19 have been added lo the church, and hopes are en- 
tertained of an additional number. The prospects of that church are 
now considered as encouraging provided they can continue to enjoy the 
fosteripg care of this society. 

New-Chest€t\ This church has received accessions the past year. 
One of these, says the pastor, was a child of the covenant for 65 years, 
before he was ready to acknowledge his covenant obligations. ^' But 
this," said he, "was by the grace of God, what held me,— the remem- 
brance that my parents early dedicated me to God iii baptism. I 
never could forget it. I desire now to dedicate myself to this covenant 
keeping God." 

Gilmanton Iron- Works, The pastor of this church, now laid aside 
by illness, and on this account about being dismissed from his people, 
reports 13 as having been added the past y earthy letter. I have supplied 
the people^ he says, regularly the past year on the Sabbath, with the 
exception of the few last Sabbaths on account of my illness, have prea- 
ched frequently in the different neighborhoods on other days of the 
week, attended the monthly concert, visited thepeople in sickness, and 
in health, with a view .to their spiritual good. For the Sab. School I 
have labored abundantly, have preached on the subject publicly, anci 
then gone around and conversed personally with parents lind children: 

2 
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t have superintended the scliool, procured subscriptions fdr the library, 
purchased the books, provided each teacher with his paper, and plan of' 
distribuvingthem. This, continues he, I give you, as a specimen of 
what a minister in such a place musl do in regard to every object that 
comes up. 

The following are given as some of the changes Which have takeri 
place during the five years of his continuance in ihis place. The con- 
gregational church 5 years ago numbered 13, had only occasional prea> 
ching, congregation small, nothing done for benevolent objects, all the 
stores in the place selling ardent spirit. The church now numbers 78. 
Within this time, there have been dO hopeful converts who have united 
with the church, and some 15 or 20 who have not. Habitual attend- 
ants on public worship doubled, annual contributions to benevolent ob- 
jects $40 or 50. From all the stores, 6 in number ardent spirits are ex- 
cluded. The church and society were never so prosperous. 

Milton, The pastor of this church says, in his report, "We have 
had almost one continued scene of reviving in religion for five or six 
months past. The number of hopeful conversions we have not yet 
definitely reckoned. Perhaps there have been 50 or 60 ; 38 have been 
added to our church. This is more in number' than previously compo- 
sed the church. In other respects the church may be considered as more 
than doubled. There were but few males in the church previous to 
the late additions ; l4 of this number were males, and most of them 
heads of families. A number of young men have apparently become 
interested, some of whom may yet be found among the ministers of 
Christ. 

Many family altars have been erected among us of late, as many it is 
judged, as before existed. The interests of temperance have been 
greatly promoted by this attention to religion, and numbers who have 
abandoned the use of strong drink merely from a conviction of its 111 
effects, have been brought under a religious influence. * The attendance 
on meetings has of late been unusuallygood. A new house of wor- 
ship has been finished the past year. This effort gave a decided im- 
pulse to the cause of truth among us. Just so soon as the people be- 
gan to build for God, he began to bless them with the pouring out of 
his spirit, and the gathering in of souls into his kingdom. Sabbath 
schools have been prosperous. More than 300 children and youth are 
connected with them . This is about one fourth of the population of 
the town. 

It is with such blessings, dear brethren,that our feeble and unworthy 
efforts the past year have been crowned; and notwithstanding the ma- 
ny discouraging circumstances which have met us from time to time, 
and the little which has been done, compared with what might have 
been done with more faith and greater means, we will yet thank God & 
take courage. But it still remains a question of overwhelming interest 
whether the churches in this state, in their present worldly prosperity, 
can remain guiltless, and hope to prosper while such multitudes among 
us are living, and dying from year to year without the gospel ministry. 

It is to be borne in mind that the responsibility of attending to their 
wants is not divided among the christians of our land, and the world, 
and we are called to sustain only a share of it, but that ii devolves whol- 
ly upon the churches of this state. No other body of christians can 
be expected to come, and see to the wants of N. H. We must make 
provisions for the poor and destitute among ourselves, or they must re- 
main as they are to the end of time, and we meet them at the day of judg- 
ment saved by our beneficence, or cursed by our eovetousness and sloth. 
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It is much to be regretted that so many ministers during the past 
year should have found cause to leave their fields of labor. There have 
been 15 cases, and it is known that others are contemplating a removal. 
The sentiment which has found favor in some portions of the land, that 
the frequent removal of ministers, is for the interest of religion, does 
not accord with the experience of the churches in this state. It is evety- 
where to be regarded as a calamity for a minister who enjoys the con- 
fidence of his people to leave them. It often throws back the interests 
of religion many years. When such removals are the result of restless- 
neRS and love of change in the minister, or among the people, the con- 
sequences can hardly fail to be disastrous. But it admits of a question 
whether our missionaries are regarded, and prayed for as they should 
be by the churches, and whether suitable provision is made for their 
wants. The men who can go and^maintain the out^ posts, should be 
counted worthy of double honor. An ordinary mind can sustain the 
round of duties prescribed in an organized parish. But to labor success- 
fully in places where the foundations are to be laid, as well as the su- 
perstructure to be raised, requires an energy of character, a versatility 
of talent, and a degree of christian devotedness and self-denial which 
are not possessed by every man. Such men when obtained should be 
provided for, cheerful/y and liberally, that they may devote all their en- 
ergies to their work. While they are thus engaged they should feel 
a Security for this; chat no change iu the circumstances of the people 
with whom they are called to labor, by deaths or removals, or in any 
such way, is to deprive them of their support, unless it should appear 
important to abandon the field. We can obtain so few men ibr such ser- 
vices that the most should be made of those who can be obtained. It la 
not to be forgotten that the expense of living in this part of the coun- 
try has of late very much increased, and that this circumstance is ielt 
by^ those ministers who are living on small salaries. 

There is an additional fact in regard to this state which gives interest 
to our missionary operations. It is, that from present appearances it is 
destined to become extensively a manufacturing state. For this busi- 
ness the numerous waterfalls on all our considerable streams afiord a- 
bundant encouragement. 

Already are manufacturing villages springing up in every direction, 
where our youth are collecting; and there at do distant period, a large 
number of them will find their employment. Shall the preaching of 
the gospel be early established in tnese places? Already is assistance 
called for 6uch a purpose in 10 of these places. Others will soon be in 
a situation to receive it. 

The condition of the northern part of this state is such at the pres- 
ent time as to require particular notice. For more than 100 miles on 
Conneciicut Kiver, the garden of tiie state ,lhere is not at t)iiB time a 
settled congregational minister, and in all that region but two or three 
missionaries. There area few places in that part of the country where 
it is expected the ministry will be re-settled, so soon as suitable men 
can be obtained. But to a very great extent the people must be desti" 
tuteof religious instruction of any kind, if not supplied by this Society. 
Strafford County has received no additional^supply of ministers, while 
3 have been removed. Seventeen towns out of the S4 in that county 
are still destitute of the preaching of Cong, ministers, and to a great 
extent of the preaching of ministers ol' other religious denominations. 
Five towns in Rock. Co. have received a supply during the past year, 
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and all of them by the aid of the Mis. So. except Kingston; yet there, 
are 14 destitute towns in this the oldest county m the state. 

Our attention was called at our last annirersary to the destitute con- 
dition of the pxotestant population of Lower Canada, and particularly 
^b'thaVpart of It occupying the eastern townships. It appeared clear 
that assistance was needed. We felt that we were emphatically theijr 
neighbors. Many ot them in former years having^one out from among 
ourselves. The resolution was afterwards adopted by the trustees to 
attempt to sustain one ihissronary in thai prorince, dnd, under the man/- 
ifest guidancie of providence, we have been able to introduce into that 
field one faithfullaborer, a brother beloved, from among ourselves, ia 
whose ability, discretion, faith and perseverance, we have entire confi- 
dence. His location is Comptou, " a town, to use his own language, 
at least 10 miles square, and almost every fool of k capable of cultiva- 
tion ; with a population exceeding 2000, and may soon contain twice 
that number. The town has one acknowledged centre, and place of 
business; and the roads are so constructed as to make it easy of access 
from all parts of it. Eventually I think, says he, that a large congj«t 
^iatidn may be gathered here. As to the importance of this underta- 
king, after having been long enough upon the ground to form an opin- 
ion, we have his views in the following language. I deem the under- 
taking of the N. H. Mis. So. to sustain a missionary in this province 
highly important. I am well persuaded that the great Head of the chh. 
approves the undertaking. 

The expense bt the enterprize must be considerable in the outset ; 
much'moi^ than it would have been a few years since, when an attempt 
was made by the people of that place to obtain a minister, but failed, 
because no one would go and preach the gospel to them. Three hun- 
dred dollars is the estimated expense for the present year, and from the 
interest which this mission has already excited in this state, we have 
leajson to think that this amount has been contributed by our friends in. 
advance of what would have been conkibuted, had it not been underta- 
ken. 

We would here acknowledge our obligations to the American 
Tract Societv at Boston. By a grant from that ftociety each of the mis- 
sionaries in the employ of this society in the year 1835, was furnished 
with their publications to the amount of $b, for gratuitous distribution. 
At the commencement of the present year, a resolution was adopted 
by the trustees of this society to expend $100 for the same' purpose. 
On being informed of this appropriation the T. S. at Boston generously 
appropriated an equal sum. In this way each missionary has had the 
opportunity the present year of procuring for distribution in his vicinity 
the same amount of tracts as the last year. By these instances of lib- 
erality we hope the churches in this state will be reminded of their ob- 
ligations to the T. S. No small part of what they have contributed 
to that institution has been sent back to refresh the barren regions of 
their own state. 

Oije niissfbnairy reports that the tract entitled, "The way to be sav- 
/td," was sent by him into a family at a distance from him where tracts 
were but little known, and that it Jell into the hands of a young lady, 
who had for sometime read her Bible with a desire to know what she 
should do to be saved; but had not been able to discover the plan there 
revealed until she read this tract. She has since come and united with 
the ehurch under the care of this missionary. 

The address to the young men of this couptry on the use of ardent. 
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spirit wa« put into the hands of an old man who had been in the habit 
of using itfroin bis yoyth^ a^d be has no V beco^i^ m tji^s respect a 
nevtma^* 

A ^ract containing arguments against infidelity was put into the hands 
of a woman professing to be a viniversalist. Sfie has since turned her 
attention to the study of the bible, has been convinced that her uni- 
Tersahsm was leading her to rank infidelity, and now gives pleasing ey- 
idence that she is a disciple of Christ. The circulation, he say9, has 
created a thirst for tracts, so that he cannot get enough to supply the 
people. He has distributed the $5,00 worth furnished by the society — 
expended $b from his own funds for this purpose^ and distributed sever- 
al additional bundles, and the demand for them only increases. 

The agent reports that in complying with his instructions, and ful- 
filling his obligations, so far as he had been able to do it, to this society, 
he has presented the cause of Home Missions in 80 congregations on 
the Siab.bath, attended the meetings of four county conferences, and 3 
associations, visited and addressed, as opportunity presented,' about 30 
p{ the feeble churches and destitute places, preached in the course of 
the year 140 sermons, and travelled about 2900 miles^ 

He has also endeavored to keep the subject of £|. M. before the pubr 
lie mind, in the first place, by the circulation of the last Report of this 
society, 1400 of which have oeen distributed, and aflerwards by the dis-. 
tribution of the Report of the Cent Institution, containing an address 
to the ladies of this state, 1500 of which have been sent out,^ and aboi^t 
the 1st of June, by a circular showing the operations and wants of the 
society, 40)p0 of which were distributed thorough the stfite. He has also 
receiyed and circulated monthly 150 of the publication of the parent so- 
ciety, the Home Missionary and Pastoi:s Journal. 

It has been a subject of regret that it should have been found neces- 
sary for the agent to spend so large a portion of his time as he has done 
in soliciting funds. While the time or more than one man is reqmre^ 
in the other department of his labors, in encouraging and assisting the 
feeble churches, in attending to the wants of the destitute generally, 
and in endeavors to secure the labors of a greater number of ministers; 
three fourths of his time, embracing the best. portions of the year, has 
been required in spreading out the wants of this society before the chhs. 
It is well known to have been an unusually difficult time for collecting 
(iinds the psyst year. This has made it necessary that greater e^bn^ 
should be made for this purpose. 

The report of the 1 measurer shows the income of this society the. 
past year to have been $8699. Though this is a less sum than was fix- 
ed upon at the commencement of the .year, yet it is greater than at 
sometimes in the year we dared to expect,and greater by $2000 than was 
ever before raised in one year in this state for this society. The operation^ 
of the societv have all the year been embarrassed for want of funds, and 
the trustees have been obliged to borrow ; and at sometimes to the a- 
mount of 7 or 800 dollars, and still a number of the brethren to whom 
money had been pledged have been deprived of it for months. While 
x^e deeply feel that this society has not received from tlie friends of reli- 
gion in this state, what was expected, while many individuals and chhs. 
have contributed nothing, and many more have given little, we would 
gratefully acknowledge the hand of a gracious providence in the liberal 
contribution of a pleasing number of individuals and churches. There, 
are not a few cases where special efforts and sacrifices have been made 
to secure the success of this cause! There are those to whose lifoer^Iit^ 
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our treasurer's report bears honorable testimony. Now it is a fact well 
known to us that the great proportion of these persons are in moder- 
ate circumstances, ana not a few of them are poor. The rich in our 
churches and congregations, except in a very rew cases, have neglect- 
ed to come to our aid. We often receive the v)idow8* mitesj but do 
not see the abundcmce of the rich. It is believed there is no individual 
in the state who has contributed the p^st year so much as 100 dollars to 
this society. We-are happy to learn that this is not the case in every 
portion of the country. In reference to a similar association in the 
western part of N. Y., we have in their last report the following state- 
ment: "The expense of this society for the year past was borne by 
40 individuals, wno contributed the necessary amount, 5050, in dona- 
tions varying from 1000 to 100 dollars. These men have sustained a 
ffreat and noble work. The churches aided, hold them in remembrance. 
They have made for themselves an enduring monument. Their names 
are engraved, not on stone, but on the tablets of renovated, immortal 
minds. Their munificence has also placed at the disposal of the Board, 
a sum sufficient to sustain 50 missionaries in other parts of our land, 
as all the smaller donations received during the same time have in con- 

sec^uence been transmitted to the parent Society for this purpose." 

Now it cannot for a moment be doubted that there is an equal number 
of individuals in this state who have the ability, if their hearts were 
set upon it, to sustain all the expense of this Society, and allow its pre- 
sent income to go to the parent Society. It is a well known fact that 
within 5 or 6 years past there has been a great increase of wealth in 
the churches of this state. But where is the evidence of any suitable 
return to God for this, and the other favors, almost without number, by 
which we have been distinguished? We have had occasion to mourn 
the absence of the reviving Spirit of God. But is it not a fact deser- 
ving of notice that a much larger proportion of the churches sustained 
by charitable aid have been blessed by revivals the past year, than of 
the other churches of the state. This fact is manifest, from the re- 
turns which have been given in at the Gen. Association. Does it af- 
ford no indication of the will of God? Ought we not without delay, ful- 
ly and heartily, to put to the test his own gracious assurances, when he 
says, *'Bring ye all the tithes into thie store-house,— and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, ii I will not open you the windows 
of heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it?"

Note. It will be seen iu'the foregoing report of the Treasurer, that 
Hinctf the annual meeting of the Society in September, $1341,07 are 
acknowledged as having been received from the sale of a farm . This 
farm lyas l^ueathed to this society by tlie late Dea. Brewster of Lon- 
donderry. But it was done on condition tliat his widow should receive 
her 8upi>ort from it during her life. An arrangement has however been 
made with her, so that the property that was going to waste, has been 
sold, and the above named sum come into our treasury for present use. 
By this means the society has been able to come to the close of the 
vear with -the ability to meet its engagements. This could not have 
been done without the 'timely aid above referred to. But we have al- 
ready entered upon another year with enlarged, and continually enlarg- 
ing operations. Pledges to the amount of between six and seven thou- 
sand dollars have already been given. At the same time it is known that 
preparation is making for the establishment of the ministrv in a large 
number of destitute places where aid is expected irom this society. 
Should the people in tliese places, who are making these arrangements, 
be informed that such aid cannot be relied upon, they would at once cease 
their efforts, and give up the hope of attaining their object. In addition, 
there are a large number oi destitute places to which preachers o( the 
gospel must be sent some portion of the year. Shall this l^ocietjr have 
the means of carrying on its present system of operations? This is a 
question of much interest. The $1169 26 now in the Treasury will be 
insufficient to meet the demands upon the society between this and the 
coming spring. Now unless those churches which have done nothing' 
ioT this society the past year, and many others who have donecompar- 
alivelv little, shall come up efficiently to our aid; unless persons of 
wealth in our churches as well as the poor shall think of this cause, and 
do for it \n some measure as the Lord has jirospered them, there will be 
found a sad deficiency in our funds at the close of the year. We have 
a word only to suggest to those churches whose names even do not ap- 
pear in our treasurers report and to those against whose names stand 
' sums which are evidently small in proportion to their ability. 

It is this, that the larger part of the churches in this state are com- 
ing up to a higher standard of givintr to this object. Not a few of them 
have come fully up to the sum solicited of them the last year, which vou 
wilfbear in mind was equal on an average to 50 cents for each member. 
We trust that an equator an increased sum will be realized from them 
the present year. They are doing this with the expectation that their 
brethren and sisters in all the churches are co-operatmg with them. 
What therefore is likely to be the influence upon this cause of your ex- 
ample?

The Trustees this day present to the New-Hampshire. Missionary 
Society their thirty-sixth Annual Report. But before proceeding 
to the business of the year now closed, it is suitable that we 
should notice with becoming reverence the hand of a righteous God 
in the removal within tliis period of an unusual number of the friends, 
patrons and missionaries of this society. During the year eleven 
deaths have occurred among the ministers of our connection in this 
State; four of whom had no pastoral charge at the time of their 
death, seven were taken from active service in our most important 
parishes. This is about one in fourteen of the ministers of the State. 
Of the nine trustees chosen at the organization of this ^society 1801, 
but two survive, Rev. Ethan Smith, secretary for 16 years, and Rev. 
Dr. Harris. 

Rev. Dr. Wood, one of this number, and who continued in office 
thirteen years, and repeatedly performed important missionary servi- 
ces, has died the past year. 

Rev. Samuel Hidden, who was a trustee and missionary of this 
society, has also died within the year. Few men in any part of the 
country have preached as long, as much and as faithfully, and taken 
as deep an interest in the spiritual welfare of the feeble churches and 
scattered population around them, as these two fathers who have 
now gone to their rest. 

Rev. William Rolfe was also at different times a missionary of this 
society and a zealous supporter of its interests. 

Rev. Seth Farnsworth, a missionary of this society for ten years, 
and who, in that time, was instrumental in gathering into the church 
of which he was Pastor more than a hundred of his congregation, 
has, the past year, been taken suddenly from his arduous labors. 

Rev. O. G. Thatcher, for many years an active missionary in Coos 
County, but more recently of Bradford in Merrimack County, died 
the last week and has been buried the present. 

These instances of mortality among the ministers of this State 
furnish an impressive admonition to their survivors. Who aihong 
us is marked out for the grave the opening year, it is not important 
that we should know, but it becomes us to feel that all, this dying 
world is to be benefited by us, is to be done in a short season. 

It is a fact well known, and one which has often been deplored 



that while the Gospel is spreading its iDfluences and gaining its tri- 
umphs in distant portions of the earth, a large portion of the popu- 
lation of our own state are living and dying without its ordinances. 
The causes of this destitution it may become the ministers and 
churches of this state more fully than they have done to consider. — 
How many places are destitute in consequence of unfaithhilness, in- 
discreet conduct, or loss of character in the ministry ? How many 
in consequence of contentions, covetousness, or a loss of the spirit 
of piety in the church f But the occasion does not admit of pursu- 
ing these inquiries. They are suggested for the benefit ot those 
whom they concern. The object of this society is to remedy these 
evils, to bring about the establishment of the ministry where it 
can be done, and to send out missionaries among the destitute 
and scattered population. By encouraging the few people in a 
disfant place who are prepared to appreciate the importance of 
the labours of a faithful minister, by uniting and directing their ef- 
forts, and giving assistance for a few years, they often acquire the 
' ability to support such a man. Something like this is the brief 
history of not less than 25 of the churches in this State, now regard- 
ed as among the most prosperous. About 45 others are now assisted 
by this society with encouraging prospects in moRt cases of similar 
results. Every year a cheering number are becoming able without 
assistance to support their religious institutions. We reckon 5 such 
cases for the past year. An unusually large number of the parishes 
assisted, have, notwithstanding the difiiculty of the times, so increased 
their efforts as to need a less amount of aid than in former years. — 
In a large number of other places now destitute we have reason to 
believe that the same course might be pursued with encouraging 
prospects of soon establishing the Gospel ministry, had we the means 
of extending our patronage. Let this system of supervision and 
patronage be continued for ten years to come and we shall have 
reasonable hopes of much increasing the number of ministers, and 
of enlarging the borders oi our Zion. 

A brief view of the operations of the society in the different 
counties in the State will now be given. 

ROCKINGHAM COUNTY. 
In this county are 36 towns, 31 Congregational or Presbyterian 
churches in 28 towns, and 25 ministers, leaving eight towns without 
a church of either of the above named denominations (3 towns hav- 
ing 2 churches each, 1 church being in two towns) and 6 churches 
without^a minister. Ten of these places have been aided by the Mis- 
sionary Society the past year to the amount of ^928. Collections 
for this society within the county, $416,50. 

ATKINSON. In this town is a small church and society which has 
pot efujoyed the labours of a pastor, except at short intervals, for 
rnany yeiars. Within the past year, a minister has been settled. 
Aid, $100. Pastor, S. H. Tolman. 

Epping, TbiB church and society in this place were entirely dis- 
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pirited and destitute when visited by your agent something more 
than S years since, and encouraged to seek for a minister. Rev. 
Samael Utley was obtained and has since been with them. The 
prospect now is that he will be permanently established there. — 
Arrangements are making to erect a new house of worship. Aid, 
$150. 

SfiABRooK and Hampton Falls. These two towns have, for many 
years, been destitute of stated congregational preaching. The few 
wlio remained attached to the institutions of their fathers were in- 
sufficient to support it. Those, therefore, in both towns, who were 
disposed, have united in sustaining one meeting. They have erected 
a house of worship on the line between the two towns, and near to 
the principal village in Seabrook, and settled a minister with en- 
couraging prospects of usefulness. But without important assistance 
from this society ior a time, all their prospects must be blighted. 
Pastor, Sereno T. Abbott. Aid, $160. 

IsLSs OF Shoals. Rev. Origen Smith is employed on these Isl- 
ands as a missionary and teacher of youth by a society of Ladies in 
Newbury port. Assistance has for several years been granted by 
this society to the amount of $50. Mr. R. Fuller, now of the The- 
ological Seminary at G'lmanton, was employed there in 1835. The 
last Spring he again visited and spent his vacation upon the islands, 
during the absence of Mr. Smith. In his communication he says, 
" I found a very decided improvement since I left two years ago. — 
Mr. Smith belongs to the Free- Will-Baptist connection. The peo- • 
pie esteem him highly, and he appears to be well adapted to be 
useful there. Individuals subscribed to his support from 5 to 15 
dollars, which is liberal considering their means. The cause of 
temperance is exerting a most happy influence upon the people of 
these Islands. There is now but one place where ardent spirit is 
sold, and it is expected there will soon be none. Several young 
men, who have engaged in this cause, have become hopefully pious 
— are engaged in successful business, and exerting a good influence. 
Aid to Mr. Smith the past year $50. For the services of Mr. Fuller 
$30 : $50 have been appropriated for the coming year. But we 
have been informed that other friends have been so liberal that this 
appropriation will not be needed. 

Kingston. It has been found necessary to aid the society in this 
place to the amount of $100 in order to furnish their minister with 
a comfortable subsistence ; $275 and his house, being the amount 
furnished him by his parish. Some manifestation of the divine fa- 
vour toward that people is reported ; 10 profess to have experienced 
a work of grace and have been added to the church. Sabbath 
Schools are reported as prosperous. Three young persons, who at- 
tended last year, now express a hope in Christ. Missionary, A. 
Govan. 

New-Market, Lamprey River. A minister has been settled in 
this place during the year, but the embarrassment now experienced 
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in manu&ciuring villages is such that fears are entertained that he 
cannot be supported. If the aid of this society is withdrawn,* it is 
certain he cannot. Pastor, Mr. Gunnison. Aid, $100. 

Nottingham. This town has been destitute of a settled minister 
since 1770. The congregational church has become extinct A 
F. W. Baptist Society exists, but at present has no preaching. Near 
40 years ago. Rev. James Hobart received an invitation to settle in 
that place, but did not accept it. Since that time, it is not known 
that any efforts have been made to secure a congregational minister. 
Mr. Hobart was again introduced into that field of labour the last 
Spring by this society. He reports that he has been received with 
kindness and heard with attention ; $50 has been raised there for 
his support. Aid $28. 

Raymond. This efficient society has re-settled the ministry the 
past year under encouraging circumstances. Within the two past 
years they have erected a new house of worship and a convenient 
parsonage. Pastor, A. Sheldon. Aid, $50. 

Rye. The society in this place has been assisted longer than 
most others upon our list, but it has by this means been saved from 
ruin. It is said as much has been paid in that place during this 
time towards a valuable parsonage which they have now secured as 
equal the amount received from this society. The parish is now 
building a new house of worship. When it shall be completed they 
will be in a situation not only to support their minister, but to be re- 
funding what they have received. Aid, $100. Pastor, B. Smith. 

Stratham. The society in this place, after having been destitute 
more than 2 years, has re-settled the ministry, and is now erecting a 
new house of worship. Four have been added to the church. Pas- 
tor, W. J. Newman. Aid, $100, 30 oi which has been refunded. 

In respect to the feeble churches and parishes in this county, it 
may be said that greater advances have been made than in any other 
county in the State ; 6 ministers have been settled, 6 houses of wor- 
ship have been, or are in the course of erecting the present year. 

STRAFFORD COUNTY. 

Thirty-four towns, 26 congregational churches in 23 towns, 21 
ministers, leaving 11 towns without a congregational church, and 
6 churches without a congregational minister ; 12 parishes have been 
aided by the Missionary society to the amount of $950. Amount 
received from the county, $252,18. 

Alton. The little church in this place has been increased by a 
few members the past year, but does not probably exceed ten in 
number. We trust it will still live until enlargement shall come to 
Zion in that town. Missionary, Mr. R. Fuller. Aid, $25. 

Durham. The society in this place has been assisted longer than 
any other in the state, but there is evidence there of an increasing 
attachment to the institutions of religion and readiness to support 
them. Pastor, Al van Tobey. Aid, $100; $60 only are asked for 
the coming year. 



Effingham. The church in this place, which was supposed to be 
extinct, has been revived, collected together, additions made to it 
and the labours of a minister secured for the year. Missionary, J. 
Mardough. Aid, $100. 

Farminotoit. The church formed in this place, 18 years ago, by 
Rev. Mr. Walker, then a missionary of this society, now consists 
onlyioi about a dozen members, has never had a pastor and only oc- 
casional supplies of preaching a few Sabbaths in the year. Popula* 
tion of the town about 1§00, and no other denomination maintain- 
ing stated religious worship in town. Missionary, Mr. Stearns, 5 
weeks: paid by the people, $35. 

G1L.MANT0N Iron Works. The church and society in this place 
has been assisted by this society 5 years. They were deprived of 
their pastor by reason of sickness about a year since. In conse- 
quence of the vicinity of this society to the old or Centre society,, 
which has of late applied for aid ; being both in the same town, aiid 
but a few miles distant from each other, these two societies have 
been advised by the trustees to unite their efforts without delay in 
settling a minister. In this case, instead of two societies depressed 
and needing assistance, there would be one able to support the gos- 
pel and to contribute towards its furtherance in other parts of the 
land and world. 

Great Falls, Somersworth!. At the close of the year for which 
an appropriation was made to the church in this place, which was 
about the first of April last, the Pastor reported 21 as having been 
added during the year ; the Sabbath school as prosperous and con- 
taining about 150. About $200 have been raised for benevolent 
objects ab/oad, and $50 for the Sabbath school library. No fiir- 
ther aid is asked. Pastor, J. A. Smith. Aid, $100. 

Milton. We are happy to hear from the missionary in this 
town, where the church was more than doubled by a revival last 
year, that there is still a good degree of religious feeling among the 
members — that those who have lately made a profession of religion, 
as a body appear well, and that meetings are well attended. Sab- 
bath schools are prosperous. They embrace more scholars and are 
more nearly what they should be than in former years. Parents and 
older persons are coming into them. Last 4th of July we had out at 
our Sabbath sohool celebration 400 children and youth. Popula- 
tion of tlie town about 1200. Missionary, B. G. Willey. Aid $100, 
$35 refunded. 

Nsw-Hampton. The church which was organized in this place, 
4 years ago, is reported as gradually increasing in numbers ; six 
have been added to it the past year ; 4 Sabbath schools in different 
parts of the town are sustained by its influence. A maternal asso- 
.ciation embracing different religious denominations is reported as 
exerting a happy influence. The missionary in this place now 
preaches one half of the time in Holderness Village, where there is 
a prospect of much usefulness, and where the people in the northern 
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part of New Hampton are also accommodated. The benevolent 
objects of the day seem to have claimed a large share of the atten- 
tion of the members of the church in New Hampton. Though con- 
sisting of but about 50 members and scattered over a large territory, 
j^6 is reported as having been collected for Foreign Missions, 
$47 for Home Missions, $6 for the Tract society, and $5 for the 
Education society. Since the organization of the church 4 years 
ago, $400 have been contributed to these objects, $200 of which 
has been returned into the treasury of this society. Besides this 
there has been contributed during this time by members ot this 
church, towards a house of worship, and for literary purposes $250O. 
$30 have also been raised the past year towards the support of two 
aged members, a deacon and his wife, of a former church which 
once existed in this place. Pastor, J. W. Perkins. Aid, $100 ; 
$50 only are asked for the year to come. Two members of this 
church pay annually $100 each to the support of their minister. 

OssiFBC. A change in the ministry has taken place in this town. 
Mr. Manning, who has been extensively useful in that part of the 
county has left, and Mr. J. S. Winter been settled with encouraging 

f>rospects. The congregation is reported as more than twice as 
arge as last year. Number of the church 70, 15 added. Temper- 
ance advancing, 50 added to the society last 4th of July. 

Sandwich. While much good is accomplished in this place 
from year to year by the preaching of the gospel, we trust that a 
foundation is also laying for years to come. The two churches 
have not much increased the past year, 25 members in North Sand- 
wich and 79 in South. Sabbath schools 150; $50 contributed to 
benevolent objects. An Academy is about going into operation in 
the South parish. Pastor, Giles Leach. Aid, $100. 

Wakefield. The missionary in this place is obliged to preach in 
three different places in the south part of this town, at two of them 
in school houses, because the people cannot be induced to attend 
meeting at the principal village, where is a convenient house of 
worship. Number of the church 33 ; number in the Sabbath school 
100, Bible class 30, Temperance society 175, the most of whom were 
added the past year ; $30 raised for benevolent objects, the most 
of it for Foreign Missions. 

A Juvenile Temperance Society has been collected, of youth be- 
tween 6 and 13 years of age, now numbering 65. They meet the 
last Saturday in every month under the care of an intelligent female 
and listen to the relation of temperance anecdotes. The standard 
volumes of the American tract society have been distributed in this 
town to the amount of $130. The tract entitled ' Sixty reasons for 
attending public worship' has been circulated in all the principal 
families connected with this society and some good effects of it are 
manifested. Some increasing interest has of late been manifested 
by the church in prayer for a revival of God's work. It is impor- 
tant, continues your agent, with reference to the local situation 
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of this town that this station should be maintained. If the char- 
ities which you expend here do not produce all the immediate 
visible results which the same amount produces in some places at 
the West/it may not be ultimately less effectual. Some have al- 
ready gone from among us, who,'! trust, will carry a christian in- 
fluence to the West. Others will probably go. The work of 
sustaining and building up a church here becomes the more diffi- 
cult as our strength is thus diminished. But your charities are not 
lost. They have made the offers of eternal life to souls that are 
ready to perish — they have imparted cohsolation to a little band of 
Christ's disciples who are labouring to enter into the heavenly 
rest— ^they have kept the fire burning upon the altar which has 
been raised in the midst of these desolations. Missionary, N. 
Barker. Aid, f 100. 

WoLFBORouGH. The society in this place, though small is en- 
couraged to hold on its way. The church is receiving some addi- 
tions and a salutary influence is exerted upon the surrounding re- 
gion. ' Missionary, T. P. Beach. Aid, $100. 

Of the churches in this county which have been aided by this 
society, it may be said, with confidence it is believed, that they are 
slowly but surely gaining stability, that no one of them will consent, 
but from absolute necessity, to be as in former years without the 
preaching of the gospel. 

MERRIMACK COUNTY. 

This county contains 24 towns, 23 churches in 19 towns, 21 
ministers, leaving 5 towns without a congregational church, and 
3 without a minister ; 8 towns have been aided by the Missionary 
Society to the amount of . about $700 ; amount collected in the 
county $669,86. 

Bradford. In regard to the afflicted church and society in this 
place, we think it important to bear testimony to their unremitted 
kindness to their late pastor and his family through his protracted 
illness. Hopes are entertained that by some new arrangement as 
to the place of worship the strength of this society may be increa- 
sed, and that the ministry may be soon re-established. Late Pastor, 
O. G. Thatcher. Aid, $100. 

Epsom. We are happy to report that the society in this place, 
where aid has been granted for several years, have the year past 
settled a minister without the aid of this society; thus setting an 
example which we trust an increasingnumber of the congregations 
now aided will soon have the ability to follow. F. P. Smith, mis- 
sionary the former part of the year. Aid, $50, Present Pastor, 
Mr.Fifield. 

Franklin. The society in this place is yet embarrassed with 

many difflculties, but a pastor is expected to be settled in a few 

"weeks, and hopes are entertained of better days and brighter 
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scenes* S. Nichols, missionary up to May ; J. Knight, pasfor 
elect. Aid $100. . 

HooKscTT, says the minister who was employed there the last 
year, is a place of considerable interest and importance. It has a 
population of about 1000. It has a cotton factory which employe 
about 200 hands. The place is evidently increasing in property and 
character. It has but one religious society, and this is founded 
upon evangelical principles. This society can and must be sus- 
tained. The Sabbath school is prosperous, embracing a respec- 
table number of the congregation. Something has been done for 
the cause of temperance. A course of lectures has been delivered 
on this subject and heard by increasing numbers. Missionary to 
April, H. Moore. At present, W. C. Greenleaf. Aid, $100. 

Loudon Village. The institutions of religion are sustained in 
this small parish with increasing interest. Pastor, H. White. 
Aid, $100. 

NoRTHFiELD. The society in this place, embracing a portion 
of the population in the village at Sanbornton Bridge, have enga- 
ged Mr. Lucas to perform the duties of pastor for one year. — 
Aid» $100. 

Warner. Rev. Mr. Wellman, who has for many years been the 
judicious and faithful pastor of this people has the past year been 
separated from them in consequence of his ill health. But with 
unusual promptness efforts were made to secure the labours of an- 
other man. Rev. Mr. Blanchard was soon after settled. Aid $100. 

WiLMOT. Rev. John Clark divides his time equally between 
this town and Enfield. Aid, $75 to each town. 

HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY. 

This county contains 29 towns, 30 churches in 27 towns, 24 
ministers, leaving 2 towns without a congregational church, and 6 
churches without a minister. Six churches are aided by the Mis- 
sionary society to the amount of about $400. 

Amoskeag. This manufacturing village is likely soon to become 
a place of importance. At present there is a small congregational 
church needing missionary aid. Missionaries, Dr. Church and Mr. 
Noble. Aid, $38. 

Brookline. Prospects in this place are represented as encour- 
aging. Hopes are entertained of the gracious influences of the 
Holy Spirit, and of the revival of his work. May the largest de- 
sires of this beloved Pastor and people be realized. The standard 
volumes of the Tract society have been distributed to great advan- 

iage. 

Deering. The state of the society in this place is much as in 
former years. There is a good attendance upon public worship 
and a prosperous Sabbath school. Missionary, P. Holt. Aid $50. 
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Merrimack Union Evangelical Society. This society enjoys the 
labours of Rev. H. Moore. Aid, $100. 

Sharon. The little church in this place, reported last year as 
containing 7 members, has received the present year an addition 
of one. It needs the sympathies and aid of abler churches. Misr 
sionary, E. Hill. Aid, $25. 

Wilton. The church and society in this place has been greatly 
prospered since it has been under the patronage of the society. — 
We are happy to learn that their prospects are still encouraging ; 
may no root of bitterness springing up trouble them. Meetings 
are well attended and the Sabbath school prosperous. Pastor, 
William Richardson. Aid, $100. 

CHESHIRE COUNTY. 

This county contains 22 towns, 21 churches in 20 towns, 21 min- 
isters, leaving 2 towns without a congregational church or minister. 
7 churches are aided by the Missionary society to the amount of 
$600 or more. Contribution from the county $449,85. 

New-Alstead. The church in this place was reported last 
May as containing 118 members. The parish pay for the support 
of their minister $300, which is $1,50 on the dollar of their valua- 
tion in the town ; $200 during the year have been contributed to 
benevolent objects ; 200 of the Tract society's standard volumes 
have been disposed of in town. Pastor, M. Gerould. Aid, $50. 

Dublin. The church in this place numbers 37, 2 added the 
past year. This religious society embracing about 12 families^ 
within a little more than two years have erected a neat brick meet- 
ing house, supported their minister by the aid of this society, are 
building a parsonage, and have contributed $100 to benevolent 
objects. Missionary, J. Tisdale. Aid, $100. 

GiLsuM. The missionary in this place reports that at one time 
during the year, there were indications of a revival, 3 indulged 
hopes, 4 have been added to the church. Meetings are well attend- 
ed, Sabbath schools prosperous. The word and ordinances of 
the gospel are manifestly taking deeper hold of this people. They 
are fixed in the purpose to enjoy a stated ministry. Missionary, 
William Hutchinson. Aid $100. 

Marlborough. The Pastor of this church reports that they en- 
joy a spirit of peace and brotherly love ; 16 have been added to the 
ehurch, 130 in the Sabbath school, 35 in the Bible class, 150 mem- 
bers of the Temperance society. Contributions for the year ending 
April last, $91,47. Pastor, M. G. Grosvenor. Aid, $100. 

RoxBURY. The small society in this place have been doing lib- 
erally for the support of the gospel. In addition to their former^ 
efforts, in building a house of worship and settling a minister, they 
have the past year, completed a parsonage at an expense of $1000, 



while their contributions have exceeded any former year. Pastor, 
A. IlawBon. Aid, $100. 

Surry. Encouragement of aid has been held out to the church 
in this place with the hope that the ministry may speedily be re- 
settled among them. 

Troy. The congregation in this place is reported as increasing. 
The Sabbath school prosperous. Pastor, J. Pomeroy. Aid, $100. 

SULLIVAN COUNTV. 

Towns 15; churches 16, in 14 towns; 9 ministers; leaving 1 
town without a congregational church, and 5 churches without a 
minister ; 3 are aided by the Missionary society, to the amount 
of $300. Collections in the county, $324,78. 

Charlestown. The orthodox congregational church formed in 
this place a little more than two ycar3 since, has experienced many 
embarrasments, but it still lives, and we trust will yet prosper. Mr. 
Mansfield was employed there 4 months last winter and spring to 
the manifest advantage of this little flock. They are now making 
efforts to erect a house of worship, a favorable site has been secured, 
the foundation laid and the frame erected. But without further aid 
the enterprise must fail. Number of the church, 30. Aid, $100. 

GosiiKN. The church in this place, which was greatly prospered 
the last year, is reported to be in an interesting state ; 3 have been 
added in addition to the 37 reported last year, which doubled the 
church in one year. A house of worship has been erected. Ar- 
rangements have been made for Mr. Rogers, the missionary in this 
place, to preach one half of the time in the east parish in Lempster. 
Consequently they need no aid at the present time. Aid the past 
year, up to the 20th February, $100. 

Washincjton. The missionary in this place reports the church in 
an improved state, 3 additions, and the congregation much increa- 
sed. An interesting Sabbath school and Bible class ; the cause of 
temperance evidently on the advance. This society greatly needs 
a new house of worship, and it appears to be their determination to 
erect one the coming season. Their ability to support the gospel 
will then be much increased. But at present they need aid and 
nnist have it, or fail in their etlbrts to establish the gospel ministry. 
Number of the church 43. Missionary, Joel Davis. Aid, $100. 

In this county there are a number of other feeble churches, with- 
out the means of grace, who ought no longer to remain as they are, 
if any thing can be done to arouse them to eflbrt. 

GRAFTON COUNTY. 

Towns 37; churches 2S in 24 towns; 18 ministers, leaving 13 
towns without a congregational church, and 7 churches without a 
minister ; 14 churches aided by the Missionary society, to the 
't of $1000. Amount collected in the county, $465,67, 
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Alex^andria and Danburt. Rev. J. W. Woodward was engaged 
in these two places for the year. But instead of enjoying his labours 
as a minister, the people were called upon to minister to his necessi- 
ties ina sick and helpless condition, during all the cold season of the 
year, and were at the same time permitted, to their profit, it is hoped, 
to witness the influence of that religion which he came to teach 
them, in his cheerful resignation and heavenly mindedness in sick- 
ness and adversity. Aid, $50. Rev. Mr. Holt has since been em* 
ployed in these places. 

Bath, West Parish. The people in this place have contributed 
during the year to the benevolent objects of the day, about as much 
as they have received from this society, and ask for no further aid. 
Missionary, Peter G. Nichols. Aid, $100. 

Bridgewater. Rev. Mr. Winter spent 7 weeks with this church 
— it is hoped to the comfort and spiritual good of the members. — 
Number of the church, 20. Aid, $49. 

Bristol. It is hoped that some of the inhabitants of this place 
feel more than formerly the importc^nce of a settled ministry, and of 
peace and harmony in their ecclesiastical afiairs. Since the remo- 
val of Rev. Mr. Winter, Rev. Mr. Wellman has been employed for 
the year. • Aid, $100. 

Canaan. Your missionary in ihis place represents his prospects 
of usefulness as encouraging ; J 1 have been added to the church 
the past year, the confifregation has been much increased, and 100 
are connected with the Sabbath school. Missionary, L. Conant. 
Aid, $100. . 

Dorchester. The church in this place is again left destitute by 
the removal of their minister to another field of labour. Aid for 
the year ending in February, $100. 

Enfield. The church in this town, in connection with that in 
Wilmot, have secured the labours of Rev. J. Clark for one year. — 
Aid for this place, $75. 

Groton and Hebron. Rev. Mr. Pulsifer continues his labours in 
these places with apparently increasing interest on his own and on 
the part of the people. Aid, $75 for each place. 

North-Havkrhill. Mr. Thompson, a member of the Theolog- 
ical seminary at Andover, spent his vacation the last fall in this 
place. He speaks of it as a large and important field for missionary 
labour. After mentioning the marked attention with which he was 
listened to in his addresses and some apparent seriousness, he adds, 
" What will be the result I know not. I trust it will be found at 
another day, that some good, at least, has been effected. The 
hearts of some christians were softened, and, if I am not mistaken, 
new and more holy resolutions were formed to be unreservedly the 
Lord's. The last Sabbath of my stay was one of peculiar interest 
and solemnity." Rev. Mr. Richardson spent some time in this 
place in the course of the winter. Aid, $84. 
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HoLDEBNEss ViLLAGE. Mr. FreDchy of the Theological seuunary 
at Andover, spent his Tacation in this place last fall, and was instru' 
mental of good; Rev. Mr. Perkins now preaches one half of the 
time in this place. Aid in the support of Mr. French, ^30. 

PicRMONT. The prospects in this place are beccHning more en- 
couraging. The people are building h new house of worship. — 
When it is completed, they will be able to do more than they have 
done for the support of the gospel* Missionary, E. C. Fuller. 

Thornton. Rev. Mr. Dima closed his labours in this place last 
February. Efforts have since been made to secure the settlement 
oi the ministry in this place. But it cannot be done without the as- 
sistance of this society. Aid, $50. 

COOS COUNTY. 

Towns 21 ; churches 7 ; 2 ministers employed as a supply ; leav- 
ing 14 towns, many of them very small without a congregational 
church, and all without a settled minister ; 3 churches aided by the 
Missionary society to the amount of $265. 

The feeble churches and scattered population in this county 
ought evidently to receive a greater share of attention from the more 
favored parts of the State than they have done. If ministers cannot 
be settled there, as it seems at present doubtfiil whether they can, 
in any considerable number, missionaries should be sent to preach 
the gospel to every soul in that county. It is believed to be as im- 

?>rtant as that missions should be sustained in any part of the world, 
he duty of sending out and sustaining them rests wholly upon the 
churches in this State. 

Rev. Mr. Buxton has been employed the past year as a missiona- 
ry for the county, and has spent his time principally in Lancaster, 
Dalton and Whitefield. His labours have been abundant and ap- 
parently of great consequence to the places above named. At Lan- 
caster he assisted in organizing a new church from that part of the 
former church in that place, who were prepared to adhere to the 
doctrines and practices of the churches generally of our connec- 
tion : the other part choosing to enjoy the preaching of a Unita- 
rian minister. This measure, in the opinion of all the ministers who 
have laboured there of late, and of those who reside in the vicinity, 
is essential to the interests of evangelical religion in that place. — 
But it leaves a feeble church, greatly needing the kind regard of 
sister churches. At Dalton and Whitefield so much anxiety has 
been manifested for the preaching of the gospel, as to encourage the 
hope that arrangements may be made by the assistance of this so- 
ciety to secure the settlement of a minister over the churches in 
these two places. In Whitefield more than usual religious interest 
has existed for some time past, and there have been several hopeful 
conversions. 
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Prom your missionary station in Canada, the report is encouraging^ 
A church of 16 members has been organized within the year, 2 have 
since been added to it, and others were expected to come forward 
for this purpose soon ; 2 Sabbath schools are sustained in different 
parts of the town, but your missionary speaks of it as being difficult 
to induce the youth to attend in great numbers. The number who 
attend public worship, though small at first, has increased since the 
last year. 

From the church in that place we have the following communi- 
cation, dated April 17, 1837 : — 

<^ Our desire and request is, say they, that your liberality may still 
be extended to us. The ground of our plea is our necessities. As 
a church, we are poor, especially so the present season, a time in 
this region of peculiar scarcity. We have a deep sense of the worth 
of our acting pastor,^ Rev. Ora Pearson, and we hope still to enjoy 
the benefit of his labours among us. We shall endeavor to do all 
we can for his support, but must depend mainly at present upon 
your society. Unless provisions shall be considerably lower than 
they have been, we believe Mr. Pearson cannot support his family 
short of $600." 

We have since been informed, that the people have raised $125 
and that Mr. Pearson consents to attempt to live this year upon 
$450. ' The trustees fully believe that the decision of the churches 
of this State, is, that this mission shall be sustained, and that they 
yfiW furnish the necessary means. 

We have reason to lament that in all the churches under our care 
we have no more evidence of the presence and reviving, influences 
of the Holy Spirit. Though the revivals have been few, enough has 
been witnessed to indicate the gracious designs of God towards us. 
The minds of christians generally, have of late, it is feared, been di- 
rected from their true interests. In addition to the subjects of ab- 
sorbing interest now before the public mind, individual churches 
extensively among us are known to have had some trifling diflUculty, 
or topics of local interest to divert their attention from the " one 
thing needful." In the multitude of their thoughts, they have for- 
gotten thee, O Jerusalem, and have not preferred thee above their 
chief joy. 

From the statistics, as given of the different counties, we come 
to the following results, in regard to the State, viz : That there are 
218 towns, 182 churches in 162 of these towns, and 141 ministers ; 
leaving 56 towns without a congregational or presbyterian church, 
and 40 churches without a minister ; 63 have have been aided more 
or less by the Missionary society the past year, at an expense of 
$59.13,29. Other investigations show that less than one half of these 
churches furnish a competence for the ministry among them, leaving 
more than 9 churches either where the minister divides his labours 
between two or more, where they are aided by the Missionary so- 
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ciety, or where they are destitute. We are aware that some of 
these places are supplied with preaching by other evangelical de- 
nominations of christisins, and we hope that the increasing zeal and 
activity of our brethren of these denominations will enlarge the 
number. At present the field within our own State is sufficiently 
large for the harmonious efforts of all who are seeking to supply 
our destitute population with the preaching of the gospel. 

In this field our society has employed the past year for a greater 
or less time, 63 labourers, 45 of whom were either settled pastors, 
or employed by the year, and 18 for some weeks or months. Be- 
sides the services of the agent and the missionary in Canada, they 
have performed the amount of 47 years of ministerial labour. -This 
has been done at an expense to the society on an average xof about 
$126 per year, and has brought to the support of the gospel in 
the places where it has been expended not \es% than $15,000. 

The report of the treasurer shews the income of the society the 

E resent year to have been $5913,29, which is less than the last year 
y $2786,17. It was to be expected that this society must shai^ with 
its kindred institutions in the embarrassments of the times. But it 
has beeh painful in its operation. The society in the early part of 
the year was moving on successfully with its enlarged operations 
when it was suddenly cut short in its resources. Resort was had to 
borrowing to the amount of $700. This soon proved insufficient, 
and we were obliged to say to the beloved missionaries that we 
could not pay them the sums which we had pledged to them. In- 
formation of this was cominunicated to the churches in May, in an 
address to them by the Secretary, and the result of collections has 
shown that they are ready to sustain this society to any reasonable 
extent in its appropriations for securing the preaching of the gos- 
pel to the destitute. We, as trustees, perhaps, ought on this occa- 
sion to confess our unwarrantable distrust of their readiness to come 
to our aid in-time of need. For beyond our expectations we have 
been enabled, by the contributions of the few months past, to meet 
all our engagements for the year and to pay all our debts. For this 
unexpected success, we desire devoutly to give thanks to the Head 
of the church, for his merciful interposition through the liberality of 
his beloved people. But our treasury is empty, and calls are made 
upon us almost every week for money which becomes due to the 
brethren who are labouring under our commission. We cannot look 
again the present year to those churches who have made their con- 
tributions to this object ; we must, therefore, rely for the present 
upon the very respectable number of churches who have done noth- 
ing for this cause the present year. We call upon them, as we be- 
iieve we are authorized to do, in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
to come to our aid. We ask you, dear brethren, immediately to 
take up a contribution for the New-Hampshire Missionary Society, 
to such an amount as your Lord requires of you in view of the pres- 
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ent wants of his people. Why should you be excused, while others 
are exerting themselves to sustain this cause ? It is not true that 
they are more able than many of you. Not a few in the humblest 
circumstances have given liberally to our funds. We wait for your 
contribution. Comis in the spirit of your Lord and unite your efforts 
with ours in doing what can be done to save ouf countrymen from 
a life of sin and an eternity of misery. 

In the American Home Missionary Society, to which we are aux- 
iliary, we continue our unabated confidence. We sympathize with 
that institution in its present embarrassment ; and with its missiona- 
ries in their distant fields of labour and privation. We have appro- 
priated $500 to the funds of that Society the past year, and we ear- 
nestly hope that the churches of this State will enable us to do as 
much or more the year to come. Something has also passed direct- 
ly to the treasury of that Society from churches and individuals in 
this State. 

The trustees would not close their Report without commending 
again the cause of Home Missions, connected as it is with all the 
best interests of our country, the glory of the Redeemer's kingdom, 
and the salvation of men, to the prayers and the liberality of the 
churches of this State. The great experiment is going on in this 
land whether our religious institutions can be sustained and the gos- 
pel be preached to our rapidly increasing population, independent 
of the aid of civil government. All experience goes to show that this 
is not to be expected without a vigorous system of missionary ope- 
rations. To the support of such a system our interest and our duty 
should prompt us. It is in accordance with the spirit of the gospel, 
the example of the most eminent saints, and the wishes and the 
prayers of God's people in every part of the world. Let it lie near 
the heart of every disciple. Pray for the peace of Jerusalem. They 
shall prosper that love thee. For my brethren and companions' 
sake, I will now say, peace be within thee. Because of the house 
of the Lord our God, I will seek thy good.

The Tbirtjr-SereDth anoflal neetiflg of tiae New-Hanpriiife MinioMry Society waf 
held at Newlptwicb, AugoiC 90, 1838. 

Rer. John H. CHURCH, Pretidenty io the chair. Prayer waa offered by JUw. Sober! 
Page, of Maioe. The Aaniial Report waa read by the Secretary, aad ordered ta be 
publiihed. 

The meeting was then addreteed by the Rev. Hesna. Joha Keep of Pelhaan, Edwin 
Holt of Portorooaih, and Asa D. Smitli of New -York city. The foUowing reeolotioM 
were oflWred, aqd ably ad? ocated by the above mentioned clei^ymen . 

1. Resolved, That lo give racceM to Home Miwioos, oor eflbrts must correspond to 
tlie hindrances we meet in proeecatiag the work. 

2. Resolved, That Home {Missions have an important bearing upon the spread of the 
Gospel in Foreign parts. 

8. Resolved, That the friends of the Home Miasiooary cause, in view of the past, and 
even of recent embarrassmsnts, have reason to thank God and take courage.

REPORT. 



Brethren and Friends : Our last anniversary was a mournful 
day. Death, during. the year, had removed an unusual number 
of our missionary friends in the ministry. But, on the present oc- 
casion, we are assembled to recognize the 'dealings of God with us 
as joyous rather than afflictive. All the officers, missionaries and 
clerical patrons of tha Society, have been sparecl to labour on earth 
another year in the service of their Master. 

The Trustees of the New- Hampshire Missionary Society would 
invite your attention to the Thtrty-seventh ^rmal Report of their 
doings, which they will endeavour to communicate as briefly as the 
interest of the cause will allow. 

The following Table exhibits the places that have been under 
the patronage of the Society the past year — the names of the misr 
sionaries employed — the amount of aid granted — the number of 
members in the churches — number of additions — number of hope- 
ful conversions — number in the Sabbath Schools connected with 
the missionary congregations — the amount of cha ritable collections 
and general remarks. 
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From the foregoing Table it appears that 64 churches and eon- 
gregotions have enjoyed missionary patronage the past year — 51 
missionaries have been employed, of whom 40 have been Pastors 
or stated supplies, and 1 1 have been only a short time in the service 
of the Society — 47 churches report 2,877 members — 33 churches 
report 369 additions — 18 churches report "2,685 Sabbath School 
pupils — 33 churches report $1,931,98 collected for charitable pur- 
posesy and 13 churches report seasons of revival of more or less 
interest and power. 

Siaie oj ike Treasury. 

At the commencement of the year, the late embarrassments in 
the pecuniary concerns of the nation, had scarcely become known 
to the agriculturalists of New Hampshire, except as a matter of dis- 
tressing report from the cities and emporiums of trade in our coun* 
try; but the evil, as it was anticipated, has found its way into every 
part of the State, and, to a greater or less extent, affected all class- 
es of society. Our Treasury, as niight be expected, has suffered 
the painful consequences during a large portion of the year. The 
Society has been unable, since the first of April, to make prompt 
payment to the missionaries in its employ, as their appropriations 
have, from time to time, become due. But notwithtsanaing the un- 
usual difficulty of raising funds the past year, some churches have 
come up to our help, which did nothing the year previous, and a few 
have increased their contributions. 

According to the Treasurer's Account, (he expenditures during 
the year have been $4,906,21, and the reccripts $5,076,00: which 
is $837,29 less than the receipts of the preceding year ; but, 
by deducting $1,341,67, a legacy received that year, it appears that 
the contributions of the churches the past year are $504,38 more 
than they were the year before. Though the operations of the 
Society have been considerably embarrassed for six months past (or 
want of funds, yet Providence has provided means by which it is 
now relieved. Amidst the gloom of uncertainty, God has brought 
us deliverance, and so teaches us not to be faithless but believing. 
He has granted us a blessing, both in means and graces, that should 
admonish us to put more confidence in Him, and excite us to make 
greater sacrifices to promote the honor of his name and the welfare 
of his kingdom. 

The Agency. 

Your Agent entered upon his duties the 19th of Sept., and, ex- 
cept when attending to the duties of the Secretary, has been almost 
constantly employed in endeavoring to promote the interest of 
Home Missions in this State. He has travelled over 3,000 miles, 
preached on the subject of his agency in 42 places, in most of 
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which, coUecUons or subscriptions were taken up to aid your iuoda, 
and in various ways, raised not far from ^15,000. 

He has done something towards revivmg the Female Cent Insti- 
tution. He has formed 16 new Gent Societies, and revived 8 or 10 
others, that had become either extinct, or too reduced to render 
much aid to the Society. These efforts have, probably, added more 
than 600 new members to the Cent Institution. 

J9i Brief History of ^ ^ew- Hampshire Missionary Society. 

As the Trustees have never presented to the public any thing like 
a connected account of the Society's operations, they now offer the 
following historical sketch of the leading and most important acts 
and events in their doings, from the formation of the Society to the 
present time. This they do with the hope that it may furnish the 
Society a valuable document of reference, and afford the christian 
community the means of knowing at once what the enterprise of 
Home Missions has achieved for the interest of morals and religion 
in New-Hampshire. 

History. 

In pursuance to a call of a few Congregational Clergymen, who 
had assembled at Hopkinton, June 31, 1801, on the occasion of the 
annual Election and Convention of Pastors, a Convention of Min- 
isters, of the same denomination, convened at the same place, Sept. 
the 3d, 1801, to take into consideration the expediency of forming 
a Missionary Society for this State The result ot their delibera- 
tions was, the formation of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society. 
A committee, previously chosen for that purpose, presented a con- 
stitution, which was adopted, A board of officers were elected 
consisting of Rev. Elihu Thayer of Kingston, President, Rev. 
Ethan Smith, of Hopkinton, Secretary, Enoch Long, jr., of Hop- 
kinton, Treasurer, and six Trustees, viz.. Rev. Messrs. Joseph 
Woodman of Sanbornton, Samuel Wood of Boscawen, Jesse Rem* 
ington of Candia, Walter Harris of Dunbarton, Zacheus Colby of 
Pembroke, and Major John Mills of Dunbarton. 

The principal object of the Society was to send missionaries to 
itinerate in the destitute places both in this State and in the neigh- 
boring States. 

The Constitution has undergone several amendments, though its 
leading object, particularly with respect to repairing the desolations 
of New-IJampshire, has never been changed. It now requires nine 
Trustees, besides the President, Vice President, and Secretary, 
who are, ex officioy members of the Board. The second article, as 
it now stands, sets forth the general objects of the Society as fol- 
lows : " To send missionaries to destitute towns, parishes and soci- 
eties, within this State, and on the borders of the same, to afford pe-

cuniary aid to cliurches and societies, which^ in the judgment of the 
7rustees, are proper objects of charity for the support of the Gos- 
pel, and to distribute Tracts and books for the encouragement of 
Sabbath Schools and Juvenile Societies, and thus, with all its means, 
to promote the interests of religion and the enlargement of the 
churches ." . 

For several years the Society was in the practice of sending 
forth Missionaries to itinerate for a few months or weeks each in the 
destitute regions of New-Hampshire, Maine, Vermont, the North- 
ern part of New York, and the Eastern Townships of Lower Can- 
ada, and sustained them principally at its own expense. These 
missions were usually performed by Pastors of churches, who could 
be spared a short season from their flocks. In the Summer and 
Autumn of 1802, the Trustees commissioned the Rev. Noah 
Worcester of Thornton, and the Rev. Samuel Wood of Boscawen, 
the former 3 months, and the latter 2, to labor as missionaries chiefly 
among the infant settlements in the Northern parts of this State. 
The instructions which they received, upon going out to this region, 
contains the following language : <^ It is expected that you will keep 
the benevolent end of your mission always in view, and make the 
advancement of the Redeemer's Kingdom your only object, careful- 
ly avoiding all sinister views, or worldly speculations, and all debates 
on political subjects." 

The destitute towns on Connecticut river were the first places 
that were visited by the missionaries of the New-Hampshire Mis- 
sionary Society. # 

The expenditures of the Society for the first year of its operations 
were $189,52. 

In 180:3, the Trustees had performed 40 weeks of missionary 
service for the Society : 12 weeks in the northern parts of New- 
York, and 23 weeks among the infant settlements of New-Hamp- 
shire. This year the Trustees published their first Report, accom- 
panied with an address to the churches. ' Expenses for the year 
$76,12. 

The number of weeks of missionary labour performed for the 
Society in 1 804 was 62. Twenty-two in the northern parts of New- 
York, and the remainder in the county of Coos. At the annual 
meeting, the Trustees voted, ^< That it be adopted as a custom in 
the Society, that those ministers, members of the Society, who do 
not lead their people to a contribution once a year, give the reason 
to the Society for the neglect." Also voted, " That it be for con- 
sideration in the Society, whether we will present to the Legislature 
a petition for the incorporation of the Society and Jor pecuniary aid.^^ 

The following vote was passed, <' That application be made to 
the Piscataqua, the Massachusetts and the Hampshire Missionary 
Societies, that they and we unite in appropriating some part of their 
and' our funds to the express object of sending a missionary or mis- 
sionaries among the heathen." It does not appear that any further 
action was ever taken on the subject. 
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The Societies above mentioned, being exclusively formed to 
propagate the Gospel at hom^ it was probably found to be incon- 
sistent with their object to engage in Foreign Missions. 

From the very commencement of its operations, the Society has 
been in the habit of distributing religious books. Tracts and pam- 
phlets through the agency of its missionaries. In latter years, how- 
ever, it has done less in this department of labour, as the same thing 
has been more eiTectually prosecuted by other benevolent societies, 
organized more expressly for the purpose. Expenditures for the 
year $377,25. 

In 1 805, the amount of missionary service rendered the Society 
was 34 weeks: of which 16 weeks were west of Lake Champlain, 
N. Y. and 18 in the northern parts of this State. This year the 
Trustees chose an Fxecutive Committee to transact business be- 
tween the regular meetings of the Board. At the annual meeting 
they voted, ^^ That the missionaries be directed to keep a correct 
journal of their proceedings, special occurrences, &c. from which 
they shall extract a summary to read to the Society at their annual 
meeting, and that the said journals shall be deposited in the Secre- 
tary's office." Expenditures this year }5J43I ,36. 

In 1 806, the Society sustained missions to the amount of 42 weeks, 
in the northern parts of this State, west of Lake Champlain, and in 
Canada. This year the Trustees issued proposals for the publica- 
tion of a Magazine, under the title' of Religious Repository, to con- 
tain short essays, tracts, biographical sketches, religious commu- 
nications, &.C. 

This y^ar we find the first acknowledgement of money contribu- 
ted to the funds of the Society by females, on the plan of one cent 
a week. Probably the Female Cent Institution had its origin about 
this time. This Institution has been in operation more than 30 years, 
and has afforded important aid to the Society. 

At the annual meeting the Trustees voted to publish an annual 
Report of their doings. 

As to the results of missionary efforts thus far, the Trustees say 
in their Report, " They will appear to be of some importance when 
God shall make up his jewels. The journals of our missionaries 
contain accounts which encourage such a hope. The missionaries 
have found opportunities to oppose that torrent of errors, which 
threatens to deluge our infant settlements, and to ^' contend earn- 
estly for the faith once delivered to the saints." They have found 
opportunities to refresh the hearts of many of God's children, scat- 
tered up and down as sheep in the wilderness. Under their labours 
some have become the subjects of divine grace." Expenditures 
$74,37. 

In 1807, the Society was incorporated by an act of the Legisla- 
ture, under the title of New-Hampshire Missionary Society, with 
power to establish funds not exceeding ten thousand dollars. 

The Trustees voted to publish the Religious Repository for one 
e^nd instructed the Committee to print from 1,000 to 1,500 
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copies, and to iiirnish the woik to sabscribers at 50 cents per vol- 
ume. The following persons were appointed, together with the 
Secretary, to be editors of the Repository, viz : Rev. Messrs. 
Thayer, Morrison, Payson, Noah Worcester, Thomas Worcester, 
Bradford, Harris, McFarland, Wines, Church, Dana, and Daniel 
Webster, Esq. To these were added, as editors of the ^second 
volume. Rev. Messrs. Rowland, Thurston, and Thomas W. 
Thompson, £sq. The Society published two volumes of this work, 
and then discontinued it, ^^ on account," the Trustees say, '* of the 
difficulty which appeared in the distribution of them through tho 
State; many of the bundles failing, or being lost, to the disappoint- 
ment of subscribers." But, notwithstanding this, the Repository 
yielded a net income to the Society of $32^,36. 

This year the Trustees voted 216 weeks of Missionary labor west 
of Lake Champlain, N. Y., and 26 weeks in New Hampshire and 
Canada, but whether it was all performed, the records do not show. 
There being no report for this year within our reach, we cannot 
state how much was expended, but we find from the Treasurer's 
account, that the income of the Society amounted to $640,55. 

In 1808, the Trustees voted to have performed 74 weeks of Mis- 
sionary labor< — 16 weeks among tho Stockbridge Indians, 16 weeks 
west of Lake Champlain, 1^ weeks in Rhode Island, and the re- 
mainder in this State; but only 66 weeks of JVIissionary service 
were performed, and " mostly," says the report, " to very good ac- 
ceptance, and apparently to the great benefit of many souls." It 
was also voted to give a pious Indian youth, of the Stockbridge 
tribe, one year's board and tuition at the Rev. Mr. Thayer's. Ex- 
penditure, j^856,25. 

In 1809, Missionaries were sent to the Stockbridge Indians, and 
to several destitute sections of this State, who laboured to the 
amount oi 50 weeks. The first aid rendered to feeble Churches, 
to enable them to enjoy the stated means of grace, was granted this 
year to a Church in Elizabethtown, a new County seat west of Lake 
Champlain, N. Y. An application having been made from this 
place, for assistance in the support of Rev. J. Burbank, stating that 
they had raised $220, the Trustees made an appropriation of $100 
towards sustaining Mr. Burbank one year. This application sug- 
gested the ^' inquiry in the Board whether it might not better sub- 
serve the cause of the Gospel to render the Missionaries of the So- 
ciety more stationary, and whether they ought not to direct their ex- 
ertions more towards the settlement of the Gospel in new places, 
encouraging the people in such places to unite and help themselves, 
by affording them some assistance towards the settlement of a Min- 
ister." From this period it has been the policy of the Society to 
settle the Ministry in destitute places under their patronage, and 
thus render permanent (he institutions of religion, though for several - 
years it accomplished but little towaids supplying feeble and desti- 
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tute Churches with the stated ministry of the word. Expenditure 
this year $476,95. 

In 1810y there were performed 6 weeks of Missionary labor on 
the highlands north of Woodstock, Vt.> and 66 in this State, making 
in all 72 weeks. • An application was made this year from Bethel, 
Mc., for a Missionary 12 weeks, accompanied with a pledge to raise 
^0 towards his support. I'he Rev. Caleb Burge was appointed a 
Missionary to this place, and also to itinerate in Coos Cpunty. 
'^ Here,". (Bethel,) says Mr« Burge, ^< I had a numerous cougrega- 
tion. After I had dismissed them, as I prepared to leave the house, 
I observed that none of them appeared ready to go. I stopped a 
moment, to learn what this meant. One of them spake, and wished 
me to stop and preach another sermon. • I told them I would. And 
accordiogt)^, after an intermission of about 20 minutes, I returned 
and found the congregation as large as when I left it. . I delivered 
another sermon. Many of the people appeared much impressed." 
Mr. Burge preached in Rosebrook, Bartiett, Dalton, Bethlehem, 
Shelburn, Littleton, and Percy, in the last of which towns he organ- 
ized a Church of 7 members. 

• Speaking of a certain place, where he laboured, he says: '* Sev- 
eral iamilies of the place appeared decent, the rest were friendly, 
but YQry uninformed. They seemed to wish to attend meeting, and 
to do rightly, but knew not how to behave when they came together. 
.Some indecencies took place, while the. subjects of them appeared 
not to know the object of the meeting. While some appeared so]«- 
emn and attentive, ethers with no less goodnature sat and smoked 
their pipes, and those, who woufd talk and whisper, appeared wholly 
unconscious of any impropriety cf conduct." In . this people, '^ a 
picture is presented, bothof the encouragement and the great need ot 
Missionary exertions among the poor and destitute." 

The time ot the annual meeting had always been in connection 
with the meeting of the Legislature, the first week in June. This 
year it was changed to September, and was held^ as it has ever been 
since, in connection with the General Association of Congregational 
and Presbyterian Minislers of this State. At the annual meeting, 
the Trustees voted, <' That the exertions of the Society in future, 
for the propagation of the Gospel, shall be confined to the State of 
New Hampshire, except in peculiar. cases, or where a peculiar call 
appears to exceed the limits of this State." In consequence of ill 
health, the Rev. Elihu Thayer was, in 1811, at his own request, ex- 
cused from discharging the duties of President of the Society, hav- 
ing sustained that office 10 years, and the Rev. Asa M'Farland, of 
Concord, was elected in his stead. 

The Trustees voted, '< That in future, there be a contribution at 
the close of the public worship, at the time and place of the annual 
meeting," to aid the benevolent objects of the Society. On account 
of the change of the time of the annual meeting, the history of the 
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Society this year embraces about 15 months. Expenditures during 
this period, $835,91. 

That the dates of our history may correspond with the Treasur- 
er's account, (the leading facts in the operations ot the Society hav- 
ing been noticed up to this time,) we pass to 181^. 

This year the Society had performed* 100 weeks of Missionary 
labor, of which 80 were in this State, 12 in Oneida County, N Y., 
and. 8 in Vermont^ In regard to the labours of the Missionaries, 
the report says: '^ It appears that the hearts of many scattering 
sheep of the house of Israel have been gladdened with the provis- 
ions of salvation, that some precious souls have been brought to the 
knowledge of the truth, and that many have been instructed in the 
great things of the Kingdom of God." 

Among the most faithful and successful Missionaries of the Soci- 
ety for the first 12 years of its labors, were the Key. Messrs. Rolf, 
Goej Cram, Burge, Paige, and Hidden. 

As a specimen of the general character of the field occupied by 
the Missionary Society during this period, we quote the following 
from the Journal of one of the Missionaries. '^ I have found a great 
want of Bibles. Many people are either wholly, destitute, or have 
but a part of the word of life. I have found much- reason to believe, 
ihat much may be done by Missionaries in private visits and faknily 
instruction, in leaching the great doctrines oj grace J^ * * ♦ ♦. In 
most places, I have found a few, to whom the word comes like a 
refreshing shower. • Such appear very, grateful to the Missionary 
Society, for sending Missionaries among them." Expenditure this 
year, $632,64. 

In 1813, there were 160 weeks of Missionary service performed 
by 7 Missionaries— 147 in this State, and 13 in Bethel, Me.. '' Oil 
the whole," says the report, '< nothing has occurred the past year^ 
to discourage our exertions in the blessed cause in which we are 
engaged; but much has appeared in the accounts of our Missiona- 
ries^ and in the wonders of Providence and grace, to stimulate still 
to more vi^otous exertion." It appears from the Treasurer's ac- 
count that, the receipts of the Society had for several years consid- 
erably exceeded the expenditures. Accordingly, the General Asso- 
ciation, this year, recommended to the Society to make an invest- 
nient of its surplus funds, by the purchase of a Cotton Factory. 
This proposition was Qot acceded to. At the annual meeting, it was 
voted, <' That it be recommended to the Trustees of this Society to 
employ as many Missionaries annually y as their disposable funds will 
permit, provided suitable Missionaries can be obtained." 

At this time, the Trustees voted, '^ That the Missionaries use 
their exertions to induce the people at the towns where they labour, 
who are destitute of regular preaching, to set up and maintain meet- 
ings for the worship of God on Lord's Days: And that our Mission- 
aries also promote, so far as may be in their power^ the object of 
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the resolution of the General Association of New Hampshire, pass- 
ed in their meeting of Sept. 24, 1813, relative to the undue use of 
ardent spirits." The Trustees appointed a Committee this year, to 
form reading circles, in places where they might think it most prop- 
er. Many such circles were formed during this and a few succeed- 
ing years, and were furnished with books, sermons, and pamphlets, 
either by individual donations, or at the expense of the Society. 
The object of this measure was the diffusion of religious knowledge, 
and the promotion of piety, in \e»a favored sections of the State. 
Expenditures for this year, ^940,43. 

In 1814, 230 weeks of Missionary labor were rendered the Soci- 
ety, and all in New Hampshire, except a short Missionary tour, per- 
formed by the Rev. David Sutherland, in St. Johnsbury, Barnet, 
Ryegate, and Waterford, Vt. Number of Missionaries, 10. The 
subject of renewing the publication of the Religious Repository, was 
agitated by the Board this year, and a Committee was appointed to 
take measures for printing it, but the project was subsequently drop- 
ped. Expenditures, $1,239 65. 

In 181-5, the Society expended j^3,174 35, in sustaining 11 Mis- 
sionaries, M ho performed 269 weeks of labor, 43 of which were in 
Bethel, Me., and*221 in New Hampshire. 

A Missionary in Strafford County writes as follows : '' In some 
towns, while little is done for the support of the Gospel, some friend- 
ly disciples appear, who provide for, and encourage Missionaries; 
and many lament their deplorable state. Missionary labours have 
been blessed as the means of bringing some to the knowledge of the 
truth, of removing a variety of prejudices, and of confirming many 
in the faith of Christ. Missionaries are received with such cordial- 
ity and prospect of good, that one is led to wish that, if it were pos- 
sible, he could be in a number of towns at the same time, especially 
' on the Sabbath." 

In 1816, the Society employed 19 men who labored to the amount 
of 320 weeks, and expended $<2,331 05. 

Among the first places occupied by the Society as permanent 
Missionary stations are, Canaan, Littleton, Colebrook, Wentworlh, 
Sandwich, Bridge water, Centre-Harbor, Ossipee, Wolf borough, 
Goshen, New Chester, Franconia, and Bethel, Me. 

In 1817, there were 250 weeks of Missionary labour performed 
by 18 men, 12 weeks of which were in Bethel, Me., and the re- 
mainder in New Hampshire, at an expense of $2,653 30. 

'* Your Board have made it an object," says the report, «' in their 
assignment ot Missions, the year pasf , to induce the people, who are 
benefitted by your funds, to form a habit of assisting themselves, 
by furnishing some part of the remittance due to the Missionaries, 
who labour among them." From this period, the contributions to 
the support of the Gospel, by Churches and congregations under 
the patronage of the Missionary Society, have gradually increased. 
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In December, the Rev. Abraham Burnham, of Pembroke, was 
ap|K)inted Secretary of the Society, to supply the place of Rev. 
Ethan Smith, who had now removed from the State, leaving the 
office vacant, whose duties he had ably discharged for 16 years. 
Mr. Isaac Long, of Hopkinton, was also appointed Treasurer, in 
place of £noch Long, jr., deceased. 

The following passage, in the Journal of Rev. Mr. Goddard, is 
too interesting to pass over: ^' Lord's Day, at Lyman, and preached, 
and admitted 22 persons into the Church, baptised 14 adults and 
4 children, and administered the Holy Supper to about 80 commu- 
nicants, some being come from other places. The hall where I 
preached was large and crowded, and there were many who could 
not get within the hearing of my voice. A sermon was read to 
such. Many children of God declared that they never before ex- 
perienced a day of so much happiness. When I consider that there 
never betore was a Sabbath day's preaching here of our order; 
when I review the leadings of Providence in this work, and behold 
it still going on, emotions are excited which are overwhelming. I 
can but admire, adore, and exclaim, " It is ilie Lord^s doings and it 
is marvellotM in our eyes! Praise ye the LordP^ 

In 1818, the Trustees employed 16 men, who performed 204 
weeks of Missionary labour, of which 189 were in this State, and 
15 in Lyndon, Greensborough, and Barton, Yt., at an expense of 
$2,793 42. . - 

The Journals of the Missionaries this year are highly interesting, 
but the necessary brevity of this history will not admit of making 
extracts from them. 

In 1819, there were 301 weeks of Missionary labour performed 
by 15 men, all in New Hampshire, except 12 weeks in Lyndon, Vt. 
The Trustees say in their report: " Brethren, the Lord has smil- 
ed on your charity. Ho has condescended to bless your labours of 
love." Expenditures, $2,628 75. 

There were performed in 1 820, 220 weeks of Missionary service, 
and all in New Hampshire, at an expense of $2,366 65. 

Many instances of hopeful conversion"' and additions to the 
Churches are spoken of in the returns of the Missionaries, but as 
they are not particular to give the number, it cannot be stated. 
The same remark applies to Missionary returns of former years. 

In 1821, there were 200 weeks of Missionary labour, performed 
chiefly in this State. This year Mr. Nathaniel Abbot, of Concord, 
was chosen Treasurer instead of Mr. Long, on account of the con- 
venience of having the Treasury at Concord. Expenditures, 
$1,916 38. The Trustees employed 19 men in 1822, who per- 
formed 280 weeks of Missionary labour. One Missionary reports 
77 hopeful conversions. 

Some extra efforts were made this year to procure funds. Sev- 
eral Agents were engaged a limited time to solicit contributions and 
life members. Expenses, $2,188 00. 
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Id 18^^ there were 29 men employed in the service ol the Soci- 
ety, some of whom were Pastors of CburchcSy some EvangelistSy 
and some were Missionaries. The amoant of their labours was 
about 275 weeks. Twenty-two are reported as hopefully bora again 
under the preaching of two Missionaries in Coos County. 

The Hon. David L. Morril was this year chosen President of the 
Society, to fill (he vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Mr. 
McFarland^ who had held the office 11 years. Expenditures, $i' 
983 60. 

In 1824, the Trustees employed about 30 IVIi^ionarieSy who 
laboured 380 weeks, at an expense to the Society of $4,134 41. 
The Journals of the Missionaries are highly interesting, particu- 
larly those of Rev. Mr. Walker, stationed at Farmington and Mil- 
ton , and Rev. Thomas C. Upham, Pastor of the Church in Koch- 
ester. The word of God seems to have been made efiectual in 
these places in the conversion of sinners, and the enlargement of 
Zion. 

Ill 1625, the Trustees secured the services of 60 men, of whom 
7 were Pastors, 7 stated supplies, and the remainder Missionaries 
for a short time. These Missionaries performed 146 weeks of la- 
bour, and the Pastors and those supplying two, or more Churches, 
performed 618 weeks — in all about 704 weeks. 
^ The settlement of the Ministry over feeble Churches seems to 
have become more and more the object of the Society. **Your 
Trustees have become perfectly satisfied," says the report, ^' that 
by far the best wav of disposing of the sacred charity committed to 
them, is to settle f^astors over destitute and feeble Churches, which 
otherwise must remain without the public ordinances of religion." 
This year the Rev. Bennet Tyler, President of Dartmouth College, 
was chosen President of the Society. Expenditures, $2,525 31. 

In ] 826, thirty-four labourers were in commission, of whom 1 1 
were Pastors and stated supplies, and 23 were Missionaries. They 
performed an aggregate of 572 weeks of service, at an expense of 
$2,569 99. 

In 1827, the Trustees granted aid to 23 Pastors and stated sup- 
plies, who performed as many years of Missionary labour. 

^' Applications for assistance," says the Report, *' to settle Minis- 
ters, have become so numerous, and attended with such prospects of 
usefulness, that we have granted comparatively but few Missions. 
One hundred and twenty-four hopeful conversions and additions to 
the Churches were reported this year. 

This year the New Hampshire Missionary Society became aux- 
iliary to the American Home Missionary Society, under the follow- 
ing stipulations and conditions, viz.: 

1. *^ This Society shall pay over to the Treasurer of the Ameri- 
can Home Missionary Society the whole of its income from time to 
time, after deducting incidental expenses; provided, however, that 
the paramount fund of this Society shall forever remain, as to the 
power of investment, &c., under its own control; and provided, also, 
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that the wholo, or any part of said income, having been reported as 
subject to the order of the Parent Institution, shall be allowed to 
remain, if requested by the Committee of this Society, in the 
Treasury of the same, for the payment of Missionaries and Agents 
as herein stipulated. 

2. The Parent Society shall allow this Auxiliary (he right of 
appointing and assigning Missionaries within the limits of the State 
of New Hampshire, to any amount not exceeding the above-named 
fund and income; provided, however, that all appointments of Mis- 
sionaries by this Society shall be made in the manner following, viz. : 

A sufficient number of blank commissions shall be furnished to this 
Society by the Prudential Committee of the Parent Society, sign- 
ed by the chairman and Corresponding Secretary of the same, 
which shall be filled and countersigned by the proper officers, and 
issued on the responsibility of this Society. 

3. All Missionaries thus appointed shall be paid from the income 
of this Society in the manner following, viz.: 

The Executive Committee of this Society, having reported the 
income of the same to the Parent Society, and having requested 
that so much of the income, so reported, as they shall deem neces- 
sary to answer the engagements of this Society, may be retained 
for that purpose, the Executive Committee of the Parent Society 
shall, in answer to such request, without delay, direct the Treasurec 
of the same to issue an order to the proper officer of this Society, 
to retain the whole, or such portions of said income, as the Com* 
mittee of this Society shall have requested, for the purpose of pay- 
ing the same, as it shall become due to missionaries of their own 
appointment, under commission from the Parent Society. 

4. Should appropriations of aid be needed within the State of 
New-Hampshire to exceed the amount of the income of this Soci- 
ety, such appropriations shall be made directly by the Parent 
Society, on the sole responsibility of the same : provided, however, 
that in all such cases the advice and recommendation of the Execu* 
tive Committee of this Society be previously obtained. 

5. This Society shall agree to appoint no missionary or agent 
out of the limits of the State of New-Hampshire. 

6. Agents for the collection of funds for this Society may be 
appointed by the Executive Committee of the Parent Society, with 
the recommendation or consent of this auxiliary; and all agents so 
appointed, shall reprot the amount of their collections both to this 
auxiliary and to the Parent Society: and each agent so appointed 
shall receive his compensation from this Society, in the same man- 
ner that the missionaries of the same receive theirs. 

7 . This Society may dissolve its connection with the American 
Home Missionary Society at its pleasure : Provided, also, it is un- 
derstood that the New-Hampshire Missionary Society shall appoint 
its missionaries and agents to act under its own commissions till the 
necessary arrangements can be made with the Parent Society to 
complete the above connection," Expenditures ^,493,25. 

3 
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In 1828, thirty feeble churches and congregations received aid 
to enable theni to enjoy the stated institutions of relteion. In all 
about 92 years of missionary service were rendered the Society 
this year. Eight new churches were formed this year on mission- 
ary ground, viz : in Lamprey River, Alton, Dorchester, Orange « 
Manchester, Loudon Village, Hooksett and Dublin. The Report 
says — ^* Nearly every missionary has found some anxious sinners, 
and has admitted some to the churches. Sabbath schools and Bible 
classes, and the Monthly Concert, and other seasons of special 
prayer and pious conversation, are generally maintained. The 
cause of temperance, and the great objects of christian charity, 
which now lie before the public mind, are receiving laudable sup- 
port." 

Mr. Tyler having left the State, the Rev. John H. Church, ot 
Pelham, was chosen President of the Society ; who continued in 
office till 1838, when the Rev. Abraham Burnham was elected in 
his place, Mrs. Nancy B. Fletcher, who had, for a short time, 
been Treasures^ of the Cent Institution, declined serving the Soci- 
ety any longer in that capacity, and Mrs. Elizabeth Mch arland was 
re-elected, and continues still in office. E3q>enditures j|^,07S,36. 

In 1829, missionary aid was affi>rded to about 30 churches, which 
had Pastors. The report gives 49 missionary stations, which in- 
cluded 53 churches, of which 24 were destitute. 

On the subject of a general and permanent agency, the Trustees 
say — *^ We have thought much and deliberated much. Such an 
agency, however, we have not as yet been able to establish; and 
we have, therefore, employed such occasional and temporary agents 
as we have been able to obtain." 

l^is year the Trustees published rules, by which they proposed 
to govern themselves in the disposal of the charities committed to 
their trust. They are the following: 

'M. That this charity be chiefly expended in the establishment and 
support of pastors and located ministers. 

% That the people, whom we assist, make all reasonable efibrts 
to help themselves. 

3. That the annual salaries of ministers, whom we assist in 
supporting, be no more in ordinary cases than ^400.* 

4. That we grant to any people no more than just enough to se- 



* When ihii rnle was made, $400 was considered a competent sopport ibr a 
miniater in onr conntry parishes ; bat since tkat time, the necessary expenses of 
lirmg have greatly increased. It therefore becomes extremely difficnlt for roinb- 
tera to live oo what was once considered a fall sopport, except in places where 
articles of prodace are the cheapest. 

In all onr maonfactaring villages, containing feeble chnrches, and in most of 
the places bordering on the sea-board, and near some market, it is fonnd impos- 
sible for a minister with a family to live on a salary of $400. The Tmstees 
feel that the " laborer is worthy of his hire," and that he onght to ** live of the 
Gospel." They, therefore, feel jastified in departing from the above rnle, when 
times and eircnmstaneep demand it. 
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cure the object, and that sum no longer than is absolutely neces- 
sarj." Expenditures this year 82,859,60. 

In 1830, about the same number of churches were assisted, and 
about the same number of missionaries were employed as in the 
precedi^ year. 

The Trustees adopted some rules {see rules on the cover oj this 
Report) in addition to those just recorded, by which the Society has 
ever since been guided in granting aid, accompanied with explana- 
tions. Expenditures $2,658,40. 

In 1831, the Society employed 35 missionaries, most of whom 
were pastors or located ministers. This was a year of wonderful 
displays of divine grace throughout the State. Nearly every pas- 
tor had a season of revival among the people of his charge. Two 
hundred and forty-six were added to the churches under the patron- 
age of the Missionary Society. Expenditures this year $2,609,1 1. 

In 1832, appropriations were made by the Trustees to 73 churches 
and congregations; about 30 of which enjoyed pastors and stated 
supplies. Six hundred and ninety-three were reported as hopefully 
converted and added to. the churches; most of whom were the 
fruits of revivals experienced the preceding year. With reference 
to the divine blessing upon the cause of Home Missions in New- 
Hampshire, the Report says — " Every cent of property devoted, 
and every effort made, consecrated with tears and prayers and 
faith, the God of missions and of love, has owned and prospered. 
The dear churches, scattered over the field of our benevolent 
operations, have rest, and are edified, and walking in the fear of 
the Lord, and in the comfort of the Holy Ghost are multiplied. 
Individuals, families and communities have passed a wonderful 
renovation. Domestic altars have been erected in dwellings, where 
the sacred and cheering voice of worship were never before heard. 
Churches have been raised from a state of depression and discour- 
agement — have taken down their harps and put on the garments of 
praise. They seem to have had, and to have received strength to 
obey the prophetic call — Brea^ forth mlo joy and sing together j ye 
teaste places of Jerusalem^ for the Lord hath comforted his people.^^ 

This year the Rev. Mr. Burnham declined a re-election as Sec- 
retary — having ably served the Society in that olBce 15 years — and 
the Rev. Jacob Scales, of Henniker, was appointed to fill his place. 
Mr. Nathaniel Abbot also declined a re-election as Treasurer, and 
the Hon Francis N. Fisk, of Concord, was chosen to fill his place, 
and still continues in office. In January, the Rev. Andrew Ran- 
kin, of Salisbury, was appointed General Agent of tlie Society, 
who labored successfully in raising funds for the Society. 

At the anniversary more than $3,960 were pledged to be paid 
into the Treasury, in . annual instalments of ^6 to $10 each. A 
resolution was also passed (o raise within the year $6,000 for. Home 
Missions, which was redeemed. Expenditures $3,407,34. 

In 1833, the Society extended aid to 77 places, and employed 62 
men, of whom 22 were pastors, 17 stated supplies, and 23 mission- 
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aries for a short time each. Five or six churches enjoyed revivals, 
and 340 were added to the churches. 

The Rev. Mr. Rankin continued his labors as agent of the Soci* 
ety, and raised, either by pledge or payment, about |^6,000. Ex- 
pended this year $6,808,82. 

In 18A4, there were 52 men in the field, of whom 41 were pas- 
tors, or acting as such. Two hundred and ninety were reported as 
added to the churches. 

The Rev. Mr. Scales having declined a re-election as Secretary, 
the Rev. Isaac Willey, of Rochester, was elected to the office. 
Mr. Willey was also chosen General Agent in place of Mr. Rankin, 
resigned. From this time the office both of Secretary and General 
Agent has been united in the same man. 

During this and the two preceding years, more than 420 life- 
members were obtained at the annual meetings, and through the 
instrumentality of the Agent. More than half of this number be- 
came life-members of the Society by pledges of $30 each, payable 
either In 1,2, 9, 5, 6, or 10 years. The whole amount paid and 
pledged on these life-memberships is not far from $12,700; of which 
sum, between $4000 and $5000 ii yet due. Expenditures this 
year $5,533,10. 

In 1835, seventy-one different places were aided by the Society. 
Sixty clergymen were employed, 53 of whom were either pastors 
or stated supplies. '' In more than half of the places," says the 
Report, ^^ wnere the missionaries of this Society have labored dur- 
ing the year, there has been manifest some special religious interest. 
In 15 of these places there have been revivals of great interest and 
considerable extent. Three hundred and thirty-six are reported as 
having been added to the churches, and a much larger number, as 
giving evidence of a change in their moral feelings." Disburse- 
ments for the year $5,089,21. 

In 1836, nearly the same places were aided by the Society, and 
about the same number of missionaries employed as in the preced* 
ing year. Expenditures this year, including $1,000 passed to the 
Parent Society, $7,530,20. 

In 1837, the Society employed 6J men, 45 of whom were pastors 
and located ministers. 

This year the Rev. Mr. Willey declined a re-election as Secre- 
tary and Agent — having successfully served the Society 3 years — 
and the Rev. Benjamin P. Stone, of Campton, was chosen in his 
place, who still continues in office. Expenditures this year, includ- 
ing $500 passed to the Parent Society, $5,757,41. 

Results ami General Remarks, 

During the thirty-seven years the New-Hampshire Missionary 
Society has been in operation, it has sent forth 929 missionaries, 
who have performed 450 years of ministerial labor among the feeble 
portiom and desolations of our Zion. The number of hopeful 
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conversions^ and additions to the churches under its patronage, is 
over 2,500, and the amount expended in the prosecution of its 
benevolent work is $90,218,48. It has been the instrument of 
forming about 40 churches of the Redeemer among the desolations 
of the State. The churches named, as thus formed, are in the fol- 
lowing towns, viz : Piercy, Indian Stream, Shelburn, Colebrook, 
Franconia, Sandwich, New-Chester, Lyman East, Lyman West, 
Milton, North Haverhill, Daiton, Wendell, Farmington, Marlow, 
Langdon, Springfield, Franklin, Northfield, Meredith Bridge, Alex- 
andria, Gilsum, Wakefield, Gilmanton Centre, Bristol, Orange, 
Manchester, Dorchester, Lamprey River, Amoskeag, Merrimack, 
(U. E.) Gilmanton I. W., Sharon, Weutworth, Wolf borough, Surry, 
Centre Harbor, Dublin, and Compton, L. C. 

The following Table exhibits at one view the amount of funds 
expended, and also the number of missionaries employed by the 
Society each year of its operations.

General Rtmarks. 



1 . Fidelity to the cause of truth requires us, perhaps, to record the 
painful fact, that some of the abovementioned churches have become 
extinct, or nearly so, that they are no longer numbered among the 
churches of this State. They are the following : The two churches 
in Lyman, the church in Orange, the church in Langdon, church in 
Springfield, church in Piercy, and the church in Indian Stream: 
making seven in all. In contemplating this melancholy Providence, 
if it may be so termed, we are led to inquire. Why have these 
churches faded away? Was it because they were planted upon the 
mountains, and among the rocks, where they were inaccessible to 



those ^^ that bring good tidings, that publish peace * * * that say 
u&to Zion, thy G(^ reigneth?" Other churches, possessing no 
more favorable natural advantages, have lived, and become strong 
in numbers and influence. 

Other causes may contribute to the decline and death of churches; 
but in all cases like those before us, it will be found that the most 
efficient cause lies in a destitution, a ^^Jamine oj the toordJ^ They 
are deprived of their vital aliment. Churches may have Bibles, 
books, schook, and gifted men, but if it is not their privilege to 
'* sit under the droppings of the sanctuary," and listen from Sab- 
bath to Sabbath to the voice of the living messenger ol Jesus, they 
will go to decay. 

When a church of Christ becomes extinct, it is one of the great- 
est moral evils that can happen to any people this side of the Judg- 
ment. A star in the moral heavens falls, and the region which once 
was blessed with its light and heat, is now cursed with perpetual 
darkness and frost. 

The mere death ol one or two aged pilgrims, or the removal of a 
few disheartened individuals, may not be regarded, in itself con- 
sidered, so great a calamity to the interest of true religion, as that 
gradual decline, by which a church, once possessing 20, 30, or 40 
members, is reduced to non-existence. . 

A settled, evangelical ministry, is essential to the being, growth 
and sanctification of the church militant. And it is scarcely less so 
to a feeble band of disciples, than to one able to sustain its own in- 
stitutions. The blessing of Heaven is sure to attend such a min- 
istry, when wisely, faithfully and perseveringly directed to the great 
single purpose of winning souls unto Christ. 

S. It is found that our feeble churches, that have been favored 
with the established means of grace, have been as prosperous, espe- 
cially with respect to the increase of numbers, as others that need 
no charitable assistance. As an illustration of this, we make the 
following comparison between the same number, and for the most 

Sart, the same Churches, both able and feeble, as reported in the 
linutes of the General Association, for the years 18^7 and 1837. 

In 1827, eighty-four able Churches contained 8,533 communi- 
cants. In 1837, the same churches contained 14,468 communi- 
cants — showing an increase in ten years of 5,937, about three- 
fourths of one per cent. 

In 1827, forty-five feeble churches contained 1,491 communi- 
cants. In 1837, the same churches contained 2,77.1-^showing an 
increase in 10 years of 1,300, a fraction less, than one per cent. . 

. From this, it appears that the means of grace are quite as effec- 
tual in building up the waste places of our Zion, as in enlarging the 
borders of those fields that have long been cultivated. 

3. If it should be asked, where is the good, that so much time, 
expense and painful toil, ought to have accomplished for New- 
Hampshire ? We would reply, this question. can never he fully an- 
swered till the scenes of the present world are reviewed in Eternity. 



Yet, by looking at a few facts in the history of the missionery cause 
in this State, we may get some idea of the good (hat has been effec- 
ted. We may safely estimate that 3000 souls have been converted, 
through the instrumentality of missionary labor. Is this no benefit 
to INew Hampshire ? Is it no benefit to New Hampshire, to have 
the intemperate, vicious and ignorant portion of her population made 
sober, intelligent and virtuous ? And yet all this has been effected 
for multitudes, through missionary influence. The drunkard has 
been transformed from a curse into a blessing to his family; the 
swearer has been taught to revere and love the Being, whose name 
he had so often profaned; and the Sabb ath-breaker has become a 
regular attendant on the worship of God . Is }i no benefit to New 
Hampshire to have men of educated and liberal minds scattered over 
her territory ? And such generally have been the men employed 
by the Missionary Society. They have been found foremost in ev- 
ery enterprise for the promotion of the education and morals of com- 
munity. Is it no benefit to New Hampshire, to have her children 
and youth' brought under the influence of religious instruction? 
And yet more than 3,000 of them, for the last eight or ten years* 
have been annually taught in the Sabbath Schools connected with 
the Missionary congregations. Is it no benefit to New Hampshire 
to have her towns and parishes furnished with Temples for the wor- 
ship of Jehovah, so that her sons and daughters may have opportu- 
nity of coming into his presence on his Holy day P And yet Sd new 
Houses of worship have been erected on Missionary ground, with- 
in half as many years. But who needs evidence that the New 
Hampshire Missionary Society has done good? 

No friend of the church, or of man, familiar with its history, will 
be disposed to doubt it. By its patronage man/ of the otherwise 
destitute churches and congregations of this State have enjoyed and 
are still enjoying all those hallowed institutions, which were the 
glory of the ancient churches of New England. 

4. The following remarks may give some general idea of the 
present condition of the feeble churches in this State: 

They may be divided into three classes. The first class com- 
prises those that are too small and feeble to enjoy a reasonable hope 
of ever beholding their own '^ Teacher." Their number does not 
exceed 20. They are poor in this world^s goods, and their poverty 
furnishes one of the strongest arguments why the Gospel should be 
preached to them. If you send them no shepherds to nourish them, 
and keep them from wandering from the fold, they will be soon scat- 
tered like deserted sheep upon the mountains, and many of them 
will soon cease to be. 

The second class comprises those that are able to contribute fnom 
two-thirds to three-fourths the amount necessary to enjoy the stated 
ministry of the word, but are so situated, in the providence of God, 
that the prospect of their immediate increase in numbers and ability 
IS small. They, therefore, remain upon the list of beneficiaries from 
year to year. 
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The third class comprises those that possess still more pecuniary 
abilit/y but are not yet sufficiently strong to depend upon their own 
resources. They are the most flourishing and prosperous of our 
feeble churches, and, perhaps, constitute the largest class. The 
aid which they have received has evidently saved them from sinkiDg 
into great feebleness and discouragement, and now gives (hem the 
prospect of standing, sooner or later, among those churches that are 
able to support the Gospel for themselves, and contribute liberally 
to send it to the perishing, both at home and abroad. 

5. The churches in the following towns once enjoyed the pat- 
ronage of the Missionary Society, but by the blessing of Grod upon 
the means used, have become able to sustain their own institutions, 
viz., Littleton, Bath West, Epsom. Gilmanton Centre, Meredith 
Bridge, Pittsfield, Raymond, Campton, Meredith Village, Hinsdale, 
Swanzey, Walpole, Ryej Rochester, and Somersworth, (Great 
Falls.) To these might be added several churches in Vermont, one 
or two in New York, and one in Maine. 

6. We remark in conclusion, that as we are about entering upon 
another year, with the numerous tokens of the divine favor upon the 
Missionary cause the past year fresh in our remembrance, and with 
the prospect of scanty means for our work the year before us, we 
cannot but call upon every friend of Home Missions in N. Hamp- 
shire to come up to our help. There arc many in our churches 
blessed with abundance of this world's goods, who do nothing, or 
comparatively nothing, for the New Hampshire Missionary Society. 
This is true also of some churches. Why, brethren, is this strange, 
this cruel and wicked indifference to the wants of your needy neigh- 
bours? 

Wc anticipate much from female assistance. Shall we be disappoint- 
ed ? How trifling a sum is a cent a week, but how large and important 
the amount, if all our sisters in Christ would, in this way, become our 
helpers in this glorious cause. 

Might not much more be accomplished by the County Auxinaries ? 
The Cheshire County Home Missionary Society resolved last year to 
raise within the year $1000 for Home Missions. To carry this reso- 
lution into effect, several agents were appointed to visit all the churches 
in the County. The work was done and the pledge more than redeemed. 

But we will not anticipate the distress occasioned by an exhausted 
Treasury before it is brought upon ns 19 the providence of 6pd. The 
cause in which we are engaged is dear to the Savior of the world, and 
he will never desert it. His promise, ** Lo 1 am with you always even 
unto the end of the world," is alike encouraging to every devoted Mis- 
sionary and to every Christian engaged in promoting the cause of Mis- 
sions at home as well as abroad. L^t us, then, not be discomforted by 
temporary embarrassments, but, putting our trust in the Great Head of 
the«Church, let us gird ourselves to the work of sending the messages 
of salvation to every creature in this land. The blessed day will never 
come when ** all shall know the Lord,'' till everv waste place, every 
'* desolation of many generations" in our beloved country, shall be re- 
paired.

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A brief view of the churches and congregations aided during 
the year, arranged in alphabetical order, will now be presented. 

1. ALEXANBllIA. GRAFTON CO. 

This church still has a name to live with respect to numbers, 
and we trust, with respect to graces also. It is a feeble band, 
and so situated in the providence of God as to be likely to remain 
so. It has enjoyed preaching one half of the time during the 
most of the year. No special interest is reported. Appropriation, 
^50. Rev. Mr. Turner, Missionary. 

S. ATKINSON. ROCKINGHAM GO. 

This church has recently enjoyed a season of great religious 
interest, as the result of which about 40 are rejoicing in hope of 
eternal life. A manifest improvement has been effected in the 
morals of the people. No ardent spirits are sold in town. The 
Pastor, Rev. Samuel H. Tolman, was dismissed in May. Appro- 
priation, 9100. 

3. BARRINGTON. STRAFFORD CO. 

The congregation in this place is spoken of as on the increase, 
and more than usually attentive to a preached word. Nothing 
of special interest has occurred during the year. The Pastor 
nobly signifies his determination to do with less salary, rather 
than have his people call on the Missionary Society for aid. 
Appropriation, ^40. Rev. Samuel Nichols, Pastor. 

4. BETHLEHEM. GRAFTON CO. 

The great feebleness of this church renders it an object of 
christian sympathy and charity. During the winter it enjoyed 
preaching one half of the time for three months. There is now 
some prospect that the means of grace will be permanently estab- 
lished in this town and Franconia. Rev. Noah Cressy, Mission- 
ary. Appropriation, $21. 

5. BRADFORD. MERRIMACK CO. 

During the year this church has erected a commodious house 
of worship, furnished it with a bell, repaired their parsonage, set- 
tled a minister, and enjoyed an interesting season of revival. 
Twenty-one have been added to the church by profession, and 15 
by letter. It now numbers 112. God has done great things for 
this church and people, whereof we should be glad. Appropria- 
tion, $50. Rev. Stephen Rogers, Pastor. 

6. 6RIDGEWATER. GRAFTON CO. 

The Rev. William Suddard has labored here as your^Missionary 
one half of the time. Appropriation, $50.

7. BROOKLINX. HILL8B0E0U0H GO. 

The Rev. Ebenezer Hill was employed here in April, 1838, 
and continued his labors till the Rev. Mr. Goodwin commenced 
preaching to this church as a candidate for settlement. '' The 
trials of this church," sajs jour Missionary, ** have been great; 
yet, it is believed, they have been salutary. Being in a minority, 
their house was occupied by those with whom they could not wor- 
ship." In the course of the last year, they have erected and 
dedicated a new house to Jehovah for his worship. Their congre- 
gation is larger now than it formerly was when there was but one 
place of worship for the town. All their meetings are marked 
with deep solemnity. Mr. Goodwin was ordained Pastor of the 
church a few months since. Appropriation, $100. 

8. COLSBROOK. €008 CO. 

The members of this church are scattered over six townships, 
and some of them reside about ten miles from Colebrook village, 
their place of worship. During the fall and winter the Spirit of 
Grod came down upon this region in a copious manner. Twenty- 
eight have been received into the church by profession. The 
cause of Sabbath schools and temperance is prosperous. Owing 
to changes in your Missionary's family, rendermg a less sum 
necessary in money for his support, the church for the present 
asks no aid from your funds. Rev. William Holmes, Missionary. 
Appropriation, j^lOO. 

9. CANAAN. GRAFTON CO. 

This church has been distracted in former years by internal 
commotions, but it is now quiet and harmonious. Eleven have 
been added during the year. Had it not been for the great de- 
pletion of pecuniary abiUty, which this church has suffered for 
some years past, by the removal of many of its members, your 
assistance in sustaining the gospel on this field would not now 
have been needed. Rev. Liba Uonant, Pastor. Appropriation, 
$100. 

10. CENTRE-HARBOR. STRAFFORD CO. 

Few churches, if any, would be destitute of a preached gospel, 
if they made equal efforts with this infant church to sustain it. 
The whole amount of ratable property belonging to its members 
is only $8,800, and the amount of their subscription for the sup- 
port of the means of grace is $300, which is more than three dol- 
lars on a dollar of their valuation. . Others subscribe more than 
two dollars on the dollar. It has experienced some revival dur- 
ing the year — 5 have been added to it, and 15 are reckoned as 
having passed from death unto life. Rev. Robert W. Fuller and 
Rev. Samuel H. Merrill, Missionaries. Appropriation, $100. 



11. GOMPTON. LOWSR0ANADA. 

The Trustees voted, at their semi-annual meeting in June, to 
discontinue this mission afler six months from March of the year 
now closed. The reason of this action, was the painflil convic- 
tion that the prospects of building up a church and people on this 
distant and foreign field, is not sufficiently encouraging to justify 
sustaining it at so large expense. Thus far, the results have not 
been such as were anticipated at the establishment of the mission. 
The obstacles, with which your Missionary has had to contend, 
are, many of them, peculiar to the country; and they seem to bid 
defiance to any considerable success in his labors. He has ac- 
quitted himself as a faithful and devoted servant of Clirist. 
Through his instrumentality some souls have been hopefully con- 
verted, the state of morals in the township has improved, and we 
have reason to believe that the Ught of the Great Day will reveal 
a greater amount of good accomplished than can now be seen by 
the eye of man. There is some prospect that the Colonial Mis- 
sionary Society of Britain will occupy this field. Rev. Ora Pear- 
son, Pastor. Appropriation, ^25. 

12. CONWAY. STRAFFORD CO. 

Your Missionary entered this field in January, and found the 
people in a low and dispersed condition. They had nearly lost all 
hopes of ever becoming so consolidated in their feelings and in- 
terest, as to rise and again enjoy the stated ordinances of religion. 
But, to the joy of all, the two sections of the parish, hitherto sepa- 
rate, became harmoniously one in their efforts to build up the 
prostrate walls of Zion in this beautiful and important town. In 
June, your Missionary, Rev. John Wilde, was installed Pastor 
of the church and society. Appropriation, $100. 

13. DALTON. coos 00. 

For several years this church has had but very little preaching ; 
and it never had a pastor till the 10th of July, when the Rev. 
Horace Wood was set over them in the Lord. Mr. Wood labors 
three-fourths of his time in this town, and the other fourth in 
Whitefield. The state of morals and religion is encouraging. 
Appropriation to the two places, $100. 

14. DANBURT. GRAFTON CO. 

This church in connection with the diurch in Alexandria has 
been supplied the most of the time during the year. It is to be 
feared that the want of proper attention to the spiritual and tempo- 
ral interest of Zion tends more to keep it feeble and low than ac- 
tual poverty. Rev. — Turner, Missionary. Appropriation, jJ50. 

15. DUBLIN. CHX8HIRB CO. 

From its organization to the present time, this church has been 
familiar with trials to which few of the churches under your pat-

ronage are subject. But it is not cast down nor need it be while 
faithful in duty. Some religious interest has been experienced dur- 
ing the year. There have been 4 instances of hope Ail. conversion. 
Rev. James Tisdale» Pastor. Appropriation $100. 

16. DURHAM. STRAFFORD CO. 

''The state of the church and Society," writes the Pastor, '^is, 
perhaps as favorable now as at any time since I have been con- 
nected with the people. I think there is as fiiir a prospect that the 
institutions of religion will be permanently established." Eight 
have been added to the church during the year. Rev. Alvan To- 
bey,' Pastor. Appropriation ^^. 

17. DEERINO. HILLSBOROUGH CO. 

This church has been for some months enjoying a happy state 
of religious feeling. Several have become hopefully interested in 
the Great Salvation. The church is small and feeble, but, we trust, 
it is strong in faith, and will be increased with the increase of God, 
Rev. Peter Holt, Missionary. Appropriation $50. 

18. EFFINGHAM. STRAFFORD CO. 

A powerful revival was experienced in this town in the Spring. 
More than 100 connected with the several denominations are num- 
bered as having chosen God for their chief portion. Fifteen have 
united with the church. No ardent spirit is sold in town, and but 
few make use of it as a drink. Rev. John H. Mordough, Mission- 
ary. Appropriation 1(100. 

19. EPPINO. ROCKINGHAM CO. 

The ways of Zion mourn in this place, because so few come up 
to her solemn feasts. Many things seem to conspire to forbid the 
prosperity of the church here, but nothing presents a more formid- 
able obstacle to its enlargement than its own deadness in spirit. 
The Gospel was preached here one half of the time for the year 
closing in June. Since that time nothing has been done to perpet- 
uate to themselves this invaluable blessing. Rev. JohnXe Bos- 
quet, Missionary. Appropriation $75. 

20. ENFIELD. GRAFTON CO. 

For several years this place has been connected with Wilmot in 
sustaining preaching. This arrangement continued till March, | 
when the Rev. John Clark, your Missionary on this field, discon- 
tinued his labours in Enfield, for the purpose of giving place to 
some one to occupy the ground for the whole time. Mr. Burge, a 
licentiate from East Windsor Seminary, commenced his labours 
here in May under favorable circumstances for usefulness. He 
preaches in two houses to increasing and attentive congregations, 
and there is much reason to hope that the Lord has great things 
in store for this people. Appropriation $75, 



21. FRANCONIA. C3RAPT0N CO. 

The church here has always been very feeble, and there is but 
a small prospect that it will ever be much stronger. The Rev. 
Noah Cressy preached one half of the time here for three months 
during the winter. The Rev. Mr. Fairbank has also performed 
considerable labour in this place, but without expense to the Mis- 
sionary Society. Appropriation $21. 

22. FRANKLIN. MERRIMACK CO. 

There has not been much change in the state of things here dur- 
ing the year. The church is harmonious and prosperous. It has 
contributed more than |^200 to charitable purposes, and is now en- 
larging and repairing its meeting house. Rev. Isaac Knight, Pas- 
tor. Appropriation ^50, 

23. GILSUM. CHESHIRE CO. 

Like many of her sister churches, this church has never long 
enjoyed the means of grace under the administration of one man. 
The Rev. William Hutchinson left the ground in October, and the 
Rev. Henry White has been employed in his stead. There is an 
increased attention on the means of grace for some months past. 
Appropriation jjlOO. 

24. GROTON. GRAFTON CO. 

The prospects of this church have not materially changed since 
our last report. They are far from being encouraging. Your Mis- 
sionary continues his labours here one half of the time. Rev. Dan- 
iel Pulsifer, Missionary. Appropriation ^15. 

25. GOSHEN. SULLIVAN CO. 

The report from this church is rather discouraging. It is repre- 
sented as greatly deficient in the things which savor of godliness. 
Four or five of its members refuse to share with their brethren in 
the burden of sustaining the Gospel, and for no better reason thsm 
they cannot bear the doctrines of the Temperance reformation. — 
May God incline them to cease from evil, and to do justly. Rev. 
Abel Manning, Missionary. Appropriation ^50. 

26. HEBRON. GRAFTON CO. 

The things that remain in this church are almost ready to die. — 
It is diminishing in numbers, and, we fear, in activity. Without 
the quickening power of the Holy Ghost, it must soon become like 
the mountains of Gilboa, on which there was neither dew nor rain. 
Rev. Daniel Pulsifer, Missionary one half of the time. Appropri- 
ation $75. 

27. HILL. GRAFTON CO. 

The Pastor of this church was dismissed in January after a min- 
istry of about nine months. It is now destitute. Clouds and dark-

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ness are round about this people. Rev. Hazel Lucas, late Pastor. 
Appropriation j^lOO. 

28. BOOKSBTT. MERBIMACK CO. 

It has always been the lot of this very feeble church to experi- 
ence an alternation of hope and disappointment. The Rev. Spof- 
fbrd £. Jewett laboured here for the year ending in April, since 
since that time the church has been destitute, and greatly dkcour- 
aged. Its present gloomy condition should excite the sympathies 
and prayers of Christians in its behalf. Appropriation j^lOO. 

S9. HOLDERNESS VILLAGE. GRAFTON CO. 

There is no church in this place, but the members of the church 
in the North part of New Hampton, some of whom reside in the 
village, worship here. For the year closing in March there was 
preaching here one half of the time, since then, it has been all the 
time, though your Missionary is not in conunission. The state of 
morals and religion has made some advance. The attendance on 
public worship is respectable. Rev. John Suddard, Missionary. 

Appropriation $50. 

90. LANGDOIf. CHESHIRE CO. 

Some years since the small church in this town disbanded and 
united with the churches in Paper Mill Village inAlstead,and Drews- 
ville in Walpole, but experience has taught them that this is not the 
best way to promote their spiritual edification. They have re-uni- 
ted on their own ground and made an effort to secure the regular 
preaching of the Gospel for one year. The population is about 700. 
No other form of religious worship, except a part of the time,is main- 
tained in the place. Mr. John Woods, a licentiate from £ast 
Windsor Seminary, Missionary. Appropriation j^lOO. 

31 . LAMPRET RIVER AND VICINITY. ROCKINGHAM CO. 

Your Missionary here was instructed in his commission to be- 
stow a portion of his labours upon destitute places in the vicinilj. 
He has accordingly preached some at Newfield in the South part 
of the town, where a Cent Society has been formed which has paid 
into your Treasury more than $10. The state of things at Lam- 
prey River is, on the whole, encouraging. Rev. Thomas T. Rich- 
mond, Missionary. Appropriation $150. 

S2, LOUDON VILLAGE. MERRIMACK CO. 

The Pastor of this church was dismissed in December, but it has 
been supplied the most of the time since. Considerable effoiri was 
made in the Spring to unite the two Congregational Societies in 
this town in the support of one minister, but without success. As 
the 1st Society has never been under your patronage, and it was 
understood that it was making arrangements to sustain the Grospel 
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without relying on the assistance of the Parent Society, the Trus^ 
tees were persuaded that the friends of the cause would justify them 
in continuing their aid. The charity that has been bestowed upon 
this people has not been in vain. The church has been much en- 
larged, the Sabbath School is numerously attended, and the gene- 
ral state of morals has been greatly improved. Rev. Calvin White, 
Missionary. Appropriation $100. 

33. MERRIMACK EVAN. HILLSBOROUGH CO. 

Nothing of special interest has occurred on this field during the 
year. Your Missionary for the year closing some months since 
still continues to supply the church on the Sabbath, but not at your 
expense. Rev. Humphrey Moore, Missionary. Appropriation $76. 

34. MILTON. STRAFFORD CO. 

The report from this church is encouraging, especially with res- 
pect to temperance and the Sabbath School. More has been ac- 
complished in the cause of temperance during the year than ever 
before. There are 5 Sabbath Schools — embracing about 300 pupils. 
This church has refunded for the last two years more than a third 
as much as it has received, and this year it proposes to refund near- 
ly one half Rev. Benjamin G. Willey, Pastor, Appropriation $100. 

35. NEW ALSTEAD. CHESHIRE CO. 

This church, the largest on our list asks no further assistance. 
That the aid bestowed upon it has not been in vain, may be seen 
from the fact that more than 150 have been added to it since it has 
been under your patronage — two of its members are settled in the 
ministry, and are successfully labouring in the cause of Christ. — 
Three are licensed preachers, and three others are in a course of 
preparation for this holy work. In view of what God hath done for 
this church and people, the friends of Home Missions have much 
reason to rejoice, and take courage to go forward in their work of 
strengthening the weak and rebuilding the waste cities of Zion. 
Rev. Moses Gerould, Pastor. Appropriation $50. 

36. NEW CASTLE. ROCKINGHAM CO. 

This place is an island at the mouth of the Piscataqua, 2 miles 
below Portsmouth, and contains about a thousand inhabitants. Here 
was once a very flourishing church, which became reduced in 1821 
to one member, an aged female. Its number now is only 6. The 
last minister settled on this island was the Rev. Oliver Noble, who 
died in 1792. Since that time there has been only occasional 
preaching of the Congregational order. Recently a Society has 
been formed embracing a greater part of the families of the place, 
styled the "first Congregational Society of New Castle." About 
^50 has been raised, within a few months, for preaching, and 
the Rev. James Hobart has been employed for one year. In a 
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communication received, the Wardens say, "The present seems 
to be a crisis — society is about to be moulded — ^the impression is 
about to be made, which will determine the character of the future 
history of the place for some time to come. A better opportunity, 
perhaps the only one, for establishing that form of worship which 
was so dear to our revered ancestors may never occur." May 
we not hope that the time is now come to repair this desolation of 
many generations? Appropriation $100. 

37. NOTTINGHAM. ROCKINGHAM CO. 

There is no church in this place. A few belonging to other 
churches with some not professors of religion, manifest a commen- 
dable zeal in sustaining the means of grace. The Sabbath School 
numbers 130 and is attended with considerable interest. Some- 
thing has been done in the cause of temperance. For the year 
ending in June your Missionary divided his labours between this 
town and Epping. Rev. John Le Bosquet, Missionary. Appro- 
priation $15, 

38. OSSIPEE AND VICINITY. STEAPFOBD CO. 

The members of this church generally reside in or near a small 
village. Your Missionary labored a few weeks, as directed in his 
commission, at Ossipee Corner, Ossipee Pocket, so called, and at 
Tuftonborough. There have been six hopeful conversions in Os- 
sipee during the year. This church asks no further aid. Rev, 
John S. Winter, Pastor. Appropriation ^100. 

39. PLAINFIELD WEST. SULLITAN CO. 

The Rev. William Hutchinson commenced preaching here in 
November. He found the state of things to be very low and dis- 
couraging. But by the blessing of God upon his labours the spir- 
its of the few ''contrite ones" were revived. He was installed in 
May. A parsonage has been provided and a new house of worship 
is now in progress. Meetings on the sabbath have greatly increas- 
ed, and the prospect is that this place, so long desolate, will soon 
be as the garden of the Lord. Appropriation jJlOO. ^ 

40. PIERMONT. GRAFTON CO. 

This church has not been under your patronage since May. No 
report has been received. Rev. E. C. Fuller, Pastor. Last Ap- 
propriation ;jJ50. 

41. RoxBuny. Cheshire co. 

''Though I cannot favor you," writes the Pastor of this church, 
with a report as interesting to the cause of Christ as I should be 
glad to do, yet the past year has not been without its rich drops of 
mercy to us. For nearly twelve months past, there have been occa- 
sionally hopeful conversions. Congregations on the Sabbath large 
compared with the population of the place. Our Sabbath school 
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was never more flourishing than at the present time." Rev. A. 
Rawson, Pastor. Appropriation j^lOO. 

42. RYE. ROCKINGHAM CO. 

This church consists of 130 members and is the largest, with one 
exception among your beneficiaries. During the winter it enjoyed 
a precious season of revival, as the result of which between 40 and 
50 are counted as the hopeful subjects of renewing grace, and 31 
have made a public profession of their faith in Christ, 14 of whom 
received the covenant seal of Baptism. This people in their last 
application, signified their determination to ask no further aid after 
the present year. During the ten years this church has been un- 
der your patronage, 93 have been added to it by profession, a house 
of worship has been built, a parsonage purchased, about ^600 has 
been raised for benevolent objects, & besides supporting the gospel 
at home, they have contributed not far from jjJ5000 for various re- 
ligious purposes. '*Lo what hath God wrought." Rev. Bezaleel 
Smith, Pastor. Appropriation $100. 

43. SEABROOK AND HAMPTON FALLS. ROCKJNGHAM CO. 

This church, which two or three years ago could scarcely be 
spoken of in the plural number, now consists of 72 members. * 'Dur- 
ing the past year," writes the Pastor, "there has no special revi- 
val, and but few conversions. There has, however, been a good 
degree of harmony and love in the church, and the congregation 
has become more settled and regular in attendance upon public 
worship. A Temperance Society of about 200 members has been 
formed in Seabrook. Good order has evidently been promoted by 
this and by the influence of the Gospel." Rev. Sereno T. Abbott, 
Pastor. Appropriation $150. 

44. SALEM. ROCKINGHAM CO. 

The greatest obstacle to the success of a preached Gospel in 
this town is intemperance. As might be expected, the state of mor- 
als is low. The church iS small and feeble, and the Congregation- 
al interest makes slow progress. This is one of our run-down par- 
ishes. But there is some hope of restoring it to a state of prosperity. 
A new house of worship is very much needed, and we rejoice to 
learn that arrangements are making to build. Mr. Jonas Fisk, 
Missionary. Appropriation |J100. 

45. SHARON. HILLSBOROUGH CO. 

This little band embraces only 7 members, and the Society or- 
ganized for the support of the Gospel only 10. About 70 attend 
public worship. Mr. Charles Shed, Missionary. Appropriation 

$25. 

46. SHELBURNE* COOS CO. 

The Rev. Henry Richardson laboured here one half of the year 
closing in May. He was commissioned for 7 weeks. The church 
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numbers only 8 members, and needs very much the fostering c«re 
of the Missionary Society. Appropriation 049. 

47. SANDWICH. STRAFFCmD CO. 

'' While we have had some prosperity in Sandwich during the 
year," writes the Pastor, ** there have been some things discour- 
aging. There has not been the same degree of hannony in the 

church as in former years We have sufiered much from 

emigration. Six or eight families, three or lour years ago, led 

us; and now two or three are on the point of leaving We 

have perhaps gained so as to hold our own^ and no more so. 
The Trustees can see but little prospect of a relief of the assist- 
ance they have been accustomed to afford. I think, however, the 
fact that from year to year we have been favored with the pres^ 
ence of the Saviour, and the moral strength of the church is In- 
creased, may afford them some evidence that the amount con- 
tributed by the Society has not been iost." Eight have been 
added during the year. Appropriation $100. Rev. Giles Leach, 
Pastor. 

48. SANDWICH, I^ORTH. STRAFFORD CO. 

The Rev. Mr. Leach has the pastoral care of this church. It 
enjoys one-third part of his labours, and shares in the aid granted 
to Sandwich. This church has, perhaps, suffered most by emi* 
grati<m. 

49. STRATH AM. ROCKINGHAM CO. 

'' More than usual interest in the subject of religion was mani- 
fested last winter; and several, who have not yet made a profes- 
sion, are indulging hopes of pardon through the blood of Christ. 
Six have been added to the church, and two stand propounded for 
admission." Rev. William J. Newman, Pastor. Appropriation 
$100. 

50 SURRT. CHESHIRE CO. 

The trials of this church have been severe, but a brighter day 
is dawning upon it. A new house of worship is now in progress, 
and the cause of truth is gradually gaining strength. Mr. Ezra 
Adams, Missionary. Appropriation $100. 

51. THORNTON. ORAFTON CO. 

Did we not believe that the faithful preaching of the gospel will 
be followed, wherever it is enjoyed with immortal blessings to the 
souls of men, we might say with respect to this place, *' We have 
toiled in vain, and spent our strength for nought." The aspect 
of things here is still rather gloomy; and it will become more so, 
unless the faithfulness of the church in things both spiritual and 
carnal speedily secure the gracious smiles of Heaven* Rev. 
James Thompson, Missionary. Appropriation $50. 
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53. i:UFTOffBOROVGH. STRAFFORD CO. 

Until recently, this town has never ei^yed the regular preach- 
ing of the gospel by our denomination. About 30 years ago, a 
small church was gathered here ; but having no shepherd to lead 
it into '* green pastures" and beside the *' still waters," it lan- 
guished, and soon eeased to be known among the living members 
of Christ's body. 

Last winter, a few ministers in the vicinity went into the town, 
and united their ^ffbrts to arouse the slumbering population to the 
concerns of the soul. Their labours were blessed. A powerful 
work of divine grace commenced and s{H*ead over the town, and 
more than 80 souls were hopefolly bom again. On the first of 
May, a church was organized, consisting of seven members, which 
has since been increased to 19. Mr. Robert W. Fuller, a licen- 
tiate, has been commissioned to divide his labours for one year 
between this place and North Wolf borough. " I think," he 
writes, '' the time is not distant when Tuftonborough will support 
a Congregational minister." Appropriation $50. 

53. TROT. CHESHIRE CO. 

This church is rising in numbers and influence. Thirteen have 
been added as the fruit of a previous revival. The Sabbath 
school numbers 140. Attendance on the means of grace is bet- 
ter than formerly. The prospect is, that it will soon be able to 
sustain the means of grace without foreign aid. Rev. Jeremiah 
Pomroy, Pastor. Appropriation j|j85. 

54w WAKEFIELD^ STRAFFORD CO. 

During the winter and spring, the Lord visited tiiis church and 
people with the reviving influences of his Spirit. About 60 are 
numbered as the hopeful subjects of grace. As yet only ^ve have 
been added to the church, but others are expected to unite with it 
eventually. Its moral strength is some increased, though it is still 
a feeble band. Appropriation $100. Rev. Nathaniel Barker, Pas- 
tor. 

55, WARNER. MERRIMACK CO. 

There was an interesting revival on this field during the Spring. 
The number of hopeful converts is between 20 and 30. It is hop- 
ed that the condition of the church is more promising than it has 
been in years past, though it has gained but little pecuniary strength 
and the cause of morals generally has made but little advance. 
Rev. Amos Blanchard, Pastor. Appropriation $100. 

56. WASHINGTON. SULLIVAN CO. 

" The prospects of this church are more favorable than former- 
ly." Sevepfd from other churches are expected to unite with it 
soon. The Society have a house of worship now building. Union 
and harmony have prevuled in this great effort. Rev. Joel Da- 
vis, Missionary. Appropriation $1(X>. 
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51. WILTON. HILLSBOROUGH. CO. 

The waters on this field have been considerably agitated for a 
year or two past, but they have become calm. Peace and quietness 
are happily restored. Six have been added to the church during 
the year. The prospect is quite encouraging that this people will 
soon cease to ask your charities. Rev. William Richardson, Pas- 
tor. Appropriation jJlOO. 

58. WILMOT. MERRIMACK CO. 

The Rev. John Clark now devotes the whole of his time to this 
people. *' There has been more than usual attention to religion 
the past year." Several are rejoicing in hope. Appropriation 

$75. 

59. WHITEFIELD. COOS CO. 

This little church, so long destitute and disheartened has now 
the prospect of seeing better days. A few families have recently 
removed into town who will probably strengthen its feeble hands. 
The Pastor of Dalton Church, with which it shares in your bounty, 
preaches here one fourth of his time. Temperance and morals 
generally improving. 

60. WOLFBOROaOH BRIDGE. STRAFFORD CO. 

This place participated largely in the glorious work of God, which 
blessed the surrounding region during the winter. When the church 
here was organized, five years ago, it was the only Congregation- 
al Church from Moultonborough to Gilmanton, a distance of near- 
ly thirty miles on the lake. From 17 members it has increased to 
71, and annually contributes about j^lOO to benevolent objects. 
''The state of morals," says the Pastor, **is greatly improved with- 
in a few months. Sabbath-breaking, rum-selling, drunkenness, 
profane swearing, universalism and infidelity are fast hiding their 
heads. But very few stay away from the house of God on th^ Sab- 
bath. Rev. Jeremiah Blake, Pastor. Appropriation $50. 

61. WOLFBOROUGH NORTH. STRAFFORD CO. 

This place, called **Dimon's Corner," is situated 6 miles fi<om 
the Bridge, and is a central place to one of the most fertile and 
beautiful farming districts in the region. Sometime in the winter 
a protracted meeting was held here by a few ministers in the vicin- 
ity. The Spirit of the Lord came down upon the people with great 
power. ''Consciences that had long been hushed to slumber by 
the siren song, "Peace, peace to the wicked," were aroused and 
almost every heart was filled with consternation. Many, and among 
them, some of the stoutest hearts, and the most confirmed in error, 
fled for refuge to Christ." More than 40 are reckoned as con- 
verts to Christ. The work still continues with more or less inte- 
rest. On the 19th of June, a church was organized of 15 mem- 
bers. Of this number 13 were subjects of the present revival, and 
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12 were heads of families. The church has since been increased 
to 20, and more are expected to unite with it tventuidly. 

*^ The character and standing," says your Missionary, '' as to 
property and influence of the present members of the> church, and 
of the individuals who are expected to unite with it, are such a» 
to excite high hopes in relation to the future prosperity of religion 
in this place/' A Sabbath School has been organized of about 
40 members. The congregation averages about 140; and it is 
thought that it will increase to more than 200, so soon as a con- 
venient place of worship shall be erected, which is now in con- 
templation. Mr. Robert W. Fuller, Missionary. Appropria- 
tion $50; 

GENERAL. SUMMARY. 

During the year 6 1 churches and congregations, located in as 
many different towns, have received more or less missionary aid. 
Aid has been granted to 14 places, of which three are new fields, 
that were not under patronage last year. Fifty-three ministers 
of the gospel have been in commission, of whom 27 are Pastors 
of churches; 23 have been employed by the year, and three were 
Missionaries for a few months each. Three Pastors have been 
dismissed, five have been settled, and four stated supplies have 
left their field of labour, which have been occupied by others. 
Two new meeting-houses have been built, and five others are in 
building or repairing. Two new churches have been organized; 
six have ceased to ask aid, and 14 places have been visited with 
the reviving influences of the Holy Spirit. 

The number of hopeful conversions reported in thirty congre- 
gations, is 473. There have been added to 29 churches, 232 by 
profession, and 105 by letter — making in all 337. There have 
been removed from 25 churches, 105 by dismission and death — 
leaving a net increase of 232. The whole number of members 
male and female reported in 60 churches, is 3295. The Sabbath 
Schools and Bible Classes belonging to 47 congregations, contain 
4,369 pupils; and 35 churches have contributed $1,855,13 to be- 
nevolent objects. 

Thus you see, in surveying the field of our operations, that it . 
has its lights and shades. Though there have been some things 
of an adverse character to try our faith, yet it has, on the whole, 
been a year of prosperity. '' If it had not been the Lord who 

was on our side, now may Israel say then the waters had 

overwhelmed us; the stream had gone over our soul." 

THE AGENCT. 

Besides attending to the duties of the Secretary, your agent has 
spent a considerable portion of his time soliciting nmds. He has 
travelled about 3,000 miles — addressed 45 congregations on the 
subject of Home Missions, viz — 9 in StraflTord county, 10 in Rock- 
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mgham, 14 in HilUborough, 5 in Merrimack, 5 in Cheshire, 2 in 
SuUivan, and 2 ip Grafton. Wherever opportunity has presented, 
he has formed Cent Societies ; and in various ways, has endeavor- 
ed to excite Che friends of the cause to greater interest and effort 
in its behalf. In addition to these duties, he has visited several 
feeble churches, attended five county anniversaries, and been 
present at three ecclesiastical councils on missionary ground. 

FEMALE CENT INSTITUTION. 

No fetiture of our enterprise presents a more cheering aspect 
fhan the increasing interest manifested by many of the ladies, in 
sending the gospel to the poor and destitute. As fellow labourers, 
the mothers and daughters of Israel (we say it not extravagantly) 
are the first, the surest and the best. During the last two years, 
not far from thirty Cent Societies have been formed or revived. 
The number of such societies now in the State is about 50, em- 
bracing not far from 1,800 members. 

It has ever been the object of this Institution to aid the New- 
Hampshire Missionary Society in prosecuting its benevolent work 
of repairing the '* old wastes*' of this Commonwealth. And, we 
trust, its important and necessary aid will never be neutralized by 
a corresponding decrease of effort on the part of the other sex. 
May the time never come, when the brethren in our churches 
will feel that it is right to subtract from their own contributions to 
the cause of Home Missions, wliat their wives and daughters do 
to promote it. It is characteristic of female benevolence, not to 
exhaust the resources of husbands and fathers, but to increase 
both them and their own hy habits of retrenchment and christian 
self-denial. 

It seems proper here to record that afflictive providence of God, 
which removed last autumn the beloved Mrs. McFarland from the 
office of Treasuress of the Cent Institution, and from earthly 
scenes to her final rest. With the exception of seven years, she 
held this important office from the origin of the Institution till her 
death. She may, with propriety, .be regarded its founder, and 
one of its most ardent and efficient friends. 

Her place, as Treasuress of the Cent Institution, has been sup- 
plied by the appointment of Mrs. Nancy B. Fletcher, of Concord. 

STATE OF THE TREASURY. 

As it respects the pecuniary concerns of the Society, the pros- 
pect' is not the most animating. The receipts of the year have 
been ^4,240,28, and the expenditures $5,041,16, leaving a bal- 
ance against the Society of ^800,88. In addition to the amount 
contributed directly for the use of the New-Hampshire Missionary 
Society, |^543,70 has passed from the State — the most of it through 
your Treasury — to the Parent Society, making the whole sum 
raiset^ during the year ibr Home Missions $4,783,98. By com- 
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paring the receipts of the Society for the year just closed,' with* its 
receipts for the year preceding, we find a decrease in its resour- 
ces of $2,159,80.* 

With returning prosperity in the business concerns of the coun- 
try — with seasons of plenty for man and beast — with the increas- 
ing numbers and ability in the churches, and, we may add, with 
professions of growing attachment to the cause of Home Mis- 
sions, — with all these favorable auspices to a competent Treasury, 
we inquire. Why should the resources of the Society be so pain- 
fully diminished? or rather, why should they continue to be dimin- 
ished? As it respects the past, we are not at a loss for an 
answer. 

Considerable less has probably been contributed for Home Mis- 
sions in those counties, in which large sums have been raised for 
other objects, whose claims have been urged upon the churches 
during the season appropriated expressly to our cause. If the 
churches set apart two months for the benefit of Home Missions, 
and will contribute to this cause at no other time in the year, and 
if they make efforts in behalf of other objects during that time, 
it is natural to suppose that our Treasury must suffer in conse- 
quence of a diversion of the funds which appropriately belong 
to it. 

But we are called also to notice another cause of decrease in 
oar receipts. In 1832, '3 and '4, the resources of the Society 
were prospectively increased nearly $2,000 annually, by more 
than ^0 pledges of life-members of $3d each; payable, for the 
most part, in six annual instalments. The majority of these 
pledges are now redeemed. So far as caa be ascertained, about 
$3,000 on this score are yet due. Of this sum, not more than 
half will probably ever be realized by the Society. Many of the 
individuals now indebted as life-members, have either died, re- 
moved from the State, become bankrupts, or, what is more to be 
lamented, have experienced a change of those feelings, which 
prompted them to make, in the presence of God and man, a solemn 
consecration of a portion of their goods to the sacred enterprise 
of saving their perishing neighbor. 

CALL FOR GREATER EFFORT. 

With the prospect before us of a retrograde movement in our 
operations for the want of funds, we would earnestly inquire of all 
who love the Redeemer and pray for the progress of his Kingdom 
in New-Hampshire, What shall be done? What shall be done to 
sustain and encourage the Socidty in its holy work of giving bread 
to the hungry, and life to the starving thousands of our population? 

Permit us to offer a few suggestions. 

1. Ministers may do much by calling the attention of their peo- 
ple to the wants and importance of the cause. 

* The audited account varies, ol' course, from this statement. 
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It is our happiness to believe that the brethren in the ministry 
entertain sentiments of cordiality towards this branch of christian 
benevolence. On them the business of raising funds to promote 
its objects must principally depend. By a vote of the Trustees 
some years since, every Congregational and Presbyterian clergy- 
man in the State is constituted an agent of the Society. Some 
have faithfully acted in this capacity; and should all take hold of 
the work, and prosecute it from year to year, much expense might 
be saved to the Society; its other important interests would be 
better promoted by the attention of the General Agent, and the 
Treasury would always be adequate to meet the many urgent calls 
for missionary patronage. But, if Pastors and others in the min- 
istry are remiss in this matter, it is obvious that no other instru- 
mentality can be devised to supply their lack of service, and save 
the Society from distressing embarrassment. 

2. The churches may sustain the Society by increasing their 
contributions to its funds. Many of the larger and more wealthy 
churches have done well ; but it should not be forgotten, that a 
large portion of the sums they have raised for the last six years, 
has been put to the credit of individuals, who have been redeem- 
ing former pledges^ If, therefore, the life-members in these 
churches suppose that they are to be excused from giving to this 
object the remainder of their lives; and if others feel under no 
obligations to increase their donations, it is easy to foresee the 
disaster and ruin that must to a great extent befall the Home 
Missionary cause in New-Hampshire. It cannot be. The chris- 
tian sympathy, the holy benevolence, the love of God burning in 
the bosoms of 20,000 followers of Jesus within our bounds, will 
not suffer it. They cannot, professing to have been excited by 
these divine principles to an entire dedication of their all to Christ; 
they cannot, if indeed they live in their inner man, '* withhold 
more than is meet, and fall into the condemnation of those, who 
** keep back a part of the price." And since God has bestowed 
upon the churches the things of this world, in liberal profusion, it 
cannot be — it would be cruel, ungrateful, wicked. God forbid 
the event. 

3. The burden of sustaining the Society, may be borne, in part, 
by the feeble churches themselves. It is to be apprehended that 
churches sometimes reason themselves into the belief that they are 
unable to contribute for the benefit of those who, with them, are 
dependant upon others for the means of grace. Such reasoning 
does not accord with fact, nor with the example of the ancient feeble 
churches of Macedonia, whilst '* in a great trial of affliction, the 
abundance of their joy and their deep poverty" contributed to the 
relief of their poor brethren in Judea. If a feeble church is able 
to contribute to other benevolent objects, the fact is proved that all 
its members, yea those of the most slender means, have their mites 
to cast into the treasury of the Lord, and why should the apartment 
in that treasury designed for the enlargement of our Domestic Zion 



be left unreplenished by their humble offerings ? Shall their pa- 
trons, distressed by exhausted efforts in their very behalf, be'turned 
away to experience yet keener anguish at their unnatural affec- 
tion ? Some of the feeble churches have not so done. They have 
given noble evidence that they know what that meaneth, "It is more 
'>lessed to give than to receive." 

But it is not true that any church is too feeble to contribute to- 
•vards sustaining the benevolent movements of the age. Our feeble 
churches have not so learned Christ ; nor have they so read the 
history of the poor widow, of Dorcas, and a host of other devoted 
followers of the Saviour; nor have they so been taught by the pre- 
cepts and promises of the Bible. One of the most certain means of 
perpetuating feebleness and poverty is inaction in the cause of be- 
nevolence. For a feeble church to wait till Providence shall in- 
crease its riches so that it can enjoy a time of charitable effort with- 
out painful inconvenience, or self-denial, is to wait for a time of 
which it hi^s no promise. Such a time may revel in its imagination, 
but it will always be in the future. 

The way to abound in carnal as well as in spiritual goods, is to 
abound in almsgiving for Christ's sake. Let the feeble churches 
take God at his word, and let their Pastors, instead of saying to us 
in their returns, " I have not thought proper to press the subject of 
benevolence under existing circumstances," strive to promote in 
them more confidence in God, and less attachment to the world, 
and let them bring them up to a habitual and systematic course of 
benevolent action, and blessings for both soul and body will come 
down upon them in surprising abundance. 

THE DESIGN OP THIS CHARITY. 

This charity is designed for the "poor saints," and for those that 
would otherwise be destitute of a preached gospel, and upon such 
it is generally bestowed. It has, indeed, been Enjoyed by a few 
churches, which can hardly receive the suffrages of the communi- 
ty in favor of their poverty, but they have either been those whose 
wealth has been in the hands of a few of their members, who* have 
never been trained by habits of liberality, or never have been in- 
fluenced by grace to share in the burdens of their brethren, — or, 
they have been those churches whose peculiar circumstances seem- 
ed to justify missionary patronage as the means of the greatest ul- 
timate good to the cause of Christ. But the friends of Home Mis- 
sions have little reason to regret the aid such churches have re- 
ceived, since the most of them have either thrown themselves upon 
their own resources, or hold out the encouraging prospect of doing 
it soon. By the aid they have received, they apparently have been 
saved from extinction, or at least, froiri sinking into a state of hope- 
less feebleness, and a multitude of souls rescued from the ways of 
sin and perdition. 
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THE NATlO!<IAIL SOCfETT 

The American Home Missionary Society has experienced, for 
the last two or three years, a series of trials; the like of which 
is unknown in the annals of modem benevolence. Ecclesiastical 
frowns, pecuniary distress and wide-spreading disease have each 
in their turn disputed its prosperity ; but, notwithstanding all these, 
it still lives and flourishes to bless the land. 

During the year closing the first of April, it had 665 men in its 
employ, whose fields of labor were in 23 States and territories, 
and in Canada. The Missionaries reported more than sixty 
"special effusions of the Holy Spirit on the congregations of 
their care''; not far from 2,500 additions to their churches by 
profession; more than 58,000 pupils in their Sabbath Schools and 
Bible Classes ; and about 78,000 subscribers to temperance 
pledges. 

*' These," says the Report, " are a few of the results of the 
labors of these men of God. A fiill disclosure of them can be 
given only by Him, who has appointed the ministry and the chwrch 
tor the difiusion of his infinite mercy, and the brightest glory of his 
eternal name. 

CONCLUSION. 

We enter upon th^ labours of another year with mingled emo^ 
tions of hope and fear, — hope, inspired by the rich experience of 
the past, and by the endearing promise of the future, " Lo I am 
with you always," — and fotnr, that the coldness of our affections 
towards the God of Missioiuh^our unbelief, and our supineness in 
duty may obstruct the free course of his word and fill our hearts 
with despondency and gloom. But let our trust be in the arm of 
infinite strength, and not in human might; let the devices of our 
hearts be in accordance with the counsels and precepts of Heaven; 
and let our zeal and sacrifices evince that we are thus thoroughly 
furnished for the work, and though an host may encamp against 
us, we shall need fear no evil. 

The nature of the field Providence hath assigned us for cultivar- 
tion demands our most patient and persevering effort We are 
not called to clear away its ancient forests, sow the good seed and 
reap the plentiful fruits of its virgin soil — ^that was the privilege 
of our fathers. It is an old soil, exhausted by the hand of vari- 
ous and unskilful culture. While some of the labourers have been 
sleeping, the enemy has come and sown his tares, which have 
sprung up and grown luxuriously. But we have no order from 
the Great Proprietor to ** let them grow till the harvest." The 
command is, ** Go work tO'day in my vineyard"; and if we enter 
it with cheerful obedience, we have the blessed assurance that it 
will ere long become as the garden of the Lord — bringing forth 
its fruit, *' some thirty, some sixty, and some an hundred fold,"

^?ociety, i)< required to answer tlie following questions: — 

1. What is tiie amount of ratable property belonging to the meiDbcrs of the churcb 1 

2. What is the iimouot of ratable property belonging to the Society, or to all who 
I'ontribiite to the support of ttie ininisli7'! 

3. What, if any, is the amount realized from funds created for the support of 
preaching*!— what is the parsonage; if any, worth to a miaisterl — is the parsonage 
iDcluded in the sum raised for your minister's support'! 

4. What is the amount fiupposed necessary for the support of your minister! 

5. How much have you raised for the support of your ministerl— what pari of this 
^\xm is raised by the members of the church'! — how have you rained it'! 

6. What is die least umount of aid recjuisite for the support of preaching for one 
vr»nr! 

7 When does }our ministerial contract commence'!— and have you fulfilled tlie pe- 
cuniary C4)ntracls with your rainisterl 

8. Do thu members of the church generally practically favor the cause of tent-

Every application, in order to receive^ttenlioo, should be signed by a committee 
in behalf of the churcb or Society, and also by two or three ministers in tlie vicinity, 
uc(|uaiMted with their circumstances, certifying that, in tlieir opinion, the statemento 
made are correct, nnd»thal the applicants need aid. 

I RULES OF APPROPRIATION. , 

In disposing of tlie funds committed to their cliarge, the Trustees will, in all 
CASES, be guided by the following rules: — 

1 . Not to grant aid to any feeble bhurch or Society lieyood the term of one year, 
(M>mmencing with the date of commission, or the time of appropriaCion, as the case 
may be. 

2. IVot t,o pay any sum granted to a feeble church or Society, which is not called 
for within tiiree montlis after it has become due. 

3. Not to aid any feeble church whose members generally do not practically favor, 
the cause of temperance*. 

4. Not to give any Pastor or Missionary his order on the Treajniry, unless he 
make a return of service for the full lime commissioned — and also an annual report 
the first of Aogust. • 

5. In case uie funds of the Society should at any time become inadequate to meet 
the pledges, made to feeble chnrches, or congregations, ilie Trustees, or their Exec- 
utive Committee^- if compelled to make any dcKlnction from the sums already a|:^o- 
priated — shall make such deductions on the principle of equal per centage on (he 
dollar of appropriations.
